In my former, I acquainted you with the 
Inducement to this Undertaking, and the 
Reaſon of my nſcribing the ſame to you, in 
the Way of Preface.” In this I intend to give 
you ſome few Directions for your Conaut?, 
or the better qualifying your ſelves, not only 
here, but in every other Part of the Medi- 
cal and Chirurgic Profeſſions. 

And firſt, 1: would adviſe you to ſpend very 
little of your Time among the Compilers of 
Syſtems; the Framers (however curious) of 
Hypotheſes ; the Founders of Theories; nor, 
unteſs your Heads are ſingularly well turn d 
for Lines and Figures, the Mathematic Writers 
of Medicine. 

Tou may read them by Way of Amuſement, 
as others do Romances, but muſt be exceed- 
ing cautious how you apply any of them in 
the Way of Practice, leſt you ſacrifice 
Men's 3 to a Suppoſition ; being out in 
your Poſtulates, endanger them; or miſſing 
any Part of your Calculation, other Ways 
deſtroy them. 

Zis not unlikely but ſome of you may have 


Heard the Story of one of your Society, remark- 


able for what they call good Fellowſhip, and 
a dirty Dreſs; who 2 calld into Conſul- 
tation with a Man of Figures, as well as Let- 
ters, after a little T alk upon the Subject about 
which they met, was told by the ſaid Per- 

fon, 
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; ſon, that as to his Part, he went by a ſure 


Rule in his Method off Practice; and that 


from an Axiom, as ſelf-evident as any Propoſi- 


tion in Euclid, ſuch Corollaries were deduced, 
as ſhew'd the Cure mathematically plain and 
eaſy, to a Perſon capable of that Way. 

To whom our Surgeon, taking this as an 
Afﬀront, the Patient ſtanding by, replies, 


| Good Sir, no more hard Words; you may 


think, perhaps, by my Habit, that I belong to 


4 Colliery, which has put you in Mind of a 


Term ſounding like it : When your Hand was 
m, you might alſo have thrown out a Loga- 
tithm, and put me = making a more per- 
verſe Conſtruction; but Ill aſſure you, tho N 
know no more of your Axiom, than an Ax- 
head, I will be bound to be hang d, if 1 cure 
not this Gentleman's Clap in ten Days time, 
which he ſays you have been about, in the 
plain Mathematick Way too, almoſt ſo many 
Weeks. And accordingly (as I had the Re- 
lation from one he told it to) he perform'd 
the ſame. 

The Authors I would then adviſe you to 
peruſe, are ſuch, who having thoroughly ac- 
quainted themſelves with the Human Fa- 
brick, in the State of Sickneſs as well as 
Health, have purſu'd Nature only; and theſe 
Men's Works, I can aſſure you, will not fill 
ub many Shelves ; ſuch as being of ſound 
. and ſolid Erudition, have been 
for many Tears, in a full Practice, making 
PER” conſt aut 
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conſtant Obſervations on the ſame, and keep- 
ing a juſt and faithful Regiſter thereof, have 
as juſtly tranſmitted them to us, abſtracted 
from all Theories or Hypotheſes whatſoever. 


Of ſuch Practical Writers which are chief- 
ly valuable, you will find, I ſay, but a very 


ſmall Number: And indeed, if we ſet aſide 


Tranſlation, Tranſcription, and Tranſpoſiti- 
on of other's Words and Sentences, it may be 
ſaid, though we have many Books, yet but 
few Authors. For I can by no means think 
thoſe Men worthy of that Name, who com- 
pile their Treatiſes out of other Men's La- 
bours, ſtudying all they can to diſguiſe the 
ſame, and preſent us with nothing valuable, 
which we knew not before, or new unleſs the 
Diction or Phraſcology. | 

Same late Anatomical Treatiſes, as well as 
others of Chirurgical Operations, are plain 
Proofs of this, where, in the former, the 
Sculpture zs all borrow'd, the Deſcription Lg 
the Parts (bating ſome new turn of Expreſſi- 
on, with Comments little /ignifirant) much 
alike with what we have had already; and 
our new pretended Author has juſt Right to 
little more than a bare Title Page. Among 
the reſt, there are none that have exceeded 


. our Quack Pamphlets, written upon the pre- 


ſent Subject; where the whole is no other 
than a bundle of Plagiary, and that too very 
2 collected, deſigned meerly to pave the 
[Fay for vending ſome Elixir, EleQuary , 

3 Anti. 
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Antipharmacon, or the like: And whether a 
late Treatiſe, publiſb d by a vain glorious Au- 
thor, has any better Deſign in View, I leave 
to the whole Faculty (whoſe Underſtandings 
he has ſo inſolently arraign'd) to determine. 
But not to enlarge farther hereupon, thoſe I 
would point out to you, by way of Example, 
are Mr. Wiſeman among the Surgeons ; and 
Dr. Sydenham in the Claſs of Phyſicians, of 
which laſt, though I have heard it ſaid by ſome 
Theoretic Gentlemen, that his Philoſophy zs 
the worſt, yet muſt it be own'd by all impar- 
tial Fudges, that his Practice, taken all toge- 
ther, is the beſt of any that went befare, 
whatever may ſucceed him. 

Had the good Man come from the Acade- 
my, as he did out of the Army, tis probable 
he had been deemd a greater Doctor, yet had 
perhaps been a leſs uſeful Phyſician 3 but en- 
iring, it ſeems, late on the Profeſſion, in- 
ſtead of what they call ſtudy ing of Phyſick, 
he fell ſtrait upon that of Nature, and how 
to remedy her Diſorders: Which I mention 
by no means as reflecting upon our Univerſities, 
(though I believe in initiating Students in this 
Faculty, they might be better model d) but only 


to evince with how little Rhetorick, Logick, 


or Mathematicks either, à Man of a well 
form Genius thereunto, may render himſelf 
very ferviceable to his Country, in this par- 
ricular Science, as appears ſo very manifeſt in 
this diligent Obſerver of diſtemper d Nature; 

5 who 
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wha in 4 ſoort Time became conſpicuous and 
eminent in his Function, and of whom it 
may be truly ſaid, that he hath benefited 
Poſterity, beyond moſt of his Contemporaries, 
1 that had ſpent more Time in turning over 


"i large Volumes, filling their Heads with diſ- 
16 put able Theories, and uſeleſs Speculation. 
is Of this Gentleman, Sir Richard Blackmore 
| tells us, when he appiy d to him. for Inſtruc- 
| tions, what Authors he ſhould conſult, to im- 
{ prove himſelf in the Practice of Phylick ; he 
| told him he might read Don Quixot as well 
as any; intimating, that he knew of none 
that were worth his while, or that would 
i anſwer ſuch Expectation; but this jocoſely. 
1s To another, as I have heard, reſorting to 
him on the ſame Errand, he more ſeriouſly 
adviſed, yet metaphorically, that in acute 
Diſeaſes, he ſhould read the Patient's Eyes, 
his Tongue, his Pulſe, and Urine, the Temper 
of his Skin, his Way of Breathing, Poſture 
of Lying, and Geſture of his Hands: And 
in Chronical Caſes, his whole Aſpect, as well 
as Habit of Body. 
By thus — ſaith he, but a few Months 
I knew 4 Perſon in the Army, who could 
ſcarce read otherways, being employ d con- 
fantly to attend the Sick under an Epide- 
mick, of @ certain Conſtitution then reigning, 
5 WAS able to prognoſticate as to Death or Re- 
. covery, with more Certainty than the ableſt 
ii Phyſicians we had about us. And by thus 
| | * reading, 
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reading, Sir, continues he, but it muſt be 
with Diligence, twelve Months in an Hol- 


-pital of Sic People, you will, with the 


Knowledge of a few ſimple Medicines, be- 
come a much better Curer of Diſeaſes, or 4 
more knowing Phyſician therein, than if you 
were to ſpend ſeven times ſeven Tears im the 
Schools or Colleges of a Univerſity. Mich, 
T think, as a learned Gentleman has it upon a 
differing Occaſion, ſhould teach ſome others 


to be modeſt, and not to believe the worſe of any 


Man's Parts or Fudgment, provided the ſame 
are ſound, although obtain d in a Method dif- 


ferent from their own. But waving all far- 


ther Diſcourſe upon this Head, 
T would ſecondly adviſe you, in your Prac- 


tice, more particularly as to theſe venereal 


Caſes, that diſcarding all Noſtrums, thoſe 
Aſyla of Ignorance or Deceit, if you want 
to make any powerful Revulſion, for the Re- 
lief of the ſwell'd Teſtis, or in ſome painful 
phagedenic Ulcer, alſo to promote 2 ſluggiſh 


Ptyaliſm, after a ſufficient Quantity either of 
The internal or external Medicine before uſed, 
let the Turpeth. Mineral. but with due Re- 


gard to the Age and Strength of your Pati- 
ent, in the Quantity or Dole, be your Reme- 
ay. In thoſe of the Throat, as alſo Chan- 
cres, whether on the Man's Penis, or the 
Woman's Pudendum, my Fume of Cinnabar 
will be found, I can aſſure you, ſerviceable 
beyond all others, In the Serpigines, or pocky 

a Eruptions, 


The PREFACE; 


Eruptions, but without Nodes or Night 
Pains, the Athiops Mineral. or our common 
Calomelanos between whiles, for the weakly ;. 
and for the ſtronger Habits, the Precipitat. 
albus: J do not mean that prepard of the 
Corroſive Sublimate, 4dz/olv'd by means of 
Sal Armoniac, and precipitated with the Oil 
of Tartar, of which I ſhall take Notice here- 
after ; but with the crude Mercury in Spirit 
of Nitre, precipitated in ſalt Water; and 
theſe, whether intending to purge off, or ſa- 
livate. In fine, where the Infection is ſtill 
more profound, accompanyd with the laſt 
recited Symptoms, the ſame incorporated with 
Axungia, in the Way of Unction. 

Theſe, I ſay, will anſwer with as much 
certainty, and more ſafety, than ſeveral other 
Preparations from that Mineral, extold by 
certain Chymical Operators, and others prac- 
tiſing in that empirical Way, under the ſpeci- 
ons ſhew of ſome great Secret, of which them- 


ſelves only would be thought Maſters : Altho' 


at the ſame time, as Dr, Quincy has well 
remark'd upon theſe Remedies, they differ on- 
ly in their eſfects upon human Bodies, as their 
Baſis, The Mercury, is more or leſs blended with 
the Salts made uſe of for its Diſſolution, and 
as theſe are after blunted by repeated Subli- 
mations, or edulcorated and waſht off after 
Precipitation. 

Now as on the one Hand, it is the Miſ- 


fortune of ſome of our venereal Patients, to 
be 
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be diſappointed of their Cures, under the beſt 
of theſe Preparations, how prudently or judi- 
ciouſſy ſoever manag d; ſo is it ours 6 contra 
that we are frequently at a loſs other ways to 


relieve them: And indeed 1 have ſometimes 


Wonder d, that we meet not with more Miſ- 
chief than we do, from their Exhibition, par- 
ticularly to thoſe Libertines, who being often 
tainted, are forced as often to have recourſe 
thereto : When I conſider how prejudicial the 


ſaid Mineral, their Foundation, is daily found, 


more eſpecially to the nervous Syſtem, of all 
the Mechanicks occupy'd about the ſame : 
Not to mention the diſmal Havock it makes 
among the Miners, it is very rare to find a 
working Painter, more particularly the Grin- 
ders of their Whites; the Gilders ; nay ſome 
of the Plumbers, and alſo Glaſiers, without 
Paralyſis or Tremor ; ſeveral 1 have obſerved 
with their Fingers contratted, andtheir Wriſts 
falling downwards, ſo that it was with diffi 
culty the former could manage their Bruſhes. + 
Two of theſe poor Wretches 1 knew run mad, 

and dyd ſoon after, under their Convulſions, 

from no other Cauſe than the poiſonous Steams 
fixing on the Membranes of the Brain, and 
exciting theſe dire Symptoms. But among all 

the Operators therein, which I have remark'd, 

there are none, 1 think, ſo generally and ſud- 

denly affetted, as thoſe who attend the Cop- 

pets, for making their ſaid White or Ceruſe ; - 
whether from the Vapour of the Vinegar 

a 2 ſiriking 
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tri bing upon the Lead: and diffuſmg all round 


about, or the Mineral thus open d, the mer- 
curial Effluvia together incorporating, and 
with the Air entering the Lungs, ſwallsw'd 
down with the Saliva into the Stomach, or 
perhaps let in by the Pores, and thence into 
the Blood: But ſo it happens, that the moſt 
Violent Tortions of the Fibres of the Guts 
are produced, with the dry Belly-ach, as it is 
called, at ſome times : Whilſt at others, dyſen- 
terick Fluxes are ſtir d up, inſupportable almoſt 
to human Nature, through the Spaſms of theſe 
Parts thereby occaſuond; where we have 
Reaſon to believe the Glandules of the Guts 
are aſtected by the corroſive Salts, in like Man- 
ner with thoſe of the Fauces 54 the ad- 
vance of a Ptyaliſm thereby occaſion d, viz. in- 
flam d, excoriated, and ſlought; nay gan- 
gren'd and mortify'd, as 1 have found upon 
Difſettion. 

At theſe Works, I remember to have ſeen 
four ſtout Country Fellows, (by the ſorry Pre- 
mium tempted,) inadvertently engage, and 
before a Month has been expir'd, have come 
out like ſo many Ghoſts, their florid Com- 
plexions gone, and a pale cadaverous Aſpect 
ſupplying the place: Our Hoſpitals being ſel- 
dom free from one or other of theſe unfortu- 
nate People, who if they die not quickly after 
convulſt, or find not their Cure, as ſome have 
done after an expenſive Fourney to our Baths, 


at Bath, live miſerably, great Numbers of * 
then, 
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them, under Tremors and Palſies, ever after; 

Notwithſtanding all which, I ſay, tis rare 
to find any of theſe Accidents, even from the 
mercurial Unction 7tſelf, though enterpriſed 
ſeveral times over, as I have known, provided 
the ſame has been directed with Fudement ; 
without which, not only this Method, but that 


- with Calomel. as it has too often, may prove 


deſtruftive, as well in that of Salivation, as 


continuing it otherways too long, after the 


Patient, being much emaciated, grows Hec- 


tical : In which Caſes, ſome of their Ulcers 


will prove ſtill more ſpreading and fretful, the 
reſt of the Symptoms ſo far from giving Way, 
that they rather encreaſe upon you, and a Ma- 
raſmus enſues. | 
It may poſſibly be ſuſpected, that in my Way 
of uſing this Mineral, in the Suffimentum, 


the Exhalations being ſubtiliſed, frecd from the 


Sulphur, and flying up, ſhould inſtantly affect 
the Brain, pervade the Ethmoides, or Os Cri- 
broſum, with the mammillary Proceſſes, and 


ſo the nervous Tubes, at their Orgination or 
Fountain Head, as well as the Lungs, with 
. - the Atmoſphere or Air in Inſpiration : And 
pet I can ſolemnly declare to you, that in my 
Practice therewith for more than thirty Tears, 


1 never once met with any ill Symptom thence 


ariſing to the Injury of the Patient; though 


I have try d it, as you will ſee, upon the ten- 


dereſt Habits or Conſtitutions, ſome of them 
reduced by long Sickneſs of this kind, to the 
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laſt Extremity; ſuch indeed on whom, in 
ſtead of a Mercurial, the Roman Catholicks 


would have been ready to have prattis'd their 
Extreme Unt70n. - | 


The Antients, but I think it laid aſide by 


. the Moderns, in the moſt deplorable Phthiſes, 


or pulmonary Conſum ptions, with Ulcers in 
the Lungs, in order to dry up and heal the 
ſame, directed the Steams of Auripigment, 
or the yellow Arſnick, the moſt poiſonous of 
the mineral Salts, to be received through a 
Funnel, made for that purpoſe, into the Sub- 
ſtance of theſe Parts, and that, as they de- 
liver to us, with great Advantage. Whence 
ſurely we may infer, that the ſame thing, in 
4 different Way of Application, may be ſalu- 
brious, and alſo truculent. 

That it is ſo indiſput ably in this before us, 
1 daily obvious; and farther, that what 
cauſes the Diſeaſe under one form, will in 
another be a Remedy for the ſame. 

To illuſtrate this, I can aſſure you, I have 
more than once remov'd a Painter's Colick, 


Dith a full Doſe of Calomelanos, when Cly- 


ters, Oils, and Carminatives, almoſt of all 
forts, nay Opiates, had been preſcribd without 
effect. Nor have we ſurely in thoſe Palſies, 
where the nervous Tubes are oppreſt with a 
phlegmatick Matter, a more noble Deopila- 
tive. In Pains from the like Saburra, ſtopping 
their Canals, or being heaped up in the inteſti- 
nal Fibres, raiſing an Efferveſcence, _— 
wit 
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with the Bile and pancreatic Juice, or other 
the glandulous Liquor contained in the Cavi- 
ties of the Inteſtines, exciting the moſt ex- 
cruciating Dolours, hauling aſunder the Fi- 
brille of the Nerves here interwoven ; what 
Remedy, I ſay, comes up to this, when mixt 
with ſome brisk Cathartick, and given after 
the Orgaſm is ſomewhat bridled by an Opiate, 
or the ſame, as cuſtomary, mixt therewith ? 

In a Word, m almoſt all thoſe Caſes where 
there is a Lentour of the Blood, à viſcid 
Chyle, or 4 roapy Lympha, in the ſeveral 
Paſſages, what have we that will ſo effettu- 
ally unlock, attenuate, or incide the ſaid Par- 
ticles, and render them fit to recirculate, till 


they are extruded the Body, by their proper 


Outlets, as this powerful deobſtruent Medi- 


cine, ſudiciouſiy preſcribed ? 


Whether or noit works meerly by its Pon- 
dus (which is plain, when given to the Quan- 
tity of ſeveral Ounces, as in the Paſſio Iliaca, 
or Miſerere) forcing the tough Matter lying 
in the Way, ſtopping up the Tubes, and eject- 
ing the ſame, as aforeſaid, by their excretory 
Ducts, or hy mciding, from its Tenuity of 


Parts, attenuating or reducing them into 
ſmaller Portions, makes them fitter to move 
on, bill they are caſt forth by the Stimulus of 


a cathartic Medicine, given ſoon after, or 
together therewith, is made a Queſtion by 


| ſome: But in the Way of Ptyaliſm, the Ope- 


| ration is different; for here, as in the Caſe of 
4 other 
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other Poiſons got into the Blood, Nature grows 
reſtleſs or uneaſy, 'till ſhe has found ſonie Way 
of freeing her ſelf from the ſame ; and miſſmg 
the common Paſſages by the Guts, a Tumult 
7s excited, very manifeſt by the quick Pulſe, 
Head-ach,and beating of the Arteries, eſpecially 
the temporal, inflammatory and turbid Urine, 
a foul Tongue, with Thirſt and Inquietude, 
the uſual Indications of a ſymptomatic Fever, 
now begun: When ſome time after, the De- 
ſpumation, as we ſay, fmiſht, the Burthen 
zs thrown off, or gradually ſpued forth by a 
continued Rivulet of the glandulous Liquor

but through the whole membranous lining of 
the Mouth, the Gums and Edpes of the 
Tongue, which ſuffer in like manner, from the 
Eſchars thereby induced; as if the corroſive 
Sublimate zrſelf, or ſome other Eſcharotick, 
had been applyd upon them; and whatever 
Juice the ſaid Medicine meets with in its 
Paſſage, or Salts it finds therein, with which 
to combine ; thus diverſiſying its Texture from 
that in which it was taken into the Body, 
tis evident, that arriving at its Fournys 
end, they act that of a Cauſtic, firſt inflaming 
with Tumefattion, quickly after corroding, or 
cal ing deeper in, raiſing very painful and ſor- 


did Ulcers. 


Nor miſt we think with ſome fanciful 
Men, that becauſe this Mineral 2s render d 
corroſive, 


| deaſt, as an Exp 
For that the ſame Conſequence enſues as del! 
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Totroſive, by the acid of Vitriol, in the chy 


mical Proceſs, for making thereof, that there- 
fore the Pox muſt be an Acid; with which © 
the Mercury uniting in its Circuit through the 
Blood, the like new Modification is induced, 


and ſubliming, as in the Matras, to the Mouth, 
' thoſe Eſchars thereby occaſion'd. 


This, I ſay, is too chymical, not to call it 
chimerical, 7o paſs with the conſiderate at 
anation of the Phzxnomenon ; 


in the ſound, as this diſeaſy State. Nay, 1 
once knew a bold Empirick, who having put 


' @ ſmall Lump of Sublimate into a Woman's 


hollow Tooth, in order to cure the Pain, the 


Salis diſſoluing round about, had formed all 
along the inſide of the Faw, the like putrid 


Sores, and ſetting open the Mouths of the 
Lymphatic Veſſels, the ſame Effuſion alſo of 
their Liquor, laſting almoſt twenty Days; 
ſo that the Iſſue or Event appear d the ſame 
in both, unleſs we allow this Difference, that 
the latter Inſtance was an Effect of the Cau - 
ſtick ready prepar d, and applyd outwardly : 


The former, of one ſo made by the Salts in the 


Blood, blended with, and altering the Tex- 
ture of the Mercury, in ſuch Manner as to 


form a kind of Sublimate, deducible from its 


Influence over theſe Parts. 
Hence the judicious Sydenham has remarł 


upon this Mineral, that it is not by any Vir- 


rue therein, ſpecifical as they call it, to the 
venereal

venereal Diſeaſe, the ſame is ſubdued thereby; 
but that if we knew of any other Drug, that 
would thus diſſobve the Lympha, and raiſe a 
Salivation, it would alſo carry off this morbid 

Illuvies along with it. 
How far this might hold I cannot deter- 
mine, nor I think any one elſe, who knows 
not how to make the Experiment, or reduce 
it into Practice; yet this is plain, that in 
the common Road by Siege, when it runs doum- 
wards of itſelf, or has its Operation that Way 
promoted by a cathartic Medicine, given after, 
or along with it, due find more Advantage than 
by any other Purgative whatever. I cannot ſay 
Hoco ver, from any ſingular Property, to maſ- 
ter only the venereal Salts, /mce we percerve 
ts moſt excellent Uſe in ſcouring the Glands, 
and depurating their whole Liquor, freeing 
the ſame alſo from ſundry others, both ſcor- 
butick and ſtrumous; and ſtill more remark- 
ably, thoſe neſtling in the miliary ones of the 
Ken, exciting that troubleſome and loathſome 
Diſtemper we call the Itch; beſides the divers 
eminent Virtues therein lodg d, by which 
it vanquiſheth many others, as before recited. 
But farther, in the Way and Manner of its 
producing this Profluvium of the Lympha, 
notwithſtanding ſome mechanic Eſſays to ex- 
| plicate the ſame, I muſt own with me, there 
are ſtill great Difficulties remaining ; as why 
t ſhould take principally to the Parts of the 
Mouth, leaving other nearer Emiſſaries or 
Outlets 
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” Outlets of the Body: Why, having contraf2- 


ed this predatory Aﬀettion, by Admixture of 


ſome S alts in the Blood, it leaves no malign 


Impreſſion, unleſs rarely, on the Parts it paſſes 
through, or ſhews, except ſometimes on the 
Glandules of the Guts, its cauſtick Quality, 
till it is here arrived: More particularly, 
how the Lympheducts themſelves, of ſo. fine 
a Nature, carrying this acrid or ſharp Liquor 
thereto, ſhould eſeepe being thereby injur d? 
Or laſtly, if there be not ſomewhat ſingular 
in the Salts of the Saliva, which ltke a ſour 
Leaven, imbues this Liquor flowing to them, 
mixt together with thoſe of the Mercury, with 
this pyrotic or burning Force, thus preying 
round about the Parts, in the Manner of ſome 


Eſcharotick. 


Theſe, I ſay, with ſome others I could 
Name, are Doubts, I think, not fully or ſa- 
tisfattorily as yet reſolv d. 

But let it ſuffice us, who believe there are 
many Appearances in our Bodies, maetermi- 


' mable, as to their Cauſes, unleſs by their Om- 
niſcient Author, to know that our Patients 


are recoverable for the moſt Part hereby ; and 
that their Cures are obtain d by a kind of Tranſ- 
fuſion, as I think it may not improperly be ſti- 
led, I cannot ſay of Blood in the room of 
Blood, (as has been practisd Abroad more 


commonly in the like ſtubborn Maladies, but 


leſs frequently at Home) yet of other Liquors, 
a | ſuppiying 
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ſupplying the Place of thoſe, perpetually now 


draming off. © | 
Helvetius, Phyſician to the preſent King 
of France, in his new Account of the Animal 
Occonan-, inſtancing the Evacuations raiſed 
by this Remedy, tells us, that the Quantity 
of Saliva diſcharged during the uſe of it, ex- 
ceeds by far the Weight of the whole Body in 
perfect Health: Though poſſibly his Compu- 
tation may be of the largeſt, for allowing the 
whole Time of the Salivation t be thirty 
Days, and where one holds out ſo long, there 
are ſive or fix come ſhort, I may ſay ten, by 
ſeveral Days, at leaſt of the full Diſcharge 
and that each Day and Night two Quartsrun 
off, which is lookt upon a tolerable good Spit- 
ting, the whole here will amount but to a hun- 
dred and twenty Pound, much ſhort of the 
Weight of a healthy Perſon in good Fleſh, to 
which adaing thirty Pints, making five Pints 
each twenty four Hours, (a full Quantity) we 
arrive ſomething nearer to the Standard.

” ſcorbutic, leprous, or venereal, are flowing 
out, the ſame, or much greater Proportion, 
© as may eaſily be made apparent, of ſoft, mild, 
and ſimple ones, ſuch as Water-gruel, Ohicken- 
Water, Hartſhorn-Drink, and the like, are, 
as I chooſe to call it, transfus d, or let in to 
* ſupply the Place, no wonder the whole Man, 
1 at leaſt his greater Part, being in this Way 
renovated, ſhould enter upon a new State, or 
inſtead of the late diſeaſed, take Poſſeſſion of 
* more healthy. 
A farther Confirmation of this will appear 
F we conſider the Caſe of one coming out of a 
Salivation, who being thus empty d of the diſ- 
temper d fuices in his Blood, the new Chyle, 
prepar'd of theſe homogene, tempetate, and 
benign ones, 2s more eaſily aſſimilated to the 
Parts, inthe Way of Nouriſhment ; the Pa- 
tient quickly after growing plump and luſty. 
After all Argumentation however upon 
this Subject, I believe we muſt reſt content 
| with knowing thus much; and that, as the 
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Logicians call it a Poſteriori, or in the Way of 
' Fa, viz. that as the Pox is a Venom of one 
' fort; ſo Mercury, notwithſtanding a Poiſon 
' of another, yet in this Way of Aaminiſtra- 
tion, is really Antidotal thereunto, and the 
' beſt, if not the only Counter-poiſon we areas 1 


| yet poſſeſt of, to ſubdue the ſame. 
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' Thirdly and laſtly, as well as more briefly, 
(that the Porch may not ſeem too large for 
the Building) 1 would exhort each of you, that 
in this particular Part of your Profeſſion, you 
are truſty to every one, that under ſuch Predi- 
cament, puts, as I may ſay, his Life, or which 
is almoſt the ſame to a modeſt Man, his Re-

has put many reſponſible People, upon taking 
Sanctuary with a Quack, however to their 
Damage otherwiſe, merely in Expectation of 
concealing the Scandal, and getting well, as © 
0 they callit incognito, who, but for the Reaſon 

abovementiond, had been your Patients. 5 
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Tet, although I would have you to be their 
Confidents, I muſt diſſuade you by all Means 
om being their Companions, or Partakers 


* with them in their extravagant Courſes ; © 
much leſs the Betrayers of unthinking Touth, 


into the Arms of an infected, or indeed any 
Courteſan whatever, in expectation of a Pa- 
tient : For beſides that by ſuch Proceeding, 


you muſt debaſe your Morals, ruin your own 


Conſtitutions, and overthrow that Peace of 
Mind, above all things valuable to a good 
Man; you will hereby make your ſelves mean, 
be deſpiſed of all thoſe of Reputation; and 
when 'tis the Miſhap of any ſuch, who are al- 
ways the beſt Patients, to receive the Re- 
compence of their Folly this Way, they will 
doubtleſs apply to thoſe, who if not more re- 
markable for the Cure, are leſs ſo, for a Con- 
verſation with looſe People. 

Ina Word, the Buſmeſs of this kind which 
courts you, upon the Character of having act. 
ed honourably and artfully therein, may be 
worth your embracing ; but that which you 
muſt court and run after, to keep up the Ac- 
* with Debauchees 7 either Sex, 
veſides the Ruin of your Credit in a general 
Practice, your loſs of Time, and neglect of 
your ſaid Buſineſs, with the miſchievous 
Attendants upon that Courſe of Life, as we 
have before remark'd, will even in the Pro- 
fits, ſcarce anſwer (as you will find perhaps

Which 
were the Opinions of Paracelſus, Van Helmont, 
Cæſalpinus, Fracaſtorius, and our Liſter, as they 
have been reckon'd up by a late Author. 
But not to ſtay upon theſe whimſical Conceits 
(for I can call them no better) others, with more 
Reaſon, have imputed the ſame to the Air and 
Clime of ſome particular Country, where it is re- 
ported to be Endemial, and from whence, about 
that Time, it came into Europe. Thus Hildanus, 
ſpeaking of the Scurvy, which he tells us was 
brought firſt into Germany, from the Northern 
maritime Coaſts, where that Diſeaſe was very po- 
pular, argues thus: Quis itaque negabit Aerem, ali- 
quo modo, inquinari, mutari, & proinde Morbum, 
veluti per Contagium, ad Incolas propagari? Eodem 
modo dira illa Lues Venerea, ex Inſula quadam, an- 
tiquis incognita (ubi frequentiſſima cſi) per Hiſpanos 
primum in Italiam deportata fuit : quum Anno 1494,

the Dog and Bitch eſpecially, to the like Cauſe 
with the Pox : For Confirmation of which, Ive- 
ry well remember a lean Car in the Houſe I lived, 
that was always running after the ſalt and proud 
Bitches in the Streets, being frequently loſt for 
a Week together, would then come Home with 
a dripping of purulent Matter from the Penis, 
which ſeemed allo to be attended with a Strangu- 
ria, by his perpetual Micturitio, obſervable in the 
lifting up his Leg (as the Manner of the Creature 
is) againſt rhe Steps or Door, when he could do 
nothing, or only a few Drops; then preſently ly- 2: 
ing down again, he would gently how] for a few V 
Minutes. hilſt his Running laſted he kept F** 
Houſe, and lying round, would with his Tongue 
be licking of the Penis, as the Matter was ready 7 
to drop from it, which was of a deep yellow, ex- 
actly like that which flows in the Gonorrhea, as P.

The Generality of thoſe Writers living at the 
ime of its firſt Appearance in theſe Europæan 


Parts, and pleading the beſt Knowledge of its 


Nature, when it came among them, will, not- 


withſtanding all that can be ſaid to the contrary, 
have the ſame to be a new Diſtemper, at leaſt to 
us in the Vear 1493; when they ſay it was brought 
over by that famous Diſcoverer of the new World, 
Columbus; from America into Spain, thence from 
the Siege of Naples (whence call'd, Morbus Nea- 
¶ Politanus) to the French, who were ſer down be- 
fore that Place; and unto whom, after their Re- 
turn to their own Country, it ſeems moſt likely 
ve ſhould be beholden for the ſame Preſent, in 
this way of its Traduction. Thus Beniventus, 
Cap. 1. Novum Morbi genus Anno Salutis nonageſi- 
mo ſexto ſupra mille quadringentos a Chriſtiana Sa- 
ute, non ſolum Italiam, ſed fere totam Europam, 
irrepſit. Hoc ah Hiſpania incipiens, per Italiam ip- 
ſam primum, tum Galliam, cæteraſque Europe Pro— 
vincias late diffuſum, mortales quamplurimos occu- 


pawit. 
This truly was the current Opinion of thoſe 


early Writers, with which Harvy in his Venus 
ſeems allo to acquieſce; as deeming it no way 
ſtrange (any more than Sydenham), that new Dit- 
caſes (ſuch were the Sudor Anglicus, the Trici [> 
¶ cuborum, or Plica Polonica, the Braunnus Gallicus, 
with ſome others might be named) ſhould ariſe, 
whilſt others vaniſh of an elder Date. 


The laſt of theſe Authors thinks it however 


brought from Guinea in Africa, where it is Eu- 
demial, if not Indigenous, as the Scorbutus to [Tol- 
land, the Rachitis to our Iſland; bur is there call- 
ed by the Name of Jaws, as I have heard from 
ſome Sailors; as alſo the Captain of a Ship, who

have frequently made that Voyage, and as I bave 
Reaſon to believe from an Inſtance or two, I may 
very probably communicate hereafter. 

The Spaniards, faith this Gentleman, were the 
Perſons firſt infected by the Blacks, or Slaves, 
bought up in Guinea; and by their means that 
curſed Plague was tranſplanted, and hath fince 
grown up with us, as a juſt Puniſhment (ſome 
fay) for that barbarous Practice, of trafficking or 
making Merchandize with our Fellow-Creatures. 

But farther, of near Affinity, if not the very 
ſame Diſeaſe, is that which Thevet has allo obſer- 
ved, in his firſt Tome of his Coſinog. lib. 3. cap. 
2. where he thus writes, 

In utraque ord Fluvii Senegæ multa eſſe Regna; 
precipue in ea que Meridiem ſpectat, Regnum Mely 
in ca que Septentrionem, Reguum Tombotu : Mor- 
bus qui illic frequentius graſſatur Borozail nominatar, 
aut Zail Aihiopum lingua, qui ex immodica Venere 
ſcui multum ſunt obnoxii) ortum habet. Genitales 
partes potiſſimum is occupat, in Homine Aſab, in 
Femina Aſabatas, nominatus. Ad hujus Morbi Cu- 
rationem Decoctis multis utuntur, ſed potiſſimum De- 
cocto [erbe que Acanaca dicitur, perinde ac nos 
G1a1aco. 

And thus much of the Original of this Diſtem- ? 
per, which whenceſoever at firſt deriv'd, is agreed 
on all Sides to have abated very much of its for- 
mer cruel Fierceneſs, even after the firſt ſeven 
Years of its new Reſidence in a different Clime; 
inſomuch as we have been told, that our Pox is 
but a Plea- bite to that of theirs whom it firſt vi- 
fited: Which then made more Havock and De- 
vaſtation in few Days, than it does now in many 
Years. Even in France, inthe Year 1495, which 
was about two Years after the Expedition to Na- 
ples, we find it fo terribly raging, that an Arret 
was publiſhed to confine the infected, . | 
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ſcribe their Converſe with other People, as Dr. 
Harvy has allo taken Notice; and (what is ſome- 
what remarkable) that it was attended, at that 
Time, with ſeveral Symptoms little known to us, 
ſuch I mean as the Alopecia, Decidentia Barbe ac 
Superciliorum, (which ſcarce one in a thouſand, 
they tell us, then eſcaped) Oculorum prolapſus, Un- 
guium atque Dentium quoque Excidentia. But whe- 
ther or no ſome of theſe were not owing to their 
injudicious Practices with Quickſilver (which was 


very early in uſe among them) may very reaſona- 
bly be made a Queſtion. 5 


About this Time there were many able Pens Ancient

employ'd, both Spaniſh, Italian, German and Wris 0: 


French; {ome of them ready enough to throw the 
foul Iſſue upon each other: Harvy fays, not leſs 
than four hundred; ſeveral of whom, according 
to Precedency, he reckons up. The oldeſt I have 
ſeen in Print, is that of the famous Almayn Ul- 
rick Hutten, Knt, from whom I find he hath ta- 
ken ſome Part of his Hiſtriography of the Diſ- 
caſe. The Original, even of this, I muſt own I 
have not met with; that which came to my Hand, 
and is a Piece of Antiquity, being a Tranſlation 
thereof only into good old Engliſh, about two hun- 
dred Years paſt, by a Canon of Marten Abby, as 
he calls himſelf; by which we are ro underſtand, 
that our Knighr's Father was feized with this Diſ- 
temper, ſoon after its Arrival in Germany, and 
not being able to cut off the Intail, it came by 
way of Deſcent, or Inheritance, to the Son, who 
was miſerably vexed therewith for nine Years, as 
he there acquaints us, “ The Malady ſhewing 
itſelf in very painful Ulcers, Knots like Bones 
&« (as he terms them) upon his Legs and Arms; 
« ſtiff Joints, rending Night Pains, and filthy 
« running Sores, which had worn him away to 
“Skin and Bones, and for which he had been 
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& as well cut as burnt, with Sciſſars, Knife, and 
« Fire, both actual and potential, to no Purpoſe; 
&« falivated fix times as ineffectually; at laſt was 
& cured by a ſtrict Diet for thirty Days and up- 
&« wards, with a ſudorifick Decoction of Guaia- 
c cum; which then, or about that Time, came 
into great Requeſt for its ſignal Virtues in over- 
coming this otherwiſe (as he accounted it) indomi- 
table Diſeaſe; and in Praiſe of which he ſet forth 
his Treatiſe called, De Medicina Guaiaci, vel De 
Morbo Gallico. 

From which Hiſtory we may collect, that it 
was no Mark of a diſhoneſt Converſation in the 
Perſon infected at that Time; but that like other 
Contagious, or Epidemic Peſts, it ſpread its In- 
fection in common Converſe or Cohabitation; dif- 
fering from ours, where a real Contact of ſome 
pocky Ulcuſcula (whether in Kiſſing, by the Lips; 
Sucking, by the Nipple; Suckling, from the 
Mouth, or ſome Part thereof; Sweating in Bed 
with an infected Perſon, by the Pores; but ge- 
nerally, in impure Embraces, or ſomething tend- 
ing to copulate, by the Penis and Pudendum Mu- 
liebre) ſeem neceſſary to convey the Poiſon. Dr. 
Sydenham ſays, this Diſeaſe had raged above one 
hundred Years, before it ſhew'd itſelf like our 
Claps, call'd the Gonorrhæa; either in the S7ill;- 
cidium, or purulent Dripping, the Dy/ury, Chor- 
dee, Priapiſm, Chancres, or other Aﬀect of the 
Genital Parts. Others, that it allo commenc'd a 
Pox, even at the firſt, with two or three Pultules 
only about the Inguina, but neither Gonorrhea, 
Dyſuria, or Chancre. 

Our Almayn Hutten, © that it began with ſharp 
« Aches about the Joints, afterwards a Flux of 
«© Humours, cauſing Apoſtems and foul Ulcers, 
with cating Holes and Sores like Cankers, cor- 

. * roving the Fleſh, and preying upon the Bones 
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« themſelves. Which may ſeem to furniſh an 
Objection againſt its Riſe, from the putrid Fer- 
ment before obſerved. | | 

But although this antient Writer takes no No- 


” tice, in expreſs Terms, of the Running at the 


Penis, yet do I meer with ſomething tantamount 


y or of kin thereto z and which, perhaps, upon due

Conſtruction, can mean no other: For after enu- 
merating ſome of the Symptoms, he ſays, Some 


have alſo Ulcers in their Bladders: Which might 


very likely be 1aiſtaken for thoſe in the Urethra 
2 furniſhing the Matter, and attended with the Dy- 
* ſary, like thoſe in the Bladder itſelf. Again, faith 
he, as touching Women, (theſe are his Words) 
© This thing reſteth in their ſecret Places, forming 
2 therein little pretty Sores, full of venomous Poiſon, 
being very dangerous for thoſe that unknowingly med- 
* dle with them. 


Which taken altogether, amounts, I think, to 


3 ſomewhat like a Proof, that the Contagion (al- 
though it might be otherwiſe communicated) was 
allo (as it is now-a-days) both given and received, 
by the Genital Parts of both Sexes, in Scortation 
or diſhoneſt Copulation z notwithſtanding ſome of 
the Symptoms might differ, and the Diſeaſe at firſt 
appear of a fiercer Nature, till in Time, after 
tranſplanting, it grew milder, and, by better Me- 
thods of healing, more tractable allo: Yet is it 
ſtill plain, that the Venereal Victims are not cea- 
ſed with us; there being daily Sacrifices, which 
partly through the Folly and Negligence of the 
Sick, but chiefly through the Ignorance of 
Quacks and cozening Empirics, are ſtill offered 
at the Shrine of Venus; as were the Prayers of 
the ſuperſtitious Catholicks, when the Diſeaſe firſt 
broke out among them, at thoſe of St. Mevin, 


St. Evager, and St. Roch, for its Removal; there 


being ſcarce any Sickneſs in thoſe Days, 8 
a Pa- 
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a Patron, or Patroneſs Saint for Its Invocation. 

Since the publiſhing my firſt Edition of this 
Treatiſe, Mr. Grainger of the Eaſt-India-Houſe, 
a great Admirer of Antiquities, was pleas'd to fa- 
vour me with a Sight of an antient Manuſcript ; 
formerly the Office-Book of the Court-Leet, with- 
inthe Manour of Southwark in Surry, under the 
Juriſdiction of the Biſhop of Mincheſter. It begins 
with an old popiſh Calendar; after that, four Chap- 
ters of the Goſpels, however tranſpos'd, as Luke, 
Matthew, Mark, and John; next follow the 
Ordinances and Cuſtoms, that had been Time out 
of Mind within the ſaid Lordſhip; conſiſting 
chiefly of the Fees due to the Officers of the 
Court; as Steward, Bailiff, and to the Lord him- 
{elf : Some of which being intended for the bet- 
ter regulating the Stews, or Brothel- Houſes, al- 
lowed to be kept within the Biſhop's ſaid Ma- 
2:07, on the Bank of the River Thames, and at- 
fording ſome Light to the preſent Diſpute, I have 
here extracted, the greater Part for our Reader's 
Entertainment, and a very ſingular one for his In- 
ſtruction, in the Matter before us. 


Item, The Steward ſhall take of everp common Mo⸗

Now that this Sickneſs of Brenning, which is 


the ſame with Burning, is alſo the ſame with our 
= Gonorrhea, ſo called within a Century, or little 
more paſt, and of late Years the Clap, is very 
manifeſt from the Writers of Phyſick in thoſe 
| early Times. Thus the famous Maſter Arden, 
the Author of an E/charotic Powder, ſtill called 
by his Name, Pulvis ſine pari Joannis Ardent 


who wrote above three hundred Years fince, be- 
ing Surgeon to King Richard II. defines it a 
Brenning, or certain inward Heat, with Excort- 
ation of the Urethra; and accordingly directs a 
lenient Injection of Woman's Milk, with a little 
Oil of Violets; allo an Almond=-Milk, for the like 
Purpoſe. 

Mr. Beczett the Surgeon, however unwarranta- 
bly traducing ſome worthy Men, in his Enquiry 
after the Antiquity of the Royal Touch for the 
King's Evil, bas taken very commendable Pains 
in his Search after the Original of this Diſtemper; 
which have been publiſhed in two Letters, among 


| the Philoſophical Tranſactions; the firſt in the 


Year 1718, No 3y7. the ſecond in the Year 
1720, Ne 367. In the firſt 1 perceive he has 
been informed of the ſame Manu/cript, and has 


' tranſcribed ſome of the Articles I have here reci- 


ted, from the ancient Caſtumary within the D19- 


_ ceſs of Mincheſter, written almoſt three hundred 


Years, in the Reign of Henry VI. but reter- 
ring backwards above two hundred Years more 
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viz. that of Henry II. in whoſe Reign the like 
Cuſtoms, it ſhould ſeem, were obſerved. 

This Gentleman acquaints us, that he has now 
by him a Manuſcript above three hundred Years 
old; in which there is a Receipt for the Brenning 
of the Pyntyl. In another J have ſeen, being a 
Collection of Receipts, I found one for the Sick- 
nels of Brenning; and to prevent Miſapprehenſi- 
on, the Author ſays, he does not mean the out- 
ward Brenning by Fire, but that from the Body 
of Harlots. | | 

Hence ſurely we may collect, that the Gene- 
alogy of this Diſtemper, as given us by the late 
Writers, who Place its Æra but a little beyond 
two hundred Years, is a mere Fable; and thro' a 
Miſtake, or Ignorance rather, of the ſecond's be- 
ing a Conſequence of the firſt Infection, the Pox 
was ſhelter'd under Cover of the Leproſy, and 
Houſes appointed for the infected: Among which, 
the only remaining now with us, are thoſe of 
Kingſland, and the Lock in Southwark. W hich, 
ſince the Diſeaſe has been better known, have 
changed their Names of Lazar, for Pocky-Ho/- 

pitals. 

But leaving our Reader, who is deſirous of far- 
ther Satisfaction herein, to the Peruſal of theſe 
Letters before recited, I intend what I have here 
laid down, ſhall ſuffice for its Chronology or Time, 
the Topology or Place, and the Hiſtriography or Ac- 
count of the Diſeaſe in general; which with

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. Controverſy, the Infection is alſo communicated 
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by other ways, as from Pocky Parents by Inhe- 
ritance; by ſucking an infected Nurſe, to the 
Child; ſuckling a diſeaſed Child, to the Nurſe 


lying alſo in Bed with the Diſeaſed, without any 
carnal Familiarity; by which, though it may be 


poſſible for ſtrong and vigorous Bodies to eſcape, 
yet are the tender ones, eſpecially of little In- 


1 fants, very likely to be contaminated, as I have 
more Reaſon to believe than by bare Imagination. 


There are ſeveral other more uncommon Ways 


of giving as well as receiving the Yenereal Ve- 


nom; ſome cf which I have already imparted to 
the World, in ſhort Remarks upon a Quack Pam- 
* phlet, printed ſeveral Years paſt: But the Thought 


- 
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of ſuch vile Monſters, and their execrable Prac- 
tices, is too ſhocking (unleſs to the Dregs of hu- 
mane Nature) to bear cven a Repetition of Cir- 
cumſtances, and fit only for a deteſtable Gonologi- 
um or Collection of Smut and Obſcenity, in which 
] am told, they have been inſerted, as ſome of the 


Author's own Obſervations. 


As for thoſe fancied Ways of catching it by 
common Converſation, drinking after one, fitting 
on the ſame Cloſe- ſtool, drawing on a Glove, wi- 
ping on the Napkin or Towel, after the infected 
Perton, with a hundred the like Stories; ſome of 
which you will meet with in the Proſecution of 
this Diſcourſe ; I believe in our Time (whatever 
may have happened formerly) there is no great 
Danger: Yer we find in one of our late Chro- 
nicles, that theſe and ſuch like Imaginations were 
lo ſtrongly rivetted in Men's Minds at that Time, 
even thoſe of the better and more learned Sort, 
that it was one of the Articles againſt a noted Car- 
dinal, That he had breathed on the King, when 
he, the ſaid Cardinal, had this Diſeaſe upon him: 


Which 
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Which you will find in Baker's Chronicle, and 
of which Paſſage Dr. Harvy has alſo taken Notice. 
Hildanus likewiſe tells us of a young Gentlewo- 
man, who contracted the ſame, by only putting 
on the Apparel of a Gentleman (that it ſeems was 
pox'd) at a Maſquerade, of which, through Mo- 
deſty concealing her Illneſs, (which firſt of all had 
ſeized the Pudenda) till ſhe was paſt Recovery, 
ſhe deceaſed. The good Man's Credulity, atleaſt 
his Charity, might however be abus'd in this Re- 
lation, as the young Lady perhaps was alſo after 
the Maſque, otherwiſe than by ſimply putring on 
the Habit. But were it ſo as the Cale is ſtated, 
there is nothing therein much moreadmirable than 
what the ſame great Man recites,of a whole Fa- 


mily he knew infected, viz. the Wife with three 


Children, and a fourth in the Womb, as alſo a 


Maid Servant, by the Huſband, who had got the 


Diſtemper in their Abſence, only by ſleeping in 
the ſame Bed with his Man Servant, whom he 
after underſtood was broke out with this Diſtem- 
cr; 

l The Relation of Horſt. and Hornung. are yet 
more ſtrange, of ſeveral People infected in the 
Bagnio, by having the ſame Scarificator apply'd 
after Cupping, as had been uſed to a Venereal Pa- 
tient: Which ſeems alike credible with that of 
the Prieſt poxed at his Ear, in the time of con- 
feſſing a wanton Nun; the venomous Breath from 
her Mouth defiling the holy Father: But enough 
of this. 

I call'd it venomous and contagions in my Defi- 
nition, becauſe it catches and ſpreads like a Poi- 
fon (although not at a diſtance now-a-days) by a 
ſimple Contact, and for that Nature, as in the 
Caſe of other venomous Infections, got into the 
Blood, ſtrives to throw it out in Boils and Blotches, 
as they are vulgarly ſo called; making uſe alſo, as 
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in the Plague itſelf, of the Axillary, but more 
7 Land of the Teexinal Glands, for its Diſ- 
charge; and by which the ſame Poiſon is often- 
times evacuated, eſpecially when promoted and 
= help'd forward by Art. Again, as each Poiſon is 
a bad to have its proper Antidote, with which to 
encounter it; ſo alſo has this of ours, and wit h- 
out which all other Medicaments, whether Alte 
N rative or Purgative, (whatever ſome Perſons prat- 
tle to the contrary) are incapable truly and tho-

ture of this Venom is; of what its Minima do the Cauſe, o 
conſiſt; or how its Corpuſcles are figurated?

2 ſay for ſome others) to inveſtigate; but that it

certain Alteration, as well ro the ſolid as the fluid 
Parts of the Body: Neither directly by Colliqua- 
lung, after the Manner of ſome, nor Coagulating 
ſimply with others; but by its predatory and cor- 
roſive Salt, corrupting and ſpoiling the Texture 
of the one, and break ing the Continuum of the other.

together to the occult Qualities, or explain to 
you an Ignotum by an Ignotius, although, perhaps, 


you may not be much the wiſer; (and, I dare tay, 
not the better Curer of the Diſeaſe) 1 can tell 
you that ſome will have it to conſiſt in an Acid, 
others in an Alkaline; others in a Neutral alt; 
| others in a Pyroſaline, Cinnabrious, and Armoui- 
acal; others again in an Acid, partly f fix'd, and 
| partly volatile, and venene, like ſome other Poi- 
12 3 of theſe laſt Opinions were Dr. I{arvy (1 
| mean always Gideon in this Treatiſe) and de Bleg- 
| 23 ; But this indeed is the uſual Language * 
(, Pa- 
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Spagyriſts, and others affecting a Chymical Smatch 


in Medicine. 
Some again will have it to conſiſt in a cold Va- 
pour, as Abercrombye; witneſs, faith he, the Tophs 
and lapideſcent Nodes, the Segnities Corporis, and 
Torpor Spirituum; whence Mercury, as the great- 
eſt Enemy, is caſhier'd, and the hot Regimen of 
Guaiacum only extoll'd and highly recommended. 
Others contrarily ſay, it is exceeding hot, inſtan- 
cing the pocky Ophthalmies and inflammatory Tu- 
mours ſometimes ariſing z the burning, phagedenic 
Ulcers; the Hefics and nucturnal Dolours, revived 
conſtantly by the Heat of the Bed, and as commonly 
allay'd by getting out of it. Hence by way of Re- 
medy, the Tartarons, Nitrous, Saturnine; but 
above all, the Mercurial Medicines come into play 
again. 
yn indeed J cannot ſee to what purpoſe ſerve 
all theſe Altercations, unleſs to ſacrifice Mankind 
to ſome belov'd Hypotheſis, and having deduced 
certain Corollaries from the fame, force Nature, 
whether ſhe will or no, to make good the Pre- 
miſſes, that they may ſeem to quadrate with our 
own fond Notions : Of which I could give ſome 
pregnant. Examples if Thad Leiſure, yer can't for- 
bear the mentioning one or two. Being at one 
time in Company with that excellent Practitioner 
Mr. Ch. Bernard, a Gentleman came into his Stu- 
dy, as I had reafon to believe, upon tome private 
Buſineſs; upon which ] retir'd into another Room, 
when in few Minutes he came to me, and deſired 
me to come and ſee the Effects of a new Method 
in curing the Pox. The Patient had been for 
two Months under the Care of a noted Philo- aci- 
dus, who placed the Cauſe of this (and I think 
molt other Diſeaſes) in an Altalh, for a light In- 
tection therefrom ;, in order to eradicate which, 
he was adviſed to eat half a dozen of the largeſt 
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Lemons he could get, daily, befides good ftore 
of Verjuice at his Meals z which Method (after 
ſome other Preſcriptions) was to be continued for 
a Month; by which time, inſtead of his Cure, he 
found himſelf cruſted over with inveterate Scabs 
and other Puſtules, yet was told that he was well, 
and that theſe would ſcale away of themſelves ; 
which he was order'd, by the Gentleman he came 
now to conſult, that he would make trial of, : 

he did alittle while, till ſome Ulcers growing cor- 


roſive, and eating farther in, by reaſon of the 


Acrimony of the Humours underneath, forced 
him to comply with a mercurial Pryaliſin, under 
this Artiſt's Care, by which his Cure was ſoon 
compleated. | 

The Miſo-acidus (his oppoſite) or Philo- Alka- 
linus tells you, he is very ſure the Pox is an Acid; 


thar it is really formed of ſeveral rugged, ſharp- 


pointed Corpulcles, ariſing out of the Fermen- 


ration of putrid Seminals ; by which Fermentation 


(mark his Words) working, ſtruggling, jumbling, 
contending, (and what nor) together, it becomes 
thus infectious, fretful, corroſive, corruptive, exulce- 
rating, eating And now conſequently can require 
no other than ſome Allaline Specific, well loaded 
with Holatile, Sulphureons, Oleaginous, and (to be 
ſure) /zzooth (becauſe of the Enemies pointed 
Darts) or ſoft Particles, that are capable (he might 


as well have ſaid cunning enough) 20 find out te 


Enemy and diſarm him; (he means by breaking 


off the Points of the Daggers) by dulling, biunt- 
ing, ſheathing, obtunding ; (theſe are all our learned 
Author's fine turns of Expreſſion ;) the ſharp Points 
of this acid and corroſive Ferment; and now cer- 
tainly come the Oils, Mucilages, Volatile Altaly:, 
Teſfacea, &c. But hold! This is all a Secret, and 
ſo let it remain, if the World were not bubbled 
thereby: For I fear I have already taken up roo 
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much of our Reader's time, about this Pedant, 
who is full only of ſententious Scraps and oſten- 
tatious Shew of Learning, but has nothing in 
him preferable to the other Quacks ; nor is his 
Specific of more Value than theirs. However, by 
this Specimen, you will ſee that you are like to 
be little better'd in your Knowledge, either of the 
Cauſe or in the Cure of the Dileale itſelf, than 
if you had deem'd it at firſt, what indeed it is, a 
Poiſon of a peculiar Nature, and acting after a ſe- 
cret Manner upon the Blood and Humours of hu- 
mane Bodies : Nay, by keeping to this, you will 
take your Indications (as every good Aſſiſtant of 
Nature ought) chiefly, if not ſolely à juvantibus 
& ledentibus And 3 ſedulouſly obſerving 
(with the induſtrious Sydenham) the whole Series 
of Events, be quickly able to reſcue the Sick from 


their ſeveral Complaints, at leaſt fo far as Art can 


help him: Whereas, by being obſtinately wedded 
ro ſome meer Hypotheſis, or affecting a Chymical 
Philoſophic Babbling, ſubjecting Medicine (which 
is incompatible) to Mathematic Standard, and a- 
muſing the Patient with a Jargon of hard Words, 
you may very probably miſchief, if not utterly 
deſtroy him. But what ſhall we ſay, if Men of 
found Learning and good Education (ſome of 
them) have given us the Drop at the cloſe of 
their Writings, or perhaps falle Hints that they 
know more than others, or than themſelves do in 
reality, yet inſinuating as if they were not Stran- 
gers to fome ſurer and ſpeedier Method of over- 
coming this Diſtemper in particular, but that for 
ſome Reaſon or other (we may eaſily gueſs the 
true one) they mult not divulge it? What better, 


I ſay, can we expect from profeſs'd ©yacks, or | | ( 
cheating Empirics ? But of this we have already ? 
taken Notice in the dedicatory Epiltle, as well 
as Preface, and ſhall return to our Subject a 150 'F 
efore 
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7 before we proceed to the Diagnoſtics of the Di- 
* temper, it is very neceſſary that we diſtinguiſh 
the ſame, at leaſt as recent and confirm'd, or into 
the firſt and ſecond Infection; ſince they require a 

Method fo very different in the Cure. | 
The Firſt Infection (for ſo give me leave to term 
it) is by the Antients (altho' very improperly) 
named a Gonorrhea, ex your, Genitura, Semen, 


which however applicable to the Imbecillity or 
Z Weakneſs of the ſpermatic Parts, or to the Heat, 
2 Saltneſs and ſtimulating Acrimony of the Semen it- 
* ſelf, where there is no Venereal Taint in the Caſe 
(and with which we have nothing to do in this 
© preſent Diſcourſe) is by no means true of our Di- 
ſtemper, where the Matter of the Running is ra- 

ther a ſort of Pus, and which by the Moderns is 
commonly, but I think wantonly, called a Clap : 

$ Whilſt the /econd or confirm'd, is, by way of Em- 

pbaſis, named the Pox The former being uſually 

# gotten by copulating with an infected or diſeaſed 

2 Perſon, or by a cloſe Contact of the Man's Penis, 

with ſome part of the Woman's Pudendum ; on 

either of which there was ſome Chancre, pocky 

Exulceration or Excoriation, if not a virulent Run- 

ning: The latter ariſing as well from the firſt In- 

fection, or Clap ill cui'd; as alſo otherwiſe by 

Birth, ſucking a pocky Nurſe, with the ſeveral 

other ways already remark'd. 

I know the learned Author of the new Method 
of curing a Gonorrhæa will not allow the Matter, 
which flows out at theſe Times, in any wiſe to be 
ppurulent; but that it is the Liquor only of the La- 
cunæ, ouſing out of the excretory Ducts of the 

Glandules in the Urethra of Men, and the Vagina 
of Women, occaſion'd by the Stimulus of the 
contagious Venom: Which yet he owns bears 
great Reſemblance with that proceeding from 
bs I ſome 


eaſe diſtin- 
guiſh'd by 
& its firſt and 


dio Nuo, i. e. from the involuntary Efflux of Seed; fegen. 
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ſome other Ulcers, particularly in its yellow Co- 
lour, to the /crophulous, which he terms an im- 
perfect Ps. His chief Reaſon why it cannot be 
this laſt, is, I think, for that true Pas can never 
be engender'd in ſo ſhort a time, nor can the ſame 
be furniſh'd by ſuch membranous Parts, but only 
from ſuch as are fat and muſcular. Yet certainly 
our Author cannot but have obſerved, that no- 
thing is more common than to ſee a purulent Martz 
ter, produced in as ſhort a time by a Stimulus of 
another kind, as appears after this Infection, and 
that in Parts as little fleſay as is the Urethra; 1 
mean upon the Cztis or true Skin, after the ap- 


plying of an Epi/paſtzc, when from the firſt Meli- 4 


lot Plaiſter, at ſome times a good and laudable 
Pus may be obſerved, and that at twelve Hours 
diftance from the ſaid Application, or twenty four 
from the /e/icatory.. As to Fat, a part exanguons 
and void of Heat, I think he is ſingular in expect- 
Ing the beſt Matter thence. Nor can I ſee Cauſe 
from ſome other of his Arguments, too tedious 
to purſue in this Place, to diſbelieve the ſaid Hu- 
mours being purulent, which we find diverle, as 
to Colour and Conſiſtence, with ſome other Pro- 
perties, according to the Texture of the Parts 
furniſhing the ſame, the Nature of the peccant 
Humour, the Degree of Digeſtion, Habit of Bo- 
dy „Ee. 

But that it may not be ſurmis'd I have done 
This learned Man Injuſtice; by a wrong Quotati- 
on, I ſhall inſert his own Words, and leave others 
to pick out his Senſe; for I mutt own, not only 
here, but in ſevcral other Places, he is got above 
my Fathom. 

* *I'1s well known, that true Pas is only ge- 
F* nerated in Muſcles, and znuſcular Parts; and 
** the farther any Part recedes from being muſcular, 


#* rhe leſs apt is Pas to be generated in that Part, 
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cc more eſpecially if nothing of Fat is found in 
&« that Part. For the Corruption of Membranes 
& js more a Slough than Pus; and that in Glands, 
& whether contained in a Bag, or Cyis, or dit- 
e fuſed on the adjacent Parts, is an imperfect Ps. 
«© Now as there is not any Part in the inſide of 
„ the Urethra, that is muſcular, more than the 
& Blood-Veſſels, it is very manifeſt, there cannot 
& any Quantity of Pus, or Quittor, be generated 
© in the Urethra; and therefore the Matter of 
this Efflux is not owing to a Quiltor bred in 
* that Part. This will eaſily appear, if we

* the Vagina runs parallel with the Pagina it- 
“ ſelf, and only ſerves to conſtrict it, after it has 
* been ſtretched by an expanding Power within 
* itz and when that is removed, which Muſcle 
can never furniſh any ſupply of Pus, in Time 
* of a Gonorrhea, it being on its outſide, as it 
* has been obſerved. Beſides the early running 
* of this Matter 1s altogether inconſiſtent with 
its being Pas; the Gonorrbea often appearing 
« ina Day or two; too ſhort a Time for Pas to 


& be generated, but more eſpecially for the Quan 


6 rity that appears in that Time. 


In anſwer to all which, .I have already proved, 


that Matter is produced from other Parts, as well 


as the Muſcles; and it is full as eaſy to make it ap- 
pear, (as it does every Day to the Practicers of 
Surgery) that theſe as well as the Membranes are 
ſlought in the State of Indigeſtion, as happens in 
large contus'd Wounds of the ſaid Parts. What 
the Doctor means by dividing Glands into ſuch 
as have Bags or Cyſtæ, to contain their Matter, 
and thoſe which diffuſe the ſame on the adjacent 
Parts, much leſs why their Contents, when duly

cles of the Penis; and the ſame Reaſoning will 
hold good in the other Sex; for the Muſcle of 
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maturated, muſt be an imperfect Pus, I am to 
ſeek; the glandulous Tumours, and thoſe we call 
Tacyſied, being widely different; and although the 
laſt contain a Subſtance, neither perfectly, nor im- 
perfectly purulent, but either ſuetty, curd-like, 
or honejiſh; of which ſufficiently in my Art of 
Surgery, Vol. 1. and Sect. 3. Yet do the former 
when they inflame, and are thoroughly ſuppura- 
ted, diſcharge as perfect and well concocted a Mat- 


ter, or if you pleaſe, Quittor, as any other Ab- 


ſeeſs; witneſs the many febrile Tranſlations, or 


Critical Apoſtemations of theſe Parts; of which 
alſo in the ſame Treatiſe: Witneſs farther the 
Venereal Bubo's themſelves, which though it be 
ſometimes long firſt, yet at length ripening, the 
ſame is let out, to the great Security of the Pati- 
ent, who is often thereby freed from the Diſ- 
caſe, 
But to proceed, 

& As there is not any Part in the inſide of the 
& Urethra, that is muſcular, more than the Blood- 
« Helſels, it is very, &c. 

Here, I think, there is ſomewhat underſtood, 
or it will be difficult to reconcile his Meaning; 
which muſt be doubtleſs any more, than there is in 
the Blood-Veſſels; for he cannot mean, ſurely, 
there is not any thing muſcular, unleſs the Blood- 
Heſſels; "tis manifeſs there cannot any Quantity

That the whole Bulb of the Urethra, as well as 


the Body of the Vagina, are really muſcular; and 
being ulcerated, as in the Cale of virulent Run- 
Dings, called Claps or Gonorrhœas, are capable of 
furniſhing true Pas : So that after all this Jargon 
of fine Words, ſounding I muſt confeſs, but I 
think little ſignificant, his whole Sorites, if I 
may borrow one hard Word from the learned 
Author, is knocked down at once with a little 
Logick, or in the Way of Sy//ogi/m. Thus, 

* Thoſe Parts, which being inflam'd and exulce- 
rated from one Cauſe, are able to furniſh Matter, 
may furniſh the like Matter, when fretted, or ex- 
ulcerated from any other. | 

But the Urethra and Vagina do furniſh out the 
one, ergo, the Urethra and Vagina are able alſo 
to ſupply the other. The Major is evident in the 
Alſceſſes of theſe Parts, from ragged Stones prick- 
ing the ſame, and excoriating the tender Paſſage, 
as well as Fluxion of Humours falling down, in 
| omen, from hard Labours z whence the Parts 
fre ſometimes lacerated, at others Apoſtemat ions 
: 


The Minor I prove thus, x 

That which has all the Conditions of true Pas, 
as well in reſpect to the preceding as the ſubſe- 
quent Symptoms; as allo to the Colour and Con- 
ſiſtence thereof, when ariſing from other Cauſes, 


may juſtly and rightfully be denominated true

ariſe, diſcharging great Quantity of Matter. 


; But the Matter flowing from Claps, as well in 
Men as Women, has all the Conditions, &c. 
5 | ergo, 
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ergo, the Matter flowing, Cc. may be truly 
ſtiled Pus, or Quittor, Q. E. D. 

But our Opponent ſays, here are none of the 
previous Signs of making Matter: The Smart 
and Heat of Urine, the Effects of an Inflamma- 
tion and Ulceration appearing ſome Days after the 
— = been diſcoverable; and if he will 
have it ſo by Way of Poſtulate, to make good 
an Hypotheſis, who can help it? 

I have in my Account of this Symptom, and 

its Remedies, acquainted my Reader, that this 
tingling Heat and Smart, with a Senſe of Sore- 
nels in the Paſſage, uſually give the firſt Alarm, 
the Running appearing after. 
« If, faith he, we ſuppoſe there is an Inflam- 
mation in the Neck of the Bladder, Proſtate, 
or in the length of the Urethra, it muſt necel- 
ſarily be attended with a frequent and painful

% mon in Caſes of that kind, or when thoſe Parts

What Quantity he means we are left to gueſs;

minalia Since it is apparent the Flux is not ſemi-

leſs to the Veſiculæ ſeminales, Vaſa deferentia, Epi- 
didymis, or the Body of the Teſtis : Nor is Dr. 
M harton's Objection (mention'd by Mr. Wiſeman) 
of the Hernia humoralis, by the — of reſtringing 


Medicines, ſo abſolutely inſoluble as perhaps maß 


appear at the firſt fight; for 'tis no unuſual thing 


to have this Tumour ariſe during the Time of 


Purgation, as well as the Uſe of reſtrictive Me- 
dicaments; being very probably Sympathic only, 
or by Conſent of Parts. 

I have elſewhere *, in an Account of ſome in- 
flammatory Tumours of the Glands, obſerved ſuch 
like Swellings to ariſe from ſome painful Ulcer in 
the neighbouring Parts, and ſometimes alſo from 
a ſimple Inflammation thereon; which I call /e- 
condary Aﬀetts of the ſame, by a nervous Con- 
tinuity or Conſent ; and differing from the pro- 
topathic or primary Diſeaſes of the ſame Parts. 
And are we ſure the glandulous Te//is may not

T7 heave as a Conjecture only, till others, better qua- 
lfy'd, more ſatisfactorily reſolve the Point. 


I muſt own this Opinion of the Antients has 


2X £ill a farther Support in this, that the Seed itſelf; 
as has been obſerved in ſeveral, differs from that 
of the fame Perſon in a State of Health, not on- 
y in its Colour, leſs tranſparent, or inclining to a 


yellow Hue; but in Conſiſtence, leſs tenacious, 


; or more eaſily ſeparable into Parts: Whether by 
the Admixture of ſome Purulency contracted in 
its Paſſage, from the Matter lodged in the Ure- 


thra, with which it may be now imbued and tin- 


ged, as is very probable; or that its own proper 


Subſtance is really defiled, both in the Body of 


the Te/tis, and thoſe of the Yejicule ; or laſtly, 
whether the Humour flowing juſt before out of 


the Profiate Glands, which they ſuppoſed to be 


ulcerated at theſe Times, may alter its Complexion, 
ſeems uncertain. 


A farther Motive to this Belief of a ſeminal 


Infection, they draw hence, that the Conception 
enſuing, is uſually defiled, although the Woman 


was before found, and the Man only labouring 
under his Gozorrhea ; which allowing he might 
tranſmit to her in the Time of Copulation, yet 
if the Seed itſelf did not participate, the Fetus 
ſtands the fairer Chance to eſcape. 
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But leaving this Affair as a Matter too ſpecu- 
lative for our preſent Undertaking, whatever the 
Matter may be, or whence ſoever ſupply'd, tis 
Fact, (and who will pretend to object againſt that?) 
that as the ſtopping of the ſame raiſeth the ſwelPd 
Teſtis, ſo the returning again thereof reduces it 
to its former Dimenſions. | 

Our new Scheme Man (who like thoſe that build 
Caſtles in the Air, have a Privilege of beginnin 
at which end they pleaſe) ſays, the Matter at theſe

he obſerves not; for he had juſt before been en- 
deayouring to prove the Seat of the Diſeaſe (al-

what it was to evacuate one Drop of Semen; yet | 
has the ſame Propenſity thereto with the reſt of 
Mankind: Which Paſſage I have alledg'd to coun- 
tenance my own Opinion, that the venereal Ve- 
nom enters rather before than after the ſpermatic 
Ejection; and that the Urethra or its Glandules, 
however after ſeperating the purulent Matter, are 
not indiſputably the Parts primarily and immedi- 
ately ſeiſed.

this, we ſhall come directly, I cannot ſay to the 


4 direct Cure, but the diagnoſtict Signs of the firſt 


Infection, called vulgarly among our People, a 
Clap, which are theſe following, viz. 
Inflammation of the Glans Penis, vel ejus Pre- 
putium, but more commonly on the former, at 
whole Entrance into the Urethra, there oftentimes 
appears (as Sydenham has taken Notice) a red 
meaſly Spot, and ſometime after an ill- favour'd ga- 
ping of the ſame; ſometimes Excoriation or Fret- 
tings on the Cuticle of theſe Parts, from the ſharp 
Humour; the Patient firſt complaining of a kind of 
Heat, or rather ſmarting of his Urine, being fear- 
ful of its coming out, and at its Concluſion much 
pained, eſpecially under the Frenum Quickly 
after appears a weeping at the End of the Glaus, 
of a crude and indigeſted fort of Matter, grow- 
ing purulent, and according to the Virus or Poi- 
ſon that gave the Infection, together with the 
Habit we- of ſeveral Colours; as of a lighter 
or deeper yellow; in its worſt State greeniſn, ſa- 
nious, or bloody, as flows from ſome other ma- 
lign Ulcers.

Theſe 
Chancres are obſerv'd on ſeveral Parts, more com- 
monly near, or upon, the Neck of the Glaus, very 
frequently about the Prepuce, at ſome times, tho” 
more rarely, on the Scrotum and inſide of the 
Thighs. About this Time alſo, according to the 
Degree of the improving Virulency, come on the 
Chordee and Priapiſmus, two troubleſome Symp-

at ſome Times they may all fall to the ſhare of 
the ſame Man) but ſome of them to one Perſon, 
others to ſome other. 

The Female Sex, where the Seat of the Diſ- 
eaſe is more manifeſt, viz. the Glandules of the 
Vagina Uteri, and not the Uterus itſelf, as ſome 
have imagin'd, by Reaſon of the different For- 
mation of the Parts, are freed from many of 
the Symptoms incident to Men ; ſuch I mean, as 
the Chordee, Tentigo, Humoral Hernia, Phimoſis, 
Paraphimoſis, and Caruncule : So that the Signs 
here, are the Dy/ary and Running chiefly ; al- 
though they are allo liable ro Chancres and Yerry- 
c@, as well within as on the outward Parts of the 
Labia Pudendi, likewite the Be&wy:s, or lngitina! 
Tumours.

and roher. by which Deception I have known ſome of them 
run into the laſt Degree of a Pox, before they 
knew what their Illneſs was, or look'd out for 
proper Remedy. But the Caſe is different 
with the Women of the Town, eſpecially the 
more reſerved, or leſs 2bandon'd than the common 
Proſtitutes; who, if their Water diſturbs them, 
after their venereal Engagements, take the Alarm 
preſently, ſeek out for Help, and (niſi res ſint an- 

guſtæ domi) ſo ſoon as poſſible get rid of it. 
There has been great Diſpute among our mo- 
dern Writers, whether or no there is any Crite- 
rion or certain Rule of Diſtinction, between this 
Fluor albidus vel ſubflavus, and the virulent drop- 
ping from a venercal Infection: Some of them 
affirm that there is, and that the ſame is diſcover- 
able at the Time of their Meuſes, when the Fluor 
ceaſes, and the Stillicidium ſtill continues; which 
was the Sentiment and Aſſertion of the famous Bag- 
livi, among ſome others. On the other Side, a 
late Writer upon this Controverſy aſſures us, (if 
we may take his Word) that the Matter of both 
Runnings is the fame, viz. the Liquor of the La- 
cunæ in the Vaginæ Uteri: So that this Difficulty 
ſtill remains, the former Remark being — 
as this Gentleman would have it, upon meer Chi- 
mera, and having nothing but Fancy to ſupport

Yet ſurely, before this Poſition had been thus 
dogmatically advanced, it behoved our Author to

A farther, but ſtill ſome what uncertain Direc- 


tion, we have from the Quantity, which is uſual- 
ly much larger in the Fluor than from the vene- 
real Contagion; ſome Women being indeed ſo 
delug'd by the former, that after lying along in 
Bed ſome Hours, when they come to ſtand up- 
right, the ſaid Humour flows forth in large Quan- 
tity, and ſeveral Cloths are fouled ſometimes in a 


few Hours; whereas the other glides more inſen- 
ſibly, now and then a Drop. Tis true, a mild 


or inconſiderable Fluor allbus may furniſh no more 


than a very virulent Seillicidium; but then the 
deeper 
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deeper yellow or greeniſh Colour of this latter 
with the Dyſuria or Pain in making Water (which 
is leſs heeded, if at all troubleſome, in a gentle 
white Flux) but eſpecially the attending Chancres, 
where there are any preſent, put the Queſtion out 
of doubt: And truly every Woman who was be-

-M ay, the ſame is generally a Pox, where the Sick 
falls into the Hands of Quacks, or other ignorant 


Pretenders ; or if he will not conform to Rules 


(and 'tis not often that our common Sinners of 
this Nature will) the Conſequence may be per- 
J haps the ſame, under the beſt of Management. 


If there be only a Dy/ary with a ſimple Run- 


ning, of good Colour and Condition, in as good 
a Habit and a regular Patient, the Caſe promiſeth 
well for an eaſy and ſpeedy Cure. A late Writer 
hereupon acquaints us, in his firſt Edition, that 
the latter the Symptoms appear, the greater is 
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the Virulency; in his ſecond, he ſays, the ſooner 


they appear, the Virulency is greateſt; and both 


theſe Poſitions are advanced as Corollaries from the 


ſame Lemma, like ſome other, I muſt acknowledge 


as to myſelf, ſeeming Inconſiſtencies in that learn-

underneath, are preſent, or a Paraphimoſis alſo ; 
where in the firſt, you cannot ſometimes come at 
your Work, withour ripping up the Duplicature 
of the Fore-skin; and in the laſt, there may be 
Danger of Gangrene or Mortification to the un- 
cover'd Glans, by its Strangulation; and when 
you may be alſo neceſſitated to cut through the 
Folds of the ſame, to ſer that Part at Liberty. 
But, worſt of all, where Caruncles are form'd 
within the Paſſage, which threaten an Iſchury, or 
entire Stop to the Urine, creating exquiſite Pains 
to the Patient, and great Vexation allo to the ho- 
neſt Artiſt. 

| . Let 
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Vet all theſe, with diligent Care and a ſound le 
Judgment, may be overcome, and the Patient re- 
ſtor'd to a perfect Health again; if it were his n 
firſt eſpecially, or perhaps his ſecond Miſhap of # 
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this Kind. But let no one think himſelf (how- 
ever the more modiſh or gallant Man) the more 
like to be ſound or compleat in his Health for- his 
repeated Follies of this Nature, leſt finding him- 
ſelf deceiv'd, he repent too late. For 'tis moſt 
certain, that neither this Diſeaſe, nor yet its Re- 
medies, were ever found to improve a Conſtitu— 
tion, or to change it otherwiſe, than from a ſound, 
to a morbid State. 

Men eai- But farther : The Infection itſelf is oftentimes 
x infeted obſerv'd to ſpread faſter in Men than Women, con- 
nen, and trary to what ſome Authors have laid down; be- 
vonercured. wie the Genitals of theſe latter are better de- 

fended by the Deluge of Humours uſually drain- 
ing off that way; and in ſome of whom this 
Poiſon lies therefore conceal'd, or as it were, 
ſheathed many Months, I might ſay Years, with- 
out appearing to have otherwiſe polluted the 
Blood, or ſhewing itſelf in other Symptoms, than 
a Running accompanicd ſometimes with Chancres. 
Nay, I am ſatisfied I have ſeen ſome common Wo- 
men, that for ſeveral Years together, have never 
been withour the one or other of theſe Appear- 
ances z and however communicating the Venom 
to ſome who daily convers'd with them, yet kept 
their own Fleſh, were ſtrong and luſty, eat well, 
drank hard, and ſeldom, if at all, took Phyſick 
upon that Account. But *tis plain, that all do 
not eſcape ſo well, nor have I found any of them 
ſo eaſily cur'd, by reaſon of the great Laxity of 
theſe Parts, and their being always ſteeped by the 
Humours aforeſaid, as the like Degree of Infecti- 

on 1s in Men. 
The learned Writer formerly — al- 
OWS 
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*F1ows the Men to be ſooner catch'd ; very few, he 

ſays, eſcaping, that meddle with a diſeaſed Wo- 
man, Notwithſtanding the inconſiderable Quantity 
they can take up of the venereal Poiſon; whereas 
Nomen, who, he tells us alſo, receive a Million of 
times more, yet eſcape the ſame. His Reaſon this, 


or that the latter finds it blended or blunted with 


T another oily Liquor, the Semen; whilſt the former 
© takes it in full Force out of the Vagina, where it 
aas lodged before, by ſome infected Perſon, and where 
it may lie ſome time without Damage to her. But 
7 ſurely, if it be thus blended, when diſcharged in- 
to the Vagina, it might be rediſcharged therewith 
(Anita Copulatione) in the Woman's erect Poſture, 
at leaſt the Spicula broken as well therewith, as 
ſheathed farther by the glandulous Liquor, with 
which theſe Parts are bedew'd more particularly 
at ſuch times. 
better Reaſon is taken from the different Texture 
or Formation of the Genitals themſelves; the 


W herefore, I muſt needs think a 


Man's being dry and turgid only with Blood and 
Spirits, the Glaus allo alike tumid, and being bared 
from its Covering, the Prepuce is endow'd with 
a moſt exquiſite Senſe z conſequently more ex- 

oſed to the venomous Eftuvia ariſing from the 
infected Parts. And hence it is as true as com- 
mon a Remark, that thoſe who have. this Part al- 
ways uncovered by a retracted Fore-skin, eſcape 
for the moſt part better than others. The Wo- 
men contrarily, for the Cauſes juſt before related, 
are both leſs ſuſceptible of the Taint, and its Pro- 
greſs, when communicated, is generally {lower 
allo. But enough of this. 

As to what relates to the Cure of this fir In- 
fection or French Diſeaſe, (which whether theirs 
or not, has one of its Epithets, Alamode, thence 
borrow'd) there have been, and {till are various 
Methods taken; and he that cures ſooneſt, pro-

not the Conſequence, uſually a Poxz as we ob- 
ſerv'd in our Prognoſticks. Nor truly is it very 
material, or of great Moment, it ſhould be other- 
wiſe with the Generality of our Fornicators : For 
as the ſham Phyſician is eager of his Money, ſo 


is the ſham'd Patient in as much haſte to go again 


to his unlawful Pleaſures. Thus one Clap is often 
palm'd upon another, and each, unleſs the firſt, 


very probably on a preceding Pox. But we re- 


turn to the Cure. 


In order whereunto, Purgation is, I think, al- 


low'd almoſt on all ſides, and doubtleſs neceſſary 
to diſcharge the Cacochymy; yet here likewiſe our 


new Writer thereof finds fault, and tells us (o- 
truly, let all good Artiſts judge) it were better the | 


Gonorrhea ſhould run off of itſelf, than be treated 
with ſuch Medicines, as by their Stimuli add to the 
Malignity, and encreaſe the Diſeaſe, for it is not 
(faith he) /o much as pretended, that Purgatives de- 
ſtroy any Part of the Matter of this Diſtemper, but 
what they eſfect is by their Stimuli helping off with 
the infected Matter, which yet, if wholly left to 
itſelf, would be more ſafely diſcharg'd. Again, 
faith he, that purging Medicines do not af directi) 
in deſtroying the Matter, is moſt certain, but only 
in the ſmall Aſſiſtance they give to Nature, when it 
carries off the ſame, in ſome very healthy Conſtitu- 
rens. 

Let it be ſo then, if it carries off the Matter 
of the Diſeaſe, it is equally beneficial, as if it de- 
{troy'd the ſame. What he means by ſome heal- 
thy Conſtitutions, I know not; for if they help 
not alſo in the leſs healthful, ro what purpoſe —

ceſs; or why does this learned Gentleman himſelf

# 1edicines have been proved to be of Uſe inthe Cure 
ef Claps, which is likewiſe manifeſt by Experience, 
be will ſet down ſome Forms thereof. 
There is no doubt to be made, but that diffe- 
rent Purgatives, in different Habits, are to be di- 
FT rected ; and that great Prudence is requir'd as 
to the Time of their being continued; in which, 
perhaps, conſiſts one of the niceſt Points of this 
Cure. For if in ſome Dyſcraſſes of the Blood, 
and in ſome Infections of this kind, we continue 
the ſtronger Sort, eſpecially of theſe Remedies pro- 
miſcuouſly, *till the Matter ceaſeth to flow, or 
till it becomes perfectly white and tenacious, and 
only glews up the Orifice of the Urezhra (as is the 
Manner of ſome) we ſhall very likely oftentimes 
find our ſelves diſappointed, and fo far from gain- 
ing our End, that both the Virulency of the Flux, 
as well as the other Symptoms, may happen to in- 
| creaſe upon us. Thus I have more than once ob- 
ſeryed in ſome Patients, I have had formerly, that 
after half a Score, or a Dozen times purging 
them, every, or (according to their Strength) 
each other Day, with ſome briſk Cazhartick, the 
Stillicidium hath been both leſſened in its Quan» 
tity, and grown better conditioned alſo in its other 
Qualities; the Symptoms likewiſe have been cor- 
rected, and ſometimes wholly taken oft; when 
purſuing the ſame Evacuation a little longer, or 
perhaps to as many more Times, it has again grown 
ill- conditioned, and the former Accidents of Dy- 
| ſury and Priapiſm, have returned: So that I

Nor will the yellow Colour be always found a 
Mark of the Malignity (though moſt commonly) 
ſo much, as of an ill Habit, a bilious Blood, or 
ſome other ſingular Dyſcraſy of the Juices therein.

enough, I hope, to convince the Reader, that I

As to the firſt, I confeſs I never had any great 
Opinion of them: Nor unleſs in very much Diſ- 


turbance,from the Urine, by ſome Excorition in 


the Paſſage, or greater Difficulty than ordinary 
in drying up the Gleet, have I ſeen Occaſion for 
them: When probably a little 4g. Hordei, or a 
ſmall Solution of the Zoch. Alb. Rhaſ. in ag. 
Plantag. vel Ref. has been directed for the former; 
and a ſmall Ag. Calcis cum Syr. de Roſ. fic. vel 
Mel. Rof. for the latter. As to their Uie in Ca- 
runcles; we ſhall ſpeak preſently. In reſpect to 
Reſtringents, ſuch as the Bolus verus, Sang. Drac. 
Saccin. Maſtich. Os ſepiey Ter. Lemn. Mumia, and 
the like: Since J praiſed, with the Ballam be- 
fore mention'd, I have but ſeldom had Occaſion 
for them in the common Runnings; and when I 
have, I cannot ſay I have always found they would 
anſwer Expectation z nor indeed ſhould I adviſe 
any one (however inoffenſive or neceſſary they 
are repreſented by De Bleguy, and ſome others) 
in a virulent Stillicidium, to have any thing to do 
with them. 

The Time of ufing theſe bal/ſamick Medicines, 
is generally {p2aking, after the Virulency is purged 
off, the Symptoms removed, and the Colour of 
the Running (which is now grown inconſiderable 


in its Quantity) changed from its former yellow 
or 
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or greeniſh Caſt, to a more pale and whiter A, 
| pect, and a more tenacious Confiſtence alſo. But 
if notwithſtanding the Repetition of your purging 
Remedies, this Alteration cannot be acquir'd, the 
Symptoms before enumerated, rather improving; 
you muſt make Revulſion by vomiting your Pa- 
tient, with a proper Doſe of the Turpethum Min. 
repeated at two or three Days diſtance, once or 
twice: After which, according to his Habit (the 
Malignity being ſomewhat check'd) ſome more 
gentle Cathartick, as the Pulv.

I know the Author of the late Treatiſe we

anſwer*d, that we have very commonly all the Ap- 
pearance the Parts furniſhing the Matter are ca- 
| pable of ſhewing us; that is a State of Crudity 
and Indigeſtion, and (the Malignity overcome) a 
State alſo of Concoction ; ſuitable, I ſay, to the 
Nature of the Parts affected, tho' perhaps not 
what is exactly agreeable to that which is produ- 
ced by ſome others. But whether this be fo or 
not, if theſe Remedies perform'd no other Office 
than by merely Reſtringing without Healing, how 
comes it that two of the beſt of them, Turpentine 
and Capivi, perform the generality of theſe Cures, 
yet purge at the ſame time? from whence ſurely 


we 
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we may infer, that they both deterge and heal, 
much differently from the common Reſtrictives, 
which ſhut up the Poiſon, conſtipate the Belly; 
either thickening the Fluids, or conſtringing the 
Mouths of their containing Veſſels z and conſe- 
uently, if unſeaſonably directed, by detaining the 
ſaid venomous Matter, lay the Foundation of a 
worſe Diſeaſe than that which they were given to 
remedy.

Feaſe, creating more Trouble to the Surgeon, and 


greater Diſquiet to the Patient at ſome times than 
all the reſt. 


This Symptom, however a Conſequent of the 


2 Gonorrhea, is alſo, for ſome Reaſon, beſt known 
to our new Writer, unobſery'd in his Diſcourſe 
thereof; nor do we find any DireCtians therein, 
for remedying the ſame. 


The Caruncle does not appear ſometimes *till 


long after the Cure was ſuppoſed to have been 


compleated, and the Patient (at leaſt in his Ima-

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Bladder, you have great Reaſon to ſuſpect a Ca- 
runcle. When having inform'd your elf by the 
beſt Means you can, that your Patient heretofore 
has been infected with this Diſeaſe, you may be 
ſtill farther jealous that it is ſo. And if paſſing 
gently you can get over this interpoſing Body, 
tis a Sign the Caruncle is not yet confirm'd ; but 
if the Fd Ductus is quite ſtopt, and does not 
give Way to ſuch Preſſure as aforeſaid, the Caſe 
is ſtill worſe, and the Patient in great Danger, 
if he be not ſpeedily relieved. Wherefore at ſuch

in As to relieve a Part that is in Danger by the flux 
h- of Humours fall'n upon the ſame; to ſtem the 
Malignity, take off the Pain, and ſtop the Pro- 
reſs of Chancres, or other corroſive phagedenick 
Icers : That it is alſo one of the beſt Remedies 
we have (if not the only efficacious) to haſten a 
Salivation that is ſluggiſh in coming forwards ; 
but when given after this Madman's Rate, one 
Doſe will avail little; two or three may check 
the Symptoms for the preſent, and diſpoſe the Ul-

cozening and knayiſh Pretenders to the Medical or Þ pa 
Chirurgick Arts: Nor, however they may work P 
off with ſome ruſtick and ſtrong Bodies, are they I fh 
by any means ſafe for tender Habits, and long bat- C 


ter'd Conſtitutions, where the Fluids being thin I its 
and ſharp, are ready of themſelves to break thro Su 


their Bounds; the Solids fo looſe alſo as to be me 
{carce able to contain them: In a Word, where ca 
the /7/cera are almoſt putrid, or in a manner rot- 
ten, and conſequently unable to bear the Shock 
of ſo rough an Operation, as thoſe forts of Re- ¶ to 
medies uſually occaſion: Wherefore I have only 
given theſe looſe and general Hints thereof, that 
Mankind may not farther ſuffer, or be abuſed by 
ſome other bold or confident Perſons, aſſuming 
the ſame, or the like Method of Practice.

Ny ſome certain /dio/yncraſies, ſuffering always by 
ſtheſe Medicines. 
Its Author, not long ſince deceas'd, however 
Zunfortunate, (as of ill Conduct) yet of Learning and 
good Knowledge in Phyſick, has printed a little 
Tract, De tuto earundem (ſtil. Cantharidum) uſis 
interno Where you will find his Method of pre- 
[ping them, as well as Adminiſtration, together 
with their Antidote allo: By which, as he there 
ſhews us, he perform'd ſeveral remarkable 
Cures in Dropfies, Ulcers of the Bladder (I mean 
its Neck) and Iſchuries from Gravel: Which 
Succeſs in the Ulcers aforeſaid, put him, as he told 
me, upon experimenting their Effects in the Diſ- 
eaſe before us; where he found they would alſo 
anſwer in thoſe ſtubborn, obſtinate, and virulent 
Runnings, that ſubmitted not to Purgation, nor 
to the ſtrongeſt mercurial Vomits. 
I confeſs, I never had Courage to give them in 
the Subſtance as he did, but having extracted their 
Tincture in Rheniſh Wine, as Bartholine directs 
them, I gave it to two of theſe People by Spoon- 
fuls, with large Draughts of Emulſions between 
whiles; ordering moreover a plentiful Dilution 
lan- with the Decoct.

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I alſo exhibited an oily Draught, Ex. Ol. Amygd 
d. cum Syr. de Nymphea ana 3j. & Camphoræ ſo- 
lat. gr. vi.

ceived one of them to complain of ſome light 
Torſions of the Fibres of the Ventricle, though 
little or none upon the Bladder or urinary Ductus;

mour the Votaries, who are both more forward 
and frequent in paying their Devoirs at Yenus's 
Temple, than any other; and conſequently under 
Neceſſity of an often Penance, which we muſt 
Inceds think very cloying to the other Apperite : 
We have had thoſe who pretend to have found 
out a Preſervative, taken before-hand;z but that 
Fallacy being detected, and carrying too much of 
Contradiction in the Thing itſelf, to take Place: 
(unleſs with very few of the ſhorter-fighted) An- 
other ſoon after, ſet up for the Cure without any 
Phyſick at all, (a ſpecial Bait for an old ſurfeited 
Sinner) only by the external or local Application: 
Vet here, if we duly conſider the Nature and 
Subtilty of Poiſons (and our Diſeaſe is no other 
than the Reſult of a Yenenum ſui generis) together 
with that of the animal Compages; which is 
either tubular or veſicular, permeable as well as 
perſpirable in all its Parts: We ſhall find bur lit- 
© tle Safety in relying upon theſe Pretences. For 
Ewere the whole Dutt of the Urethra, an open 
Canal upon the Dor/um Penis; (as it lies incom- 
paſt and arch'd over, as it were by the nervous 
Bodies thereof) and that alſo the undoubted Sear 
of the firſt Taint: Nevertheleſs without the in- 
ternal Preſcription, we ſhould, I fear, be at a 
loſs to ſecure many of our Patients, by the ſole 
Uſe either of the beſt Preyentives, Defenſative or 
other topical and chirurgical Applications what- 
erer; we frequently ſee this, in ſome ſimple or 
light Frettings on the Prepuce, but much more 
n Chancres, where although the Remedy has im- 
mediate Accels to the Part, and the Ulceration 1s 
ligeſted, deterged, and cicatriſed by mercurial 
Applications; (and 'tis rare that any other will 
wal) yet if the Patient truſt only to this Part of 
Regimen, 'tis odds if ſome time after he be not 
orced upon taking much more Medicine, and of

undergoing a ſeverer Diſcipline, than he need have 
done at firſt: Not to mention oftentimes the Dif. 
ficulty, if not Impoſlibility of healing ſome of 
theſe Ulcers, without the internal Aſſiſtance.

ever, if the Method anſwers (as I believe it nei- 
ther does nor will) I ſhall be far from grudging 
the Gentleman even a Patent (it he can obtain 
it) for the ſole Propriety in this way of Prac- 
tice. 
Whether the Phyſician took the Hint from the 
Duack, or the Duack from the Phyſician, is not 
worth diſputing; the Bait being like to catch 
Fools, the Secret has ſince multiply'd: And D.; 
Sharp, as well as the Yolverhamptou Surgeon, 
with two or three others behind the Curtain,

OO As to the Preſervative in general, I have this 
ws Gl In only to add farther, that whether any ſuch Thing 
on. be poſſible or not, I ſhall not take upon me ab- 
ſolutely to determine. But when a certain Ger- 
tleman tells us, That it will become every Man 1 
be modeſt, when at any time a Method of preventin; 
may be recommended upon due Experience : I cant 
forbear enquiring, whether we may expect the 
Diſcovery from a modeſt Man; or what Reward 
even a common moral Man will deem him wor 
thy, (without conſulting Caſuiſts) that ſhall firl 
publiſh it to the World? And indeed when it 
revcaled, I leave every honeſt Man to judge 0!

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I knew a looſe young Fellow, of an ungovern- 
able Appetite this Way, eſpecially in his Cups, 
EZ notwithſtanding his uncommon Sufferings thereby, 
who once told me, he had try'd all the Preſerva- 
lives he could hear of, both Waſbes outwardly, 
and Injections within the Paſſage: One of which 
he thought had done his Buſineſs ; but it was (ta-

The Cinnabarine Fumieation is rather curative 
than preventive, of which I have already, and 
ſhall hereafter take farther Notice.

find the perfect ?uzpacia, or Temperamentum ad 
Pondus, at leaſt in our Days) and conſequently 
have occaſion for his Specific Remedy? Thus, 
if there be but one poor Pimple, or perhaps a 
Flca-bite, the poor Hypochondriac thinks it 1s 
the Pox ; if your Head akes, it is the Pox;'if 
you happen to be. giddy, heavy or dull, faint or 
feeble in your Limbs, 'tis all from the Pox : if the 
Palms of your Hands are hot, *tis allo from à 
pocky Ferment. Nay, if your Urine does but 
{tink of Piſs, tis ill the Pox ; Or, admit it ſhould 
| | not 
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not be the Pox, tis the Scurvy, Gout, Dropſy, 


7 King's-Evil, Rheumatiſm ; and that's all one, tor 
the Specifick will find it out: Or, if that Sham 
(as we fay) don't take, tis but flinging away ano- 
ther Guinea, and we may have an Elixir, that 


very probably will. So that the Specifick, which 


a little before he tells you (as all ſuch Remedies 
ſhould) was ſolely fitted by its Make, Figure, Tex- 
ture, or its Alkaline, Sulphureous, Yolatile, Globu- 
lar, Oleaginous, and a hundred other Ways of Spe- 


 cification, to the venereal Venom, is now become 


from a Mono- a Pan-pharmacon ; though in Truth 
and Reality it be no better than the reſt hay the 
Quack-Trumpery, left to ſell at the Shops, Om- 


nibus ſcilicet utile, ſed nihilo proficuum. So that 


| we ſee plainly what Specifick cannot do, the Elixir 


is to make good; which you are to underſtand is 


the moſt noble Chymical, or ſhall I ſay Hermetick 
Liquor, (for this laſt is the abſtruſer Word, and 
| fitter to confound) extracted by the Rays of the 


Sun, at a particular or critical Inſtant begun, and 
conſummated under as particular a planetary Con- 
junction (which is the great Secret) and from 
whence it concenters the intrinſicx Worth of the 
Three Kingdoms, viz. the Animal, Vegetable and 
Mineral. 

It was this the famous . was long labour- 
ing after, and had almoſt in View, but miſſing 
one little Dot, in the Arabic Punctation, (where- 
in the Secret was wrapt up) together with a little 
Want of Algebra and Mathematicks, he happened 
to come ſhort of. 

Were thoſe famous Phyſicians Caſe, Noy, Trot-

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Were theſe, I ſay, alive again to ſee themſelves 
outdone by Books given gratis, inſtead of a poor 
Scrap of Paper, and an Eighteen-penny Packet now 
ſold for a Guinea, what glorious Times mult they 
think we were arriv'd at ? Or, were the Furnace- 
Men, ſuch as Crollius, Hartman, Paracelſus, and 
Van Helmont, but acquainted with this our Her- 
mes redivivus, they would ſurely ſtand amazed. 
Ah Glauber / could'ſt thou peep out of thy 
Caput Mortuum, and behold the Preparation of 
this Grand Elixir, which our fiery Philoſopher 
has acquir'd by reading Martial, Juvenal, Horace, 
Seneca, Virgil, Hudibras, Dryden, Pope, &c. (who 
were all of them alike great Doctors, Anatomiſts, 
and Chymiſts) how, I fay, would'ſt thou rejoice 
that the great Secret was at length found out, by 
our chymical Operator, bred an Academick, firſt 
in the Peripatetick or Ariſtotelian Way, but unſa- 
tisfied with occult Qualities, turns Corpuſcularian

but a J be {truck through & or Y, and then, 
poor Siphylis, thy Work is done; and who in- 
} deed fo fit for the Undertaking as the ſame Author

| Necklace for young Children: Let him forge bur 
a a few more romantic, ridiculous and childiſh Tales 
of Sympathy, dedicated to the R. S. in an affected 
* Knicknack Cant, and the Buſineſs is finiſh'd; tho? 
here alſo 1t may be expedient to uſher the ſame in 
with Dr. Some-body's Recommendation. 
If it ſhould be now aſk'd, after this general of, 
Way of exclaiming againſt new Pretences to a 17704 
more compendious and ſafe Way of curing this ry 
| Diſtemper, whether or no J believe it not poſſible 14 
a better or more expeditious Method, or without Pi 
Mercury, (which theſe Quacks diſclaim, yet uſe Mi 
to my certain Knowledge at the ſame time) may f 
not be invented or found out? I anſwer, that I 1 
will not diſpute the Poſſihility (though I believe 
without a mercurial Preparation it is ſcarce pro- 
| bable) and ſhall be fo far from envying the Au- 
thor his juſt Praiſe, who diſcovers a better Way 
of curing the Ereat Pox, that beſides a noble Re- 
compence in Hand, I would have a Monument 
erected by Way of Renown, to perpetuate his bo! 
Memory, as I think the worthy Sydenham deſerved "Il 
s well as any of our late Practitioners, for bring- "i 
ing Opiats (I do nor ſay, for his extreme cold 4400 
Regimen,) into the Cure of the Small Ones. But 1 
can never believe well of any Secret, theſe ways 
animirted to us; where there is only a ſpecious 
| Shew, 
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Shew, but at the Bottom, the Footſteps (as we 
ſay) of ſordid Lucre, Self- Intereſt and direct Fraud, 
ſo apparent in the manner of its Delivery, to im- 
poſe upon Mankind. Or, in ſhort, when it come; 
out of a Quack's Hands; or from ſome oth 
who, tho” perhaps of more Learning and Sophil- 
try, have bur little more intrinſick Worth, or 
{tandard Generoſity. 

And thus I ſhall finiſh my Account of the fir} 
Infection, contracted by this foul Diſeaſe, as it is 
uſually and (properly enough) denominated. In 
which, if I have the Approbation of the ſound 
and judicious, whether my Fellow-Phyſicians, or 
quondam Brethren, the true practical Surgeons, [ 
value not the Cavils of ſome petulant Perſons ; 
much leſs the Reſentments of ſpurious Upſtart;, 
and other ſcandalous Pretenders to the Medical or 
Chirurgic Profeſſions. Nor perhaps will ſome of 
theſe my juſt Invectives, if their Frauds are but 
permitted {till to be carried on; among which, 
(without Prejudice to the unknown Authors Per- 


ſons) I look upon theſe laſt recited, as ſome of the 


vileſt that have been impoſed on the Town; 
which has I think at all Times, but eſpecially of 
late Years, abounded with one or other of them. 

Before I enter upon the ſecond Part of my Dik- 
courſe, I will (for the Advantage of thoſe ſuffer- 
ing under the force of Imagination) inſert three 
or four Caſes, of ſuch as have been thus deluded, 
and made a Property, ſome of them, by deſign-

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men; and the poor Melancholic on the other, 
who, how free ſoever from the ſame, will not be 
convinc'd that he is ſo, nor eaſy any longer than 
whilſt under a Courſe of Phyſick : And ſurely of 
all Men, the Hypochondriac, (who is often the moſt 
| libidinous) ſhould be careful not to tranſgreſs this 
way, ſince ſhould we ſuppoſe there were no Account 
to be made in the zext, his whole Life-time here 
is uſually one continued Penance, or State of Pur- 
© gatory, on this Account: For indeed, I think I 
may ſay, that I have not known one Man in 
theſe Circumſtances, that continued any long time 
under the Perſuaſion of his being well cur'd. 


The firſt CASE. 
A Tradeſman in good Buſineſs, of a thought- 
ful Temper, or inclining to Melancholy, having, 
in his younger Days, been too familiar with a 
Wench living in the ſame Houſe as a Servant, 
grew ſoon after very penſive, as fancying he had 
got the Foul Diſeaſe, upon a Belief, as it ſeemed, 
that every Woman playing the W hore muſt 
ſurely be diſtemper'd.

d, {Wor could ſhe ſuſpect a Perſon ſo ſtrictly virtuous 
ut and modeſt, and who was never out of his Houſe, 
u- MWunicls in Company with her. Ar length Matters 
vere brought to that pals, that not caring to 
come into his Shop, he berook himſelf to his 
Chamber, where he was uſually poring on ſome 
books of Devotion, and deſir'd not to ſee his old 
acquaintance. H

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During this, it happen'd that J viſited one of 
his Neighbours, in a Salivation for this Diſtem- 
per, which had taken Air, as we ſay, and the 
Man who, for many Weeks before, was unable 
to creep out, now again appearing hale and luſty, 
this poor crazy-headed Perſon came one Evening 
to my Houſe, and deſir'd a Word in private:

I now wanted to know the Symptoms; and 
therefore ſuſpecting he had been impos'd on, alk'd 
him whether he had any Running, with Heat 
of Urine, or Breakings out, after he had been 
concern'd with the Woman, who he ſaid gave 
him the Diſtemper; to which he reply'd, neither 
the firſt, nor the laſt, but had great Pain of his

and ſtinking, ſome of which he had carry'd to his 
Doctor, who told him it was an inward Pox; and 
that if it had been attended with Running, or

I now plainly perceiv'd it was all Deluſion, and 
therefore not ſuffering him to go on with his other 
Complaints of his Head, his Noſe, and all Parts, 
# think, of his Body beſides; I told him 18

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been abus'd by his Quact Docter, and not by the 
Girl, who had done him no Injury; and that he was 
free entirely from any ſuch Diſcaſe, and ſtood in 
no need of my Aſſiſtance upon that Account. 
However, I enquir'd if his Wife had made any 
| Complaint, and underſtood he knew of none: but 
being, he ſaid, himſelf infected, he thought it 
impoſſible for her and the Child to eſcape. After 
this I advis'd him to go home and mind his Buſi- 
nels, and between whiles to ſingle out ſome cheer- 
ful Companion, with whom he ſhould drink almoſt 
a Pint of Wine at leaſt every Day, ſuch as he liked 
beſt; and if he came to me again, I would con- 
ſider what might farther be done for him.

well as by their Advertiſements in the News P's 
Pers; all which he was ever looking over, Al 
which are calculated under a Shew of Learn 
and Experience, to impole upon ignorant Peopł 
and take Advantage of their Fears. 

By theſe Means the unhappy Man was now 
gain overſet; his Head aked, his Shin-bones we 
rotten, and his Noſe in Danger: Upon which! 


Wife ſent earneſtly again for me to viſit — 
Cf nd 
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I now found him in Bed, lamenting his hard 
Lot, that _—_ could be done to ſtop the Diſ- 

eaſe. I perceiv'd plainly there was no jeſting 
with his Miſery, nor laughing him out of his 
Conceits, and therefore now giving a little into 
the ſame, I told him (as much an Enemy as I am 
to them at other Times) that I had a Secret I be-

But ſuſpecting it was merely /Zypocheonariaciſm, 
[ defer'd riſing, ordering my Servant to acquaint. 
the Perſon who came from him, that I was too 
much indiſpos'd myſelf to run at Midnight on a 
Madman's Errand, but that I would viſit him ear- 
ly in the Morning, as I did, and coming to the 
Bed-fide, Ah, Sir! fays he (mumbling) you arc 
come too late; jou never would believe | had the 
Diſtemper, but it is now apparent, for my Noſe, 
it I were not to ſupport it, would drop off this 
Inſtant. 

Ordering a Candle to be brought near, with 
much Difficulty I perſuaded him to take away his 
= Fingers, 
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Fingers, when immediately with my own takin 
fait hold thereof, I rais'd his Head from the Pil. 
low thereby, and ſaying never a Word, when! 
had let the fame drop down again, he looked wih- 
fully at my Hand, to ſee if I had it not between 
them. 

By this I convinced him of his Miſtake, under 
which the poor Wretch had lain all Night, in 
the utmoſt Agony: After which I calld his Wife 
aſide, and finding ſhe was _—_—_ in a Buſinch 
that ſhe was by no means capable to manage, [ 
advis'd her to throw it up in time, and ro provide 
ſome Place for him, where he might be kept out 
of Harms way: and accordingly ſhe purſu'd my 
Directions, retiring with him to a Relation's in: 
Country Village, where he now lives inoffenſively, 
as well to bimſelk as others: Employing himſelf in 
a Garden, ſaying nothing to any Body, or ſitting in 
a Chimney- Corner, where he will ſometimes weep, 
eſpecially when they are unmindful to keep him 
to his Meals, or when he has been long empty: 
Then feeling of his Noſe, he will run to the 
Glaſs, that he may have both Senſes to aſcertain 
he has not loſt it. 


The Second CASE. 

A Gentleman of good Mien, and well dreſt, 
ſent for me this laſt Summer to a Tavern in my 
Neighbourhood, and beg'd the Favour that | 
would ipare him a few Minutes Converiation, about 
a Subject he thought himſelf concern'd; and to 
render me the eaficr in my ſtay, preſented me with 
a Guinea; ſaying, he was very defirous to know 
the Nature ot the venereal Poiſon, and its Man- 
ner of acting upon our Bodies. 

J perceiv'd by his Onſet, and his Manner of ex- 
preſſing himſelf alittle after, that he pretended to 
z0me Acquaintance with the mechanic Fuer 
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and being willing to make as ſhort Work as I 
could, told him therefore, that the Nature not 
only of this, but many others, was ſo very ſubtle, 
as to leave little room of right reaſoning, unleſs 
from their Effects: Or that their Parts were fo 
minute, and the Mode of their Conveyance, par- 
ticularly this about which he was now cnquiring, 
being from Efiuvia ſtirred up by Heat in the 
Body infected, too remote from our Under- 
ſtanding, to admit of ſenſible Demonſtration : 
The like of their impreſſing the found Body, 
whoſe Juices alſo are ſo exceeding fine, on which 
they are ſuppoſed to act, eſpecially that of the 
| fluid of the Nerves and our Organs not ſo well 
adapted to take Cognizance of ſuch, as of ſome 
groſſer Bodies, twas leſs Wonder we are ſo much 
in the dark herein, and that Conjefture ſhould 
E ſupply the Place of Evidence, as well in regard 
of the Agent, as of the Patient. 
To which I added, It was enough for Practiti- 
| oners, that they knew the Quod ſit, and the Qui- 
| bus modis curare, without the Quid ſit; of which, 
for my own Part, I acknowledged my ſelf igno- 
rant. So that finding I was upon my Guard, 
| and indeed ſuſpecting by his Beginning, he was 
come only for a Trial of Skill, I was reſolv'd to 
ſhorten this Part of the Diſcourſe, having then 
lomewhat elſe to do, than to ſpend my Time either 
in majoring or minoring of Syllogiſms, (I perceiv'd 
him fond of) with the Ergo's, and the Q. E. D. 
at the Tail of them. | 
He told me, he would aſk me only one ſingle 
+ MW Queſtion more, which was, If I thought it poſ- 
. OW {ible for a Man to get the Diſeaſe, intrudendo Di- 
gitum in ſinum Pudoris mulieris iſto Morbo laboran- 
tis, & illum aliquandiu ibi continuando? To which 
I anſwer'd him negatively. He confeſt he had 
been thus fooliſhly wantoning with a Woman of

the Town; and ever ſince, from that Finger's end 
up to the Shoulder, between whiles, ſuffer'd ex- 
ceeding twinging and pricking Pains, that had 
wonderfully diſcompoſed his Mind, as believing 
himſelf infected: And fo willing, I obſerv'd, to 
come into this Conceit, (by which he had been 
made doubtleſs a glorious Patient to a cozening 
Empirick, countenancing the ſame) that he was 
for raiſing all the Doubts and Difficulties, that an 
excellent good Head- piece otherways could fur- 
niſh out. 

T told him, it might ariſe from ſome fatulent 
or ſpaſinodic Affect of the Membranes, bordering 
on the nervous Rheumatiſm; or be the reſult of ſome 
ſcorbutic Dyſcraſ of the Juices, vellicating the 
Fibrillæ of theſe Parts: When he ſeem'd at a Loſs to 
reconcile why it ſhould take riſe from this Finger on- 
ly? Tafk'd him, as it was common with many others, 
eſpecially the Weather-wiſe People, as they are 
called, labouring under like Diſturbance from the 
Influence of the Air, upon ſome nervous Parts, 
if he never remember'd to have had formerly an 
ſuch like fleeting Diſturbance? And he reply'd, 
once upon his other Arm; but the Pain ſeem'd 
different, and never began after this Manner, at 
the End of this criminal Finger. I did what I 
could to perſuade him to make his Mind eaſy; al- 
{uring him, theſe Complaints would wear off, at 
leaſt, chat no ill Conſequence, as he fear'd, was 
like to enſue. 

He then again put the Queſtion, why the Skin 
of the Finger, long ſteeped in the poiſonous Mat- 
ter lurking within the Yagina, might not as rea- 
dily let in the Venom, as that of the Glaus, and 
its Cover, in a ſhorter Duration therein; which 
were every Day evident from the Chancres formed 
on both? J told him, that theſe were of a finer 


Texture, more ſenſible, being leſs expoſed to = 
a | ir. 
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Air. He rejoin'd, he thought the Fingers Ends, 
at one of which he fear'd he had receiv'd the In- 
jury, being deſign'd for the principal Organ of 

BE 7ouch, muſt be the moſt ſenſible of any other, 
To which I reply'd again, that theſe Parts, how- 
erer ſuited by the nervous Plexus, to diſcriminate 
all tangible Bodies, as to their Qualities of hard 
and oft; yet by their uſe thereto, and being al- 

© ways expoſed, the Cuticle was more compact, the 
Cutis indurated, the Pores more conſtipated, and 
leſs fitted therefore to admit EHuvia of any kind, 
© cvaporating from the Subjects about which they 
are daily converſant. Which was manifeſt in the 
handling continually ſuch corroſive Bodies inoffen- 
| ſively, as would make Impreſſion upon Parts leſs 
| expoled, whoſe Cuticle was both more rare and 
tender, and the ſaid Pores more patulent. 

Beſides, I told him, that his Fears muſt needs 

be groundleſs, and that his Way of arguing was 

not juſt ; for that if the Penis itſelf could be in- 
troduced into the ſaid Part, in like Manner as was 
the Finger, without that particular Influence from 
the Brain, raiſing the luſtful Idea, or in its flaccid 

State; however the Glaus might fare, which is 

ſtill of a more ſpongy, and exquiſitely fine or ten- 

der Make, I queſtion'd whether the Skin of the 

Penis would be tainted, which was owing to the 

Diſtenſion of the Part at theſe Times, implete 

with Blood Spirits, heated by the Warmth and 

Action thereof, rubbing againſt ſome ulcerated 

Place, and through its open'd Pores, imbibing the 


Heat and Motion on the Woman's Side, fo con- 
taminating the ſaid Parts, and tranſmitting the In- 
tion thereunto, of which the Fingers were no 

more ſuſceptible than the Toes. | 
Thus ended our philoſophical Diſpute : Whe- 
ther or no to the Satisfaction of this fanciful 
Gentleman, 


Steam of a contagious Matter, raiſed by the like 
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Gentleman, I know not, having never ſeen him 
fince the Morning following our Controverſy, 
when I had promiſed to give him Mr. Palmer's 
Opinion thereof; and happening to meet that 
Gentleman in a Conſultation, f aſk'd him his 
Thoughts upon this Subject; who / ſmiled, as find- 
ing it ſome what new, and declar'd, that whatever 
it might do upon a raw or ſore Finger, he was of 
Opinion, that if the Skin were whole, the In. 
fection could not be communicated thereby; with 
this Remark, that were it ſo, miſerable muſt be 
the Caſe of many thouſands daily; nor would it 
be poſſible for the Surgeons converſant in drefling 
Ulcers of the ſame Parts, and examining the Bo- 
dy, to miſs one Time or other being intected. 

At my parting with the fame Perſon, when | 
had given him this Gentleman's Opinion, he would 
not be fatisfy'd, unleſs I gave it alſo under my 
Hand, that I believ'd it impoſſible, this Way to 
receive the Poiſon; which, he ſaid, might con- 
tribute to quiet his Mind, in a Journey he was 
taking many Miles from Home, 


The Third CASE. 


A Country Practitioner, middle-aged, corpu- 
lent, and ſeemingly robuſt or ſtrong, made a 
Journey this laſt Summer of a hundred and fitty 
Miles, with fifty broad Pieces in his Pocket, to 
put himſelf (under my Inſpection) into a Saliva- 
tion, for an Infection of this kind, of an old 
Date, as he told me; and to get rid of which, 
he had piteouſly abuſed an excellent Conſtitution, 
by a long continued Courſe of Mercarials, anda 
Falivation with Calomel, raiſed by himſelf ſeven 
Years before, but ineffectually: So that he per- 
ceiv'd nothing but the Unction mult relieve him. 
And having read my Syphilis, he thought the Au- 
thor rae fittelt Perſon he could apply to. i 

Way 
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I was now for informing my ſelf of the Symp- 
roms; but aſkt him firſt concerning his Gonorrhea z 
8 which, he ſaid, was contracted many Years paſt, 
I think about fourteen or fiſteen; and that he had 
taken the beſt Method he knew, with the Advice 
of ſome able Phyſicians, ſome of which were Men 
of Note, in order to get clear of it; yet the 
Diſtemper had ſince ſeized the whole Maſs of 
Blood, and he had ſcarce any Part of his Body 
| free, any more than his Wife, whom he had like- 
| wiſe fluxed; and being a thin hyſterical Woman, 
ſo weaken'd her Nerves thereby, and her over 
| purging before, as well as ſince, that ſhe had been 
confin'd to her Chamber many Months paſt, and 
was now grown FHectical, according to his own 
Account, there being little hope of her Reco- 
very. 
7 When we came to Particulars, I could hear of 
nothing but hammerings and thumpings in his Head, 
bummings in his Ears, rumblings in his Bowels 
cractlings of his Joints, Colicks, Indigeſtion, Liſt- 
E leſneſs to Action, or being preſently tired; Pains 
N upon the Membranes of the Muſcles, and Soreneſs 
ok the Limbs, the whole Syndrome of ſcorbutic 


Aft, with much of the hypochrondriac Diſor- 
der; but not one of a pocky Offspring, as I could 
fad; ſo that I told him plainly, his Diſtemper, as 


to its being Yenereal, lay wholly in his Fancy: 
| That Crudity or Indigeſtion had been the Parent of 
much Flatus; and this latter the great Enemy 
he had to contend with; which by ſome proper 
Antiſcorbutics, Chalybiates, and riding on Horſe- 
back, (which his Buſineſs ſo well incourag'd in a 
Country Practice) might likely be mended, but 
render'd {till worſe by Mercurials of any kind, 
I aſk'd him, what Part of that Book of mine 
induced him to take ſo long a Journey to get Re- 
lief, for a Diſtemper no where therein dſeied ;

but which, inſtead of amuſing, was intended to 
caution Perſons both how they impoſed on them. 
ſelves, or ſuffer'd others to delude them with 2 
Diſeaſe imaginary only. He anſwer'd, that he . 
was well aſſur d of that; yet nevertheleſs being de. 
unable to ſatisfy his own Doubts, and get rid af 54 
his Fears, the Air of Sincerity and Difintereſted. WW 
neſs, he diſcover'd in that Treatiſe, made him ve- 


ry deſirous to have ſome Conference with me, . 
ther viv4 Voce, than by Way of Letter; and to . 
be wholly guided by my Directions. | th 

Upon which I told him, as he had made thi; up 
long Journey to inform himſelf in this Affair, 1 © 
thought it might be worth his while to take the ve 
Opinion of ſome other Perſon join'd in Conſul- C 
tation: And the Character of that honeſt Man di: 
and able Artiſt Mr. James Fern, of the Old Jury, of 

being better known to him than that of any other, WW 1 
he apply'd himſelf to him; when a Meeting ws W E. 
appointed the ſame Evening, where the Com. po. 
plaints were again examin'd as before, and ab 
where, after the ſtricteſt Enquiry, we could not 0 
ſuſpect any venereal Taint upon him, and there- by 
fore advis'd him to reſt content, and meddle with WW ti 
no more Medicine, unleſs fuch as might invigorate BF 
his Nerves, warm his Blood, and fortify his whole "1 
Habit; among which the Balſam. Polychreſt. wa WW th 
recommended. 

With this join'd Advice of ours he ſeemed MW ,, 
well ſatisfied; and told us, he would in a Day or at 
two, after he had viſited ſome Friends in Town, W «©, 
return Home to his Family. Whether he did ſo * 
or not, I cannot ſay, having heard nothing of him 


ſince. 
The Fourth CASE. 


An Apothecary of good Buſineſs in this Town, 


was within about ſeven Years paſt making ar. 
| plain! 
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plaint that he was not right, ſince a Misfortune 


receiv'd ſome Years before that; and therefore ve- 


ry importunate to be laid down in a Salivation: 


But finding him to be ſeverely Hyp't, I diſſua- 


ded him, deſiring he would wait a little, *till we 


had better Grounds to go upon, or that might 
warrant ſuch Proceeding : For his Complaints, 
like the reſt of theſe People's, were ſo ambigu- 
Z ouſly deſcrib'd, as fleeting Pains of the Head, with

Giddineſs, Laſſitude of the Limbs, and Feebleneſs of 
the whole Frame; ſome Eruptions, merely ſcorbutic, 
upon the Legs, that I could by no means recon- 
cile them to the Taint ſuſpected; and therefore di- 
verted his Thoughts rather to an anutiſcorbutic 
Courſe : But notwithſtanding, in a Vacancy from 
his Employ, which by way of Amuſement took 


off the ſame, he was ſtill frequently harping on the 
old Story, and perceiving me much againſt the 
Enterprize, with the Aſſiſtance of ſome other Per- 


ſon enter'd a ſpitting Courſe with Calomel, of 
about twenty Days Continuance, after which 
coming again abroad, he found his Miſtake ; for 
by the foregoing Evacuation, ſo much of the nu- 
tiitive Juice had been drain'd off, as left him now 
more diſpirited than before: His Hatus increafing, 
ſo that he grew tireſome to himſelf, as well as to 
thoſe about him. 

Having acted contrary to my Advice, I ſaw him 
no more for ſeveral Years, unleſs by Accident, or 
at a Diſtance, *till he came one Evening late, and 
ſent for me to the Tavern, where he bewailed 
himſelf, and told me, the Diſtemper was got into 
his Bones, and he was ſure, if I would bur ſali- 
vate him by the Unction, He ſhould be a ſound 
Man. For this purpoſe he was come to me, and 
reſolving to loſe no Time, beg'd I would take a 
Room tor him in my Neighbourhood, and pro- 
vide him a Nurſe, he having made Proviſion as 

ro 
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to his Buſineſs, and given out he was going a 
Journey. 

I did all I could to divert him, intending to 
look out for neither, in expectation that the Fit 
might wear off; and aſſuring him there was no- 
thing more than Hlatus, exciting this Diſorder, and 
at ſome times in a Manner eclipſing his Under- 
ſtanding, by the Phantoms raiſed therein, and that 
merry Company, with Exerciſe, riding out in the 
Country Air, the Gums with Chalybiates, Spa Was 
ters, with a Tincture of Ellebore between whiles, 
were likely to prove the moſt conducive to his 
Relief. 

It happen'd very luckily, I think, for him, 
that the Night before his intended Undertaking, 
or Deſign of throwing himſelf upon my Hands, 
who as I never deſigned, ſo had taken no farther 
Regard thereto, he was ſeis'd with an Indiſpoſi- 
tion more manifeſt, a tedious Fit of the Stone, 
continuing for ſome Weeks; during which, the 
falivating Humour, I ſuppoſc, wore off, though 
he ſent me a complimental Letter of Excuſe, there 
was no need of; importuning me {till not to be 
unmindful of him. Whether he conſulted ano- 
ther Gentleman, his intimate Friend, of the ſame 
Faculty, as I had advis'd him, I cannot ſay; who 
probably being of the ſame Opinion with my 
ſelf, may have made him eaſier, at leaſt for ſome 
Time to come: However I have ſince that Let- 
ter heard nothing farther of the old Complaint, 


though I have ſeen him ſeveral Times, to all Ap- 


pearance, in good State of Health. 

Theſe Cafes have been inſerted, as above re- 
markt, for the ſake of ſuch unhappy Perſons, who 
upon a view of the fame, may poſſibly be better 
guarded, as well againſt the Deluſion of their own 
Fancies, as the Snares laid for them by the Town 
Daacksz who they mult expect to chime in — 
N their 
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their Fears, and for the Lucre of five Guineas (I 
might ſay as many Shillings) though they will 
get fifty if they can, will run them under a Pre- 
dicament they may repent of ever after. 
Nor ſhould we wonder that trading Pcople, or 
ſuch as are of good Capacity in other Matters, 
for few Fools, as Sydenham has remarkt, are Hy- 
| cochondriacal) ſuffer under this Self-Deception 
zs to this particular Diſtemper, when we find 
* thoſe related to the Profeſſion, as I have here in- 
| ſtanced, have been thus deceived by their Con- 
ceits, and ſo willing to be impos'd on: Though, 
I hope, no Gentleman of Reputation will in- 
courage their Deluſions or inſtead of diſſuading 
prompt them to an Undertaking that may happen 
E every Way to their Prejudice, but none to their 
Advantage, unleſs taking off the Caprice, perhaps, 
during the Time of their unneceſſary Penance. 
Which J hint the rather, having heard of one 
E pretending thereto, that has publickly lament- 
ed he had loſt ſo many Pounds by turning off theſe 
| Melancholicks, or Mentibus capti, as I think they 
may be juſtly termed: And that for the future he 
would immediately ſtrike a Bargain, and down 
with them at once. For thoſe he had diſſuaded 
he ſaid went ſtrait away from him to others; (and 
indeed it is the great Misfortune of theſe People, 
believing themſelves diſeaſed, to run in this Man- 
ner from one to another, eſpecially the money'd 
Men, 'till they find ſome Undertaker to their 
Mind, or that is ready to comply with their De- 
res, and fix the Idea they fo readily entertain'd) 
ſo that he thought it as lawful for him to take 
their Money, that is, in plain Engliſh, to pick their 
Pockets, as another Perſon. 
But what Method this Gentleman has to ſolve 
either the Honour or Reputation of ſuch a Pro- 


ceeding, I who pretend to be ſuch only to = 
| 2 
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ſelf, ſhall leave other Caſuiſts to determine: 
While I digreſs in a few Words more, particu- 
larly as to the Bait of the Urine ; in deſcribi 
of which, there is no Man who has been dif. 
eaſed, how well ſoever cur'd thereof, but who 
may fancy ſome Reliques (here diſcoverable) yet 
remaining, and that conſequently there may be 
occaſion for ſome Diuretick, or cleanſing Tintture, 
Elixir, &c. to carry off the ſame. 

Thus hundreds are yearly gull'd to fling away 
a Guinea, at leaſt ten Shillings, for theſe inſigni- 
ficant, not to ſay — Liquors, how 
ſpeciouſly ſoever recommended in News Papers, 
Bills, and Sham Titles of Books, ſupplying the 
Place thereof; in many of which you are inform'd, 
that if there be any Films, or Appearances like a 
Scum at the top; any Filaments like Threads, ot 
Flocks, flying about in the middle; or foul, meal, 
or other like ſtinking Sediment at the bottom: 
Theſe, I ſay, and the like, are all Signs of ſome 
Impurity yet left behind, and muſt be waſht off, 
or {cour'd away by the Tinfure 

And at this Rate you will find there is none, 
unleſs the limpid Urine (the worſt ſometimes of 
any) that can eſcape the Cenſure. 

The Nebula, or Cloud at the top, the Enæore- 
ma in the middle, or the EHypoſtaſis at the bot- 
tom, which are Appearances in the molt laudablc 
Urine, made out of ſome finer Parts of the Chyle, 
or nutritious Juices, ſliding through the Strainers 
of the Kidnies along with the Serum, and accord- 


ing to their different Gravities, taking Place there. 


in. Theſe, I ſay, come all in for a Share of 
poc y Religues; and among the Diſeaſed of another 
Kind, the Oily appearance like Fat in the upper 
Part, from the Heat of a ſlow Fever, particularly 
the Hectic; colliquating or melting down ſome 


fulphureous Particles, and carrying them through 
the 
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the urinary Paſſages 3 the mealy in Conſumptions; 
the furfurous or branny, /caly, or purulent, from 
8 thoſe labouring under the Stone, or Ulcers whe- 
ther of the Kidney or Bladder; nay the common 
fturbid Water upon ſtoppage of Per/piration, or 
E Colds, about the Time of Concoction; the lix- 
vial Scorbutic, or whatever other Appearances 
there may be therein, are all ſtill the Remains of 
this abominable Dilcaſe, and may eaſily be extir- 
pated with ten Shillings worth of diaretic Tincture, 
Elixir Sanativum, Antipharmacon, Nature's great 
© Reſtorative, and the like. 
I had forgot to take Notice of the Water made 
Boot Coitum, vel nocturnam Pollutionem; where ſome 
ſeminal Remains, together with the Mucus ouſing 
forth the Glandules of the Urethra and Proſtata, 
deſign'd for lubrifying the Paſſage, being rinſed 
off by the Current of the Water made at ſuch 
Seaſons, give the Appearances of thoſe little Fi- 
laments, Threads, or Flakes, theſe learned Men 
have trumpt up to deceive you. The like of 
the Female Sex, defil'd with the white Fluor, 
„ ome Parts of which dripping down with the 
f WUrine,” will likewiſe alter its natural Complexion. 
Some of this was brought me very Jately, by a 
„entlewoman of good Faſhion, who coming in- 
Jo my Study took the Vial out of her Pocket, 
lc and aſkt me if I caſt Water? I told her yes, that 
e, had caſt ſeveral Bottles out of my Window, 
13 {Wand ſhould have ſerv'd hers fo, but for her Habit, 
d- Wppearing ſo much like a Gentlewoman. 
c- WH She ſaid ſhe was ſorry if ſhe had given me an 
of N Affront, but ſhe had a Queſtion of great Moment 
ct do a dear Child of hers, that ſhe though: might 
er I be decided thereby. I alkt her what it might be? 
ly W4nd ſhe reply'd, that ſhe wanted to be intorm'd, 
ne Wi! 1 could teil her by that Water, whether the 
gh kerſon who made it, had the foul Diſeaſe? = 
By re- 
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ſufficiently, had raiſed an Imagination, heightene! 
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I rejoin'd, that J could not; nor, I was ſure, any 
one elſe. She then inform'd me of a famous Man 
ſhe had been with, not far off, who had deliver 
ſuch Judgment, and exceedingly frighten'd her, 
believing her Huſband had given her the Diſten.

der does the Spark of Fire; and where like wild 4 
Fire it alſo runs through the Body: So that I 1 a 
have ſeen ſome of theſe more than ordinarily un- 4 
fortunate People, who have been pox'd almoſt as 1 
ſoon as clap'd ; the Poiſon running ſtraight from 
the Tail, I mean the Penis, to the Head; as ! 
once obſerv'd it after ten Days Time, a large chan- 
crous Ulceration, but no Hillicidium, diſcharging 
plentifully at the fame Inſtant: Which from all 
Circumſtances, I had Reaſon to believe an Effect 
of one and the ſame coupling with a foul Woman. 
The Diſtemper may ariſe alſo (as we have be- 
fore taken Notice) in the way of Inheritance 
from Parents therewith infected; the poor Infant 
being conſpurcated with filthy Scabs and puſtula- 
ry Eruptions, perhaps not immediately, yet not 
long after it comes into the World; though 
ſometimes it has been obſcry'd to have lain dor- 
mant ſeveral Years, if we may credit W riterson 
this Subject. The Nurſe therewith infected may 
pollute the Child; as this latter (more eſpecially 
with a pocky Apthe, or Ulcers on the Lips and 
Tongue) may do the Nurſe. 

But waving the ſeveral Ways of contracting 
this Diſeaſe (called by Way of Eminency the 
Great Pox, I ſuppoſe from ſome Reſemblance in 
its cutaneous Breakings out to the Small ones), 
many of which we have already obſerved in di- 
courſing of the firſ# Infection The Diſeaſe itfelt 
is uſually divided into ſeveral Degrees or Stages; 
as the ſame happens to be recent, or of long ſtand 
ing, having made a leſs or greater Progreis. Dr. 
Harvy, as I remember, makes four of them, call 
ing the firſt Liminary, the ſecond a Frontier, th 
third a Mzd-way, and the fourth a thorough Pos. 
Some from the four Temperaments (as the fam 
Perſon alſo, remarks) have nam'd it a Sanguin, 

« Phi: 
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S Phlegmatick, Bilious, and Melancholy Pox Some 
again divide it only into a particular ard univerſal 
Pox. But theſe, I think, afford us little Help 
in the Cure, although the Habits of Body are by 
no means therein to be over- look d. For my own 
Part I ſhall diſtinguiſh it no otherwiſe than as Su- 
| perficial, and more profound; under the firff, com- 
| prehending the cutaneous Ulcerations, puſtulary and 
| ſerpiginous Eruptions, inguinal Tumours and Abſceſſes, 
| Ophthalmies, Ozenas, Affects of the Uvula and 
Tonſils; although theſe latter by ſome are annex d 
to the Second, under which may be reckon'd the 
Cummata of the Muſcles, the violent Hemicrans, 
and intolerable Cephalæas, the excruciating noc- 
' turnal sc 0 , or Shoulder and Skin Pains, with 
others of the Membranes; the Tophs and Nodes, 
| alſo the Exoſtoſes or ulcerous Caries of the Bones 
| themſelves: Which are all of them diagnoſticł 
Signs of the Diſtemper, ſtill farther advanced. 
And for differencing more eſpecially the ſuperfi- 
| cial Eruptions of this kind, we have given ſome 
| neceſſary Cautions, in our Treatiſe of the Skin 


Diſeaſes; beſides which, it will behove the Artiſt 
to enquire 3 or ſo that he may not give 
poſſible to be avoided) whether or no 

his Patient has not been heretofore infected? And 
if ſo, there is Cauſe to ſuſpect the Eruptions thence 
ariſing: For farther confirmation of which, we 
are informed by a good Writer upon the Diſeaſe 
(what will hold for the moſt part) that all Puſtules 
and Scabs appearing as it were aduſt, cruſty and 
hard, with a tawny Yellow like the Honey Comb, 
on the top, are very ſuſpicious; and always the 
more ſo, when the ſame are obſerved among the 
Hairs of the Head, or about the Scalp and Fore- 
head (the Pathognomonic almoſt of this Diſeaſe) 
nd more undoubred ſtill, when the back part of 
the Fauces are excoriated, or eaten into by. foul or

ſordid Ulcers (the Aphthæ of Fevers always ex- 
cepted) which give not Way to common deter- 
five Gargariſms, Bleeding, 
with other Revulſion and Derivation of the Hu- 
mour; but ſpread ſtill farther under theſe Appli- 
cations. The like may be ſaid of Ophthalmy, and 
Ulcers of the Noſtrils, call'd Ozene Which 
when of long ſtanding, and not ſubmitting to the 
uſual anodyne and refrigerating Collyria, Lotions, 
Injections, with the derivative and revulſive Re- 
imen before obſerved, nor yet accompanied with 
Schrophulæ about the Neck and Chaps, or other 
Signs of a frumous Dyſcraſy, more eſpecially if 
you can trace out any former ill-cur'd Clap, give 
abundant Suſpicion of the Nature of the Diſtem- 
per. Head-achs in like manner, and Pains upon 
the Perioſtea, recurring chiefly in the Night-ſea- 
ſon, and going off towards Morning, denote their 
ſpring from the ſame Fountain, being (as above) 
more eſpecially corroborated by ſome preceding 
Symptom of the „ist Infection formerly apparent, 
although now perhaps got out of fight. The Gaum- 
mi on the fleſhy Parts, and Nodes upon the Head, 
but eſpecially on the Shin Bones, are ſtill more 
ſelf evident, and the peculiar Trophies of the vic- 
torious Syphilis, in this profound Infection: Altho' 
here likewiſe your modeſt Enquiry, (where the 
Patient will not make a voluntary Confeſſion) and 
getting the beſt Intelligence you can, if the Pa- 
tient has not formerly lain in the Way of this Dil- 
eaſe, is not unneceſſary for a more abſolute Con- 
firmation. | | 
There are ſome Practitioners, I know, are ve- 
ry ſhy of theſe Enquiries, for fear of loſing their 
Patients; but there is ſurely a mild and gentle 
= of getting into theſe People's Breaſts, or 
thoſe of their particular Confidents, or moſt in- 
timate Acquaintance z and coming by that — 
whic 


liſtering, Purging, 
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{ which in a more open, rude, and unbecoming 
Manner, you muſt never expect will be extorted 
from them: And he that being Maſter of ſuch 
Secret, believes and keeps it not as ſacred, as that 44 
under the Seal of Confeſſion, is both unworthy- I 

the Title he aſſumes, whether of Phyſician or Sur- 4 
geon, or indeed that of an honeſt Man. But if boy 
no Acknowledgment of this kind can be got from | 
the Patient, yer where the Symptoms are ſuch as 
give us juſt grounds of Suſpicion, we are no far- | 
| ther to {train this Point, but to proceed for his | 
Advantage, by the ſame Method, as if he had in- | 
genuouſly acquainted us with the true Cauſe. And . 
nov we come to the Prognoſticks, which are taken p,onoficks "1 
from the Date of the Infection, and Progreſs of of the P91 4 
| the Diſtemper; the Habit of Body, and its for- jae&ion. 1. 
mer Uſe to Medicines, on the like Occaſion; 
the Nature of the Venom itſelf, more mild or 
malignant, together with that of the apparent 
| ——_ 

Thus, for Example, an Infection that is recent, 
has not ſpread far, or much contaminated the 
Maſs of Blood, is more eaſily overcome, than 
that which has been of longer Duration, and ta- 
ken faſter hold of the ſame; which makes what 
we call the ſuperficial, more eaſily vanquiſh'd than 
that more profoundly rivetted. The Habit of 
Body is alſo much to be regarded, for if that was 
well temper' d before the · Patient was ſeis'd with 
the Diſeaſe, he is like to eſcape better than if 
Scorbutick, Rheumatick, Arthritick, Hõdropick, 
Hefick, or otherwiſe Cacheftick and Cacochymical. 
Again, if it be from a firſt Miſchance, and that 
his Body has been little or nothing uſed to mer- | 
curial Medicines, his, Cure is the more hopeful, 4 
and the Diſtemper much ſooner overcome, than N 
if the ſame Folly has been often repeated, and ot 
theſe Remedies as often reiterated, eſpecially that [7

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grand Courſe of a Salivation. Farthermore, if 
the venereal Poiſon was firſt of all of a morethan 
common Malignity, or exceedingly virulent, it 
will not only make a ſwifter Progreſs (the tem- 
perament alſo favouring the ſame) and greater 
waſte upon the Parts it ſeiſetb, but require alſo 
the more potent Remedies, the longer Continu- 
ance of them, the ſtricter Regimen of the Pati- 
ent under them, and the greater Judgment, with 
ſedulous Application in the Artiſt, than if the 
ſame proved of a milder Nature, flower in its 
Attacks, and ſubmitting to the gentler Medicines, 
Laſtly, As to the Symproms, where there are on- 
ly ſome cutaneous Eruptions, or * Break- 
ings out on the Superfice of the Body, the Ma- 
lady may be ſooner check'd, than when more deep- 
ly radicated; as when it has eaten into the Uzy- 
la and Tonſils, has ſeiſed on the Septum Naſi, or 
its two outſide Supporters; or when the Hu- 
mours are lodged on the Perioſteum, and begin to 
tear in ſunder that ſenſible Membrane; exciting 
thoſe nocturnal Yigils, with which thoſe miſera- 
ble People are tormented, it is I ſay ſtill worſe; 
and if Gummata on the Muſcles, and Nodes upon 
the Bones; eſpecially where the Subſtance of 
theſe laſt are eaten into, and cariated by the cor- 
roſive Humour, worſe yet; but worſt of all when 
together herewith, the Patient's Body is much 
emaciated, and he far advanced in a pocky Hec- 
tick, or a ſecondary and ſymptomatical Conſump- 
tion of his Lungs: Yet even here alſo we have 
more hopes (if a univerſal Colliquation be not al- 
ready on him) than in the primary and original 
Phtbiſis; for we have had Inſtances of ſome ve- 
ry deplorable Caſes of the former ſort, ſurprizing- 
ly recover'd, by regular Diſcipline and ſuitable 
Preſcriptions z ſo that of all the ſeveral Sorts of 
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Kinds of the Symptomatick, and original Affects of 
Inis Nature, I ſhould more willingly encounter 
the Venereal, than any of the-reſt, where the Diſ- 
temper eſpecially had been overlook'd, and the 
Body before unacquainted with the Antidote, I 
mean any mercurial Preparation: For whether it 
be that the Nature of this Venom does not ſo 
Eimmediately exert its malign Influence on the 
Lungs (which conſidering their looſe Texture, is 
till more ſtrange) nor yet prey ſo much upon the 
Ether Bowels, as it ſhould ſeem it does nor, there 
being many a middle-ſtaged Pox with perfectly 
Bound Viſcera (as I have obſerved upon the Dit- 
ſection of ſuch Bodies) or that we have a Reme- 
dy more ſure to depend on, for ſubduing the ſame 
ſtill ſo it happens, that where one Perſon is car- 
Fried off by a pocky Hefick, (and yet we know, 
although it does not downright lay, it ſeiſeth its 
ten thouſands) we have twenty, I might ſay for- 
ty, melted down, or dry'd away, by thoſe of 
another Nature. 

But it is now fitting that we ſpeak to the Cure, 
about which there are ſundry Methods propound- 
ed by Authors, and the Practitioners therein, as 
there were for the firſt Infection, already deſcrib' d; 
but none, I mult freely confeſs, that I know of 
(whatever others may pretend) of anv Regard, 
without a touch of the mercurial Alexipharmick z 
which ſort of Remedy ſoon after the Diſeaſe ap- 
pear'd, appear'd alſo to encounter it, and is yet 
(notwithſtanding ſome vain pretences to the con- 
mt) the only Champion that is able ro cope 
with ait. | 

Tis true, that in thoſe early Days, it had ſome 
rery diſmal Conſequences attending, as it yet hath 
n the Hands of the Ignorant. © Some (faith the 
* famous old Writer Sir Ulrick Hutten) have their 
* Teeth drop out of their Heads, ſome their 
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& Jaws ſo locked up, that they cannot open their 
“ Mouths, but are forced to mumble all thei 
& Lite time after: Others faltering in their Speech, 
ce their Limbs trembling, and their Joints-difabled 
ce with a Pally: Others again ſtrangled by the 
„ Swelling in their Throats: No leſs than three 
& ſtout Huſbandmen being thus kill'd by the 
& ſame Duack (for the World, I think, was ne 
entirely free from theſe Plagues of Mankind) in 
“% one and the ſame Day, c. 

And how indeed ſhould it happen otherwiſe, Ne ſh 
where they were neither regardful of their Me. 
dicine, as knowing no Marks to chooſe ir by, nor 
purging it from its Arſenical and other deadly Pa- 
ticles, by any Way of Preparation: Nor yet what 
Quantity of the ſame was needful; but raſnly and 
at hap-hazard having blended or incorporated the 
fame with their Ointments, they forthwith (dilre- WM...c:ix 
garding the Age, Sex, Conftitution of Body, ot 
other Preparation thereof whatever) ſet upon 
rubbing it into the People's Bodies, and then thruſ 
them into Stoves, ſhut up ſo cloſe from the Arr, le; 
that no Man could abide long without hazard ot Quic 
Suffocation? After this manner they were anoint- N unh 
ed three or four ſeveral times in a Day, till the M1... 1 
Salivation riſing ſuddenly upon them, they were WM ch 
either choak'd with their Phlegm, and ſudden. 1... 
Fluxion of Humours on the Muſcles of the L- nnter 
ux and Pharynx; grip'd to Death with Blood) nore 
Dy/enteries; or ſuffocated for want of room to 
reſpire: All theſe apparently ariſing from the pre- 
poſterous Uſe of the Medicament, and improper 
Management, rather than from the Remedy i by, 
ſelf; which however confeſſedly a Poiſon, andby bow, 
no means fit for ignorant Perſons to med nt: 
dle withal, yet in the Hands of the ſkilful andi gens 
experienc'd Artiſt, muſt be allow'd one of tha cauſ 
moſt excellent of Remedies, Thus 8 : 
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ore, Cologuintida, Scammony, and many others, 
hat might be named, are in ſome ſenſe allowed 
Poiſonous; inimical even in no great Quantities, 
J vwell to the fluid, as to the ſolid Parts of a hu- 
pan Body, and in great ones, very often lethi- 
&rous or thereunto fal and yet without ſome 
f the moſt noxious of them, duly prepar'd for 
be by the experienced Artiſt, and adminiſter'd in 
roper Doſes, by the Underſtanding Phyſician, 
he Materia Medica would be very deficient, and 
ve ſhould be at a Loſs to encounter two Parts, 
perhaps in three, as well of Chronical as Acute Diſ— 
=_ N 
Let us then no longer amuſe our ſelves with 
needleſs Fears of Danger from the Medicament it 
If, thus duly qualified and circumſtantiated; but 
de as careful as you pleaſe, from whoſe Hands you 
receive it, and by whom alſo it is prepar'd for 
Uſe: For our laſt recited Author confeſſeth theſe 
Miſcarriages were owing to Plow-men, Farriers, 
Swine-herds, and the moſt ignorant of the Peo- 
ple; who ran about the Streets with their Pots of 
Quickfilver Ointments ; ſoon after the Diſtemper 
vith furious Rage came into Germany, deſtroying 
tie Inhabitants, after the Manner our People do 
vith Buckets of Water, to quench a Fire of an- 
other Nature; but with this difference, that the 
atter do us often very good Service; the former 
nore frequently kill'd what the Diſeaſe itſelf (how- 
ever e ee if left to itſelf, perhaps might 
not, at leaſt would not, have done fo very ſuddenly. 
And thus far of this great and principal Reme- 
dy, its Uſe and Abuſe, in this Diſtemper; which, 
however, our Countryman Dr. Sydenham would 
ot allow to be properly a Specifick, or in a ſtrict 
denſe, Alexipharmict to the venereal Poiſon ; be- 
cauſe, faith he, it produceth its Effects no other 


Ways than by Purgation, Salivation, or other ma- 
| nifeſt 
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nifeſt Evacuation ; and that if any other Med. 
cine would excite a Ptyaliſin or Spitting, it woull 
be alſo a Specifice thereunto. But I am apt t 
think the Suffrage of the beſt Practitioners, as t» 
this particular, lies againſt him, as alſo Matter of 
Fact itſelf ; for at this rate other purging Medi. 
cines might ſubdue the virus of the Diſeaſe as well 
as Mercury, which is found quite otherwiſe : U 
being plain, that by rwice purging therewith, 
you ſhall gain more upon the Malignity thereof, 
than by many more, without; and that the ſame 
is obſerved at ſometimes to encreaſe under other 
Catharticks. We own indeed that it has been 
known, ſome mild Infections of the firſt ſort have 
been carried off by other Purgatives; but when 
excceding in their Virulency, or attended with 
Chancres and other painful Symptoms, the ſureſt 
Relief is by Mercurials : Without which, you 
muſt expect to advance but ſlowly in the Cure, i 
the Malady does not improve or encreaſe upon 
you; and ſtill much leſs can you do without, in 
a confirmed Pox. Not to mention that we have 
many Inſtances of ſignal Benefit from this Reme- 
dy (many of which are to be ſeen among the Ob- 
ſervations of Borellus, and indeed daily experienc'd 
by almoſt every Practitioner) when it has had no 
ſuch viſible Operation; but is deſignedly lodged 
in the Body, with ſome Opiat or reſtringent Me- 
dicine, that it ſhould not, (for when it preſently 
runs through, it oftentimes affords not that Re- 


lief it would have done, had it tarry'd longer) io v 
that altho' Purgation does after enſue, by which cap: 
the Venom, together with other Humours that WM kn, 
are ſome way peccant, are now evacuated : Yet Wl le; 
the fuſing of the Blood, by breaking off its Glo- ¶ cho 
bules, attenuating its viſcous Particles, diſſolving Wl the 


the venereal Salts, and reſerating the obſtructed 


Tubes, by which the ſame are fitted for this Dit- 
charge, 
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harge are the proper Effects of the mercurial 
articles, Without which the Purges, which are 
diven afterwards, would by no means anſwer, as 
Wow they do. Wherefore I think the Argument 
not rightly grounded, 1. e. Mercury will not cure 
cConorrbœa, therefore it has no ſpecificated Proper- 
&y for that Tlineſs. To which I anſwer, that no 
W.iculent Gonorrbea is ſcarce to be cur'd (at leaſt 
Wifely) without, and therefore Mercury is its Spe- 
Pick. Our Author too himſelf owns, that altho' 
the Flux is not reſtrain'd ſometimes, under even a 


thereof ſo vanquiſh'd thereby, and the Diſeaſe 
now become ſo mild, and gentle to what it was 
before, that a ſmall Morſel of the common Tur- 
pentine, or a few Drops of ſome of the natural 
Balſams, are ſufficient to accompliſh the Cure. 
And J have already obſerved, that a ſmall Quan- 
tity of the Mercury, well prepared, given with 
a few Purges, will avail more than a great many 
without: So that notwithſtanding a Gleet from 


ſome healing or agglutinating Remedy ; yer if the 
Virulency is ſubdued by the former mercurial Ad- 
miniſtration, there is no Reaſon to object againſt 
the ſame being as it were Alexipharmick thereto z 
ay more than for that, after another Counter- 
poiſon has done its Work (as upon the Bite of a 
Serpent, or a Wound inflicted by ſome other ve- 


7 WM nomous Animal) the ſame yet ſtands in need of 
4 an Epulotick to heal it up. 
0 What other Medicines might effect, that were 


capable of raiſing a Salivation, we cannot ſay; as 
knowing none that will: Vet here likewiſe, un- 
les they were /pecificated to this particular Venom, 
tho' they drained the Blood of its Seroſities, by 
Gl the like glandular Secretion, they might happen 
. to leave that poiſonous Matter {till behind, as o-

mercurial Salivation, yet is the poiſonous Nature 


the relaxed Parts, ſhould remain after, requiring 
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ther Dyſcraſies therein, not ſuited to be work 
upon by the Parts of the Mercury, remain pry, 
bably enough after this. Wherefore notwith, 
ſtanding all our learned and expert Phyſician hw 
alledg'd to the contrary, we muſt ſtill think th 
Medicine not only a good Remedy, in this Di.

ame of Specifick implies ſomewhat that is a-

think chiefly, if not only, of its Volatility, con- 
ſtantly preſcrib'd Camphire By whoſe Examyl: 
another Gentleman now living, whenever called 
in upon the like Occaſion, took into the ſame 
Practice; till obſerving the little Succeſs attend. 
ing, the Symptoms frequently exaſperated, and 
the Patient loathing the Medicine, or refuſing to 
ſwallow it, they both of them ſoon after laid aſidt 
the Experiment, and came again into the more 
temperate or leſs hazardous Regimen. 

As to my ſelf, I can only ſay thus much thereof; 
that at my firſt ſetting out, taking Mr. Serjeant 
Wiſeman for my Guide, I frequently gave it to m 
clap'd Patients 4 or 5 Grains for a Doſe, in a Pi 
or Bolus, with ſome other Ingredients, among 
which Turpentine was chief, thereby to palliat 
the Heat of Urine, and in Expectation of re 
moving ſome other Symptoms, as Chordee an 
Priapiſm. But finding them generally complain 
ing of intolerable Sickneſs, with a kind of %% 
modic Diſorder at the Ventricle, J ſoon changed 
tor the Nitre, with a Draught of Emulſion, a 
was rarcly diſappointed of my Expectation, wi 
out theſe Complaints, ſeldom after meddling ther 
with, and ſtill believing, of how excellent LU 
ſoever it may be to the Surgeon, Nature net! 
tended it for the Phyſicians, excepting in Epitbe 
or topical Application. 1 
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Dr. Edw. Ty/on, formerly my intimate Acquain- 
W tance, Phyſician many Years to the Hoſpital of 
© Bethlehem, had entertain'd fo favourable an Opi- 
nion thereof, as to think it ſuited to the” Caſe of 
© Lunacy, and accordingly preſcrib'd it to the na- 
| viacal People: Yet after a continu'd Uſe thereof 
© for long Time, with ſome other of the nervous 
Remedies adjoin'd, own'd himſelf at a Loſs to de- 
[termine whether it did Good or Harm : For which 
Cauſe, viz. that of its Uncertainty, his Succeſſor 
ſeems to have given a Preference to Nitre alſo, 
with gentle Anodynes and Coolers, betwixt the 
times of Evacuations, as more manifeſt in the Ef- 
fects, and conducive alto to bridle the exorbitant 
Motion of the Blood, in ſome eſpecially of the 
more outrageous, and to take off their Fury. So 
that at this preſent, excepting in ſome Hyſferical 
Caſes, where it has been found ſerviceable, it is 
among the generality of Phyſicians of very little 
Repute in Phyſick. And whether or no Dr. Quin- 
s Efays will again revive it upon theſe Accounts, 
| know not : But what he means by robbing the 
Conſtitution of its beſs Defence, a- good balſamic 
Blood, by reaſon of a Salivation, is not eaſy to re- 
concile : the whole Maſs thereof, with the Juices 
thence ſecern'd, in a radicated Pox, being ſup- 
poſed, and that reaſonably too, polluted. So that 
dan dy draining off the latter, and recruiting with a 
Supply of a more temperate, ſoft, and ſimple 
Nouriſhment, we are ſo far from impairing the 
Conſtitution, that the ſame is hereby mended, as 
we have intimated in our Preface. But admit the 
her Habit were impoveriſh'd, and a Hectick ſhould 
| enſue, I very much fear that Camphire mixt with 
er H omatics, will neither cure a Pox, prevent the 
Hectick, much leſs, being at hand, do half the 
Service as Aſs's Milk, with the edulcorating Abſor+ 
lents, uſually directed at theſe Times. 
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It might ſeem too great a Digreſſion to purſue 
this Gentleman's mechanic Reatoning upon the 
ſame Remedy, with reſpe& to the Gout, which, 
he ſays, puts off its rigid Particles in the form of 
a 7artar, upon the Extremities of the Body, par.

reſemble in their browner Appearatice, a piece of 
Loam broke off a Plaiſter- Wall. : 

I know an old Man, who altho' diſabled in his 
Feet by this Diſcaſe for twenty Years paſt, yet 
ſits up in his Chair, with his Legs upon a Stool, 
playing almoſt every Night with his Friends at 
Cribbidge; when, inſtead of Chalk, he ſcores with 
this kind of animal Foſſil, dug out of a Mine in 
the Joints of his great Toes z of which he is ne- 
ver without a Supply in a Box at Hand. How: 
ever, let the rigid Particles be of one kind or the 
other, if Camphire is capable of ſheathing their Aſft- 
rities, and perſpiring them through the Pores, it ſig.

Only 
ive me Leave to obſerve one of the moſt ſimple 
fone, yet of admirable Efficacy againſt, 
not only all pocky Eruptions, but other ſerpigi- 
nous and pruriginous, cutaneous Affections; that 
is, the Athiops Mineral. cum Sulphur. & Mercur. 
viv. ana. P. &. fine Igne prep. of which though 
I have given Ziv. in a Day, 1. e. Ji. in the Morn- 
ing, and as much at Night, and that for 30 Days 
together, yet I can't ſay I have ſeen any ill Effe, 
but generally very great Advantage thereby. And 
having a little before taken notice of the Antimon. 
Diapboret. and the Gum of Guajac. (all of them 
uſed for the ſame Purpoſe) I might obſerve that 
theſe, together with the ſaid Æthiaps, are well 
incorporated and adapted to this Cure, in the Pil.

Of great Affinity with this laſt is the Indian 
Cure, by which the poor afflicted Almain received 
his, as he relates at large, when all other Methods, 
in thoſe Days practiſed, had been try'd in vain.

But you muſt know our Knight was no Phy- 
| fician, nor pretends to go beyond his own Expe- 
| rience, and Obſervation upon his own Caſe, with 
that of ſome others of his Countrymen, at that

| fame Sickneſs; and therefore mult be allowed to 
ſpeak accordingly. For however this ſevere Diſ- 
cipline, and as it were Starving of the Diſeaſe, by 
withdrawing any freſh Fewel, melting down the 
Humours, and diſcharging them at the ſame Time, 


by Sweats thus frequently renew'd for ſo long a 


Time, might happen to agree with their Way of 
Life and Climate: Yer doubtleſs we ſhould deſtrov 
many of our People, eſpecially thole uſed ro good 
Fellowſhip and high Feeding, as well as the hec- 
tick and dry Temperaments, or the hot, thin and 
ſqualid Bodies, if we were to proſecute indiſcri- 
minately ſuch a Method; ſince we have often ob- 
lerved, that to theſe Temperaments or Habits, we 
haye few greater Enemies (notwithſtanding his 
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Elogium thereon) than this ſame good Angel of 
his (as he ſtiles it in his Treatiſe) Guajacum, or 
Hujacum, as pronounced by the Natives it comes 
from. 


His own Condition he repreſents as follows, be. 


fore he enter'd upon this Diet; which I have the 
rather inſerted, that we may ſee the Reſemblance 
of the ſame Diſeaſe, two hundred Years paſt, 
with ours at preſent.

Pains in his Shoulders ſo great, his Joints with- 
al ſo ſtiff, that he could not raiſe his Arms. 
On the inſide of one of them there was an- 
other hard Knob, as large as an Egg: In his 
right Side a fiſtulous Ulcer, diſcharging great 
Quantity of Matter: Above that a hard bunch- 
ing Swelling, faitened to his Ribs : His Head 
and Neck immoveable, turning round only as 
he moy'd his Body : His Sleeps were only about 
Noon, lying reſtleſs all the Night, and tired 
out with Pain. 

What livelier Deſcription of our preſent Lues 


can we deſire, than this, where the Zophs, Nodes, 
Gummata, and nocturnal Dolours, are ſo nearly 
reſembled ? By which we ſee, that however the 
Ulcers might be more depaſcent, corroſive or 
Phagedznick ;, and attended with tome Accidents, 
peculiar to thoſe Times of its firſt Appzarance in 
Europe. Yet for the greater Part of the Symp- 
toms, we can at this Day match them, and are, 1 

doubt not, an Over-match for them in their Re- 
moyal. .

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This Indian Cure, (though not fo ſtrictly as at 


thoſe Times) is ſtill in Uſe in other Countries, 
more than among us. Riverius, that excellent 
French Author, perform'd moſt of his greateſt

Dietætict Decoctions; adding Antimony to the 
Woods, in ſtubborn Poxes: By which, continu- 
ed for twenty Days, he informs us, that he cur'd 
a French Courtier, who had been diſeaſed ſixteen 
Fears with Exoſtoſes upon each Tibia, and unſut-

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and only palliating; when the Diſtemper has no 
thoroughly polluted all the Juices of the Blood, 
and is arrived at what we call a profound Infection, 
we commonly at this Time, as a leſs Penance to 
the Sick, who is now perhaps tired out with his 
former Quack Medicines; eſpecially the common 
Fornicators, and who, ſo long as they are able, will 
be rambling, upon every Doſe of Phyſick, pour- 
ing down perhaps half a Dozen of Wine, Brandy, 
or {ſome other ſtrong Liquor, at leaſt, the Day 
after: For theſe Reaſons, I ſay, and for ſuch Pa- 
tients as will be kept otherwiſe to no regular or 
good Diſcipline, we immediately lay them down 
in a Salivation, when Neceſſity compels them to 
keep Houle, and their Appetites are ſoon takenoff 
from their beloved Vices, and all their other De- 
| bauches. 
TheCure ÞY There are many Ways of raiſing this Salivation 
and che beſt or Spitting Courſe, yet all by ſome Mercurial Pre- 
— paration; moſt of which you will meet with in 
ther by inter- Mr. Wiſeman's Chirurgick Treatiſes, and ſome 
nalRemedies WE have already here laid down. The Preparati- 
ons which I have uſed my ſelf, as the ſafeſt and 
moſt commodious, and which, I think, are ge- 
nerally uſed by the Surgeons of the Town, are 
the Calomelanos, or Mercurius dulcis ſexies ſublima- 
zus, given inwardly, in the milder Pox; or the 
{ame being faſter radicated, and got into the Bones, 
the crude Mercury externally, in the Way of 
Unction. 

The Merc. Vitæ, Arcan. Corallin. with the red, 
yellow, and green Precipitates (however in ule 
with ſome) I think too churliſh, and ſcarce fate 
for tender Conſtitutions ;z nor indeed can I ſee any 
Reaſon for their Uſe, whilſt we have better and 
leſs hazardous Medicines to ſupply their Room.

For thoſe who are very weak, once a Day may 
ſuffice z but the robuſt or {ſtrong may be anoint- 
ed twice, or which is as well, and will fave your 
Patient and your ſelf ſome Trouble, dividing the 
Unction into four Parts, you may conſume one 
Part about him every Night, after which let him 
enter into a warm Bed, with Flannel Sheets or 
Blankets, diſpoſing him to a gentle breathing 


Sweat, with a Draught of warm Poſſet-drink, 


Mace-Ale, or, if very feeble, a Cup of his mull'd 
Wine; by which the ſaid Pores being ſet open, 
the Mercurial Particles may have the freer En- 
trance. 

Tis uſual with moſt Practitioners, to encreaſe 
the Quantity of the Ointment to four times as 
much as this which we have directed, and com- 
monly uſed our ſelves; as alſo that of the Mer- 
cury to be therewith embodied. Thus Harvy 

L 4 preſcribes 
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preſcribes jj. of Axungia to be mixed with ziij 
and ſometimes Zvj. of Quickſilver, adding 0 
a little of the Ellebor. alb. & Antimon. crud. in 
fine Powder; pretending thereby to forward the 
Salivation, and encreaſe the Force of the Medi- 
cament in maſtering any Malignity: Mr. Wiſe— 
man's Compoſition was alſo Zvj. of Mercury to 
#61. of the other Materials, of which they uſed 
3h or Zij. at a Time, once or twice a Day, for 
tour, fix, or eight Times, according to the Pa- 
tient's Strength, and Diſpoſition towards the ri- 
ling of the Flux more eafily or with more Dit- 
ficulty. Hildanus directs Zvj. of Mercury to xx. 
of Axungia, and the other Ingredients. But [ 
cannot ſee the Reaſon for ſo much Greaſing or 
Daubing, provided by one half, or a quarter Part 
of the Ointment, a ſufficient Portion of the Quick- 
ſilver may be convey'd, as we ſaid before, in- 
to the Blood; nor to what End any other Ingre- 
dients ſnould be added to the Axungia, beſides the 
Terebinth. which, as J conceive, are more like to 
hinder, eſpecially the Species or Powders, by in- 
farcting or ſtopping up the Pores, than to for- 
ward the Operation, for which they were intend- 
ed. But in this, leaving every one to follow the 
Proportion he likes beſt, in Relation to my own, 
J muſt farther obſerve, that if after the third 
Unction, ſuppoſing the whole divided into four 
Parts, the Patient begins to complain of his Chaps, 
or that the inſide thereof appears ulcerated, you 
may ſtay a Day or two, to ſee the Effect of what 
is already done, before you proceed farther: The 
like muſt be obſerv'd when Gripes or bloody 
Stools approach, which are to be provided for, 
as we ſhall preſently direct. But if the Spitting 
comes not on, and no ſupervenient Symptom con- 
tra- indicates, you may expend the fourth Part, in 


like manner; and perhaps in ſome Bodies, there 
may

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may be Occaſion for half or full out ſo much 
more: However you will always find it the beſt 
Way to proceed leiſurely, when you have gone 
thus far, and at ſome times to wait a Day, two or 
| three, before you go on with your Anointings 
cine had taken no Effect, ſoon after you may like- 
Ely enough find, what you have already done, has 
anſwered; though the Flux was longer than is 
uſual in its coming forwards, and the Excoriati- 
ons about the Chaps or inſide of the Mouth, ap- 
pearing at preſent inconſiderable, that is, a Day 
or two after the fourth anointing; yet in another 
or two, the fame are ſeen to ſpread and increaſe 
ſometimes to a copious Spitting, beyond what 

was at firſt expected. | 
But when it happens, after rubbing in Zj. or 
ziß. of the Argentum vivum with the Axungia, 
the Salivation appears not, as we adviſed betore 
in the other Method of Proceeding with the Ca- 
lime]. ſo here alſo it may be neceſſary to admini- 
ſter a Doſe or two of the Turpeth. Min. at a Day, 
or two Days Diſtance; and where there are Gam- 
mata, Tophs, and Nodes, you are, in the anointing, 
more eſpecially to chafe the ſaid Ointment well 
into theſe Parts, laying over them afterwards, the 
Empl. de Ranis cum Merc. dupl. which will both 
help the Reſolution thereof, and encourage or 
keep up the Spitting, which being arrived at the 
Quantity of two Quarts, five Pints, or three 
Garts, in a Day and Night, is accounted a good 
ad ſufficient Diſcharge: Yet is this no abſolute 
Rule to go by, or upon which we can ſatisfacto- 
ily pronounce our Patient whole and ſound, any 
more than the Quantity of the Medicine to be 
uled, can be limited to any one certain, or con- 
ſtant Proportion. Since we have known ſome, 
Who haye ſpit more, yet miſsd their Cure; _— 
others 


fince although at firſt it may ſeem as if the Medi-. 
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others that have come very ſhort of ſuch a Quan. 
tity, have notwithſtanding obtain'd theirs. Hoy. 
ever, during the Salivation this way raiſed, upon 
its too ſudden Declenſion (though it common 
happens, that the Sloughs being deeper, and thei 
Mouths ſorer, they uſually ſpit longer than by the 
other internal Proceeding with the Calomel.) it is 
often expedient to give 9j. of the ſame, cyer 
Day, or each other, for two or three 'Times, in 
order to advance or protract, as there is Occaſion; 
and towards the Concluſion, when it is going of 
you are to purge your Patient with Zij. or 311. of 


Hr. de Spin. Cer. or for thoſe that are very weak, 
an Infuſion of the Rhad. Rhei inciſ. Fol. Seng, 
Tamarind. cum Sale Tart. adding to the Colature, 
Maune opt. vel Syr. Roſ. ſolut. 3j. which may 
be repated once or twice a Week, for two or 
three Times; and when he is a little recovered, 
his Chaps growing pretty well, he may be pet: 
mitted to eat a little Meat, as the Fleſh of Chick: 
en, Rabbet, alſo Veal or Mutton, but wel 
roaſted, without Sauce, or Gravy. About thi 
Time alſo, it is uſual to ſweat them, at leaſt be: 
fore they go abroad, in their Bed, or Stove, 0 
under the Cradle, with Spirit of Wine burning 
juſt by, to be continued as their Strength wil 
=_ for an Hour or two; and to be repeated 1 
two or three Days Diſtance, if there be Occaſ- 
on; obſerving that the utmoſt Care be now u 
ken, that your Patient be not injur'd by the col 
Air, and that he gradually cool himſelf, by leſſen 
ing or withdrawing the Heat or Bed-cloaths be 
lies under; leſt getting Cold he make ſome fre 
Complaint of Pains, which though ariſing fro! 
this new Occaſion, he may impute to the ol 
one, and think the worſe of his Cure for ſom 
Time after. 

Durin 
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During his Sweat, let him rub his Body tho- 
roughly with warm Napkins, conveyed to him 
in the Bed; and when faint, let his Spirits be 
lept up with three or four Spoonfuls of ſome 
proper cordial Julap, or (which will ſerve as 
' Fell) a Draught of his burnt Wine. 
In order to promote this Diaphorefis, he may 
take a Morſel of Theriara Androm. with gj. of 
"the Cinnab. Autimon. or 5g. of the Bezoard. 
Min. drinking thereupon a Draught of his Diet- 
Drink, — hor as he can bear it, covering him 
up cloſe; which Drink muſt be now got ready 
for him, and to which he ought ſtrictly to be 
kept, for three Weeks or a Month, after he 
comes out of his Spitting Courſe ; that havin 
by the ſaid Evacuation ſecured his Body as — 
as may be, from any morbid Relicks of the Diſ- 
eaſe or its Remedy, the redundant Seroſity re- 
maining after the Colliquation may be dried up 
before the Blood is fill'd with freſh nutritious 
Juices mixing therewith; the weaken' d Texture 
of the ſame being hereby redintegrated, and made 
aſſimilable thereto: By the Neglect of which, it is 
that ſome have miſt their Cure, which in likeli- 
hood they had met with otherwiſe; inſtead of 
which, by running overhaſtily to their wonted 
Liberty and Cuſtom of Living, they too ſuddenly fill 
their Blood with a Load of improper and unſuitable 
Juice, at this Time of its debile and infirm State, 
and deſpiſing their Purging, Sweating, or Diet, 
as needleſs Pieces of Formality, or a uſeleſs Pe- 
nance, too often incur the Misfortune of an un- 
happy Relapſe, _ 
Dr. Sydenham indeed tells us, the Salivation muſt 
take its Courſe, by which the mercurial, together 
with the pocky Venom, ſufficiently ſpend them- 
ſelves; needing no other Help or Way of Evacua- 
tion. But certainly, as I have ſometimes found, 
* tis 
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tis ill truſting hereunto; for the Sluices being ſer 
open, ſo great a Colliquation, both of nutritive 
as well as excrementitious Juices, hath happen'd 
at theſe Times, that if the Current were not other- 
ways to be diverted, and the Tone of the Blood 
after invigorated, there are ſome of theſe Perſons 
would be in Danger of ſpitting out their Lives, or 
falling into a Conſumption ; others from the impo- 
veriſh'd and languid State of the Blood, into Drop- 
ſies as incurable z which has been the Fate of ſome, 
even where Endeavours have not been wanting to 
turn the Stream. | 

Yer altho' I think this Author was much out 
of the Way in rejecting theſe Poſt- requiſites to a 
mercurial Salivation, he was righter in Regard 
to certain Pre-requiſites thereunto, propoſed as 
neceſſary by ſome others, i. e. phyſicking the Pa- 
tient much before-hand; which he has juſtly cen- 
ſur'd, as only needleſsly haraſſing his Bod „ impair- 
ing his Strength, and weakening his 8 irits, of 
all which he is now ſuddenly more than ever to 
ſtand in need, by Reaſon of the Conflict which 
will be unavoidably excited by the mercurial Par- 
ticles got into his Blood. However, a lenient 
Purgative two or three Days before, and the ta- 
king away a little Blood, from thoſe eſpecially of 
a more ſanguine Temperament or plethorick Ha- 
bit, as alſo a more than ordinary Abſtinence for 
ſuch ſpace of Time, may be neceſſary to keep un- 
der a Fever, Dyſentery or Bloody Flux, and In- 
flammation of the Parts; as alſo to moderate ſome 
other Symptoms which might create Trouble, 
when theſe Remedies are not ſo fit to be put in 
Practice. Bathing likewiſe in warm Water, for 
ſome lean, hot and emaciated Patients, has been 
found ſerviceable. Farthermore, if the Caſe ad- 
mits Delay, the beſt Time for Salivating is the 
more temperate Seaſon, i. e. towards the atterend

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of the Spring, or beginning of the Autumn: Other- 
! wiſe it may be enterpriſed at any other, only taking 
care to provide a good cloſe Room with a Fire 
| ſuitable, in the Winter or extreme cold Weather; 
and one more large and airy, in the exceeding 
Heat of Summer. Let the Woman alſo be laid 
down, juſt after the menſtrual Purgation is over. 


There is one Thing, of no ſmall Moment in 


this Affair, I had forgot, and that is your Choice 
of a Nurſe, who, if poſſible, ſhould be a Perſon 
thoroughly acquainted with this Buſineſs ; know- 
ing how to ſuccour them under their ſeveral Dif- 
> ficulties, as well taking Care of their Mouths, 
by Syringing where it- is wanting, as of their 
| Bowels, by Clyſters, where they are call'd for, to 
| appeaſe their Gripes, and take off the Teneſmus : 
© Otherwiſe you will be liable, at ſome times, to un- 
neceſſary Alarms, and call'd up in the Night too 
| perhaps, where there was no Occaſion : And in- 
| deed I never care to engage in this Work, unleſs 
| Tam well fatisfy'd in the Attendant, who is con- 
| ſtantly to overlook it, able to purſue Directions, 


and in my Abſence, upon any Emergency, knows 
how to obviate or relieve the Symptoms. 

And thus I ſhall take leave of theſe two differ- ofthe Ac- 
ing Ways of raiſing the Pryaliſmus, or mercurial cider ut 
Salivation, in order to the Cure of the ſecond In- Salvation ; 
fection from this Diſeaſe ; having firſt ſpoke ſome- ne — 
what of theſe Accidents that are wont to attend, rea 
and which prove often troubleſome to the Sick, 
as alſo to the Phyſician that has the Care of him. 

Of theſe, one of the firſt is a Diarrhea, a com- 
mon Surventent at the beginning; and it not time- 
ly prevented, ſometimes ſoon terminating in a Dy- 
ſenteria, accompanied with bloody Stools, and 
horrid Torture of the Bowels; which Accident 
you may remove as follows.

ty of Pain, may be inſtill'd a dozen, fifteen or rafin 
twenty Drops of the Landgnum liquid.

be allow'd, that at theſe times, there is nothing of a

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to be done without the Help of Opiates, yet the

Malt-liquors, for ſome time; inſtead of — 
(as before advis'd) let him be kept ſtrictly to the 
Decoct. Alb. aut Rubicundum, or a Rice-water: Let 
bis Chicken be alſo boil'd with a Cruſt of Bread, 
a little of the ſaid Rice, or a few Shavings of Harts- 
horn: All which are gradually to be left off, and 
changed again for the more diluting Drinks, when 
the Diarrhea is check'd, and the Salivation comes 
forward; which is ſcarce to be expected ſo long 
às the ſaid Looſeneſs laſts, by which the Humours 
| are carry d downwards, the direct contrary Way 
they ought now to take. 
Note farther, that in giving Opiaies, you are 

always to obſerve the Conſequence of one Doſa, 
before you order another; that is two Hours di- 
ſtance, or thereabouts, if there ſnould be Occa- 
hon for their Repetition; beginning alſo with the 
leſſer, and proceeding to the larger Quantity, the 
former availing not to take off the Complaint, the 1 
Age, Sex, Habit, Strength or Vigour of Nature 1 
to be infer'd from the preſent Nyihm of the Pulſe, wry 
or its Modus of Vibration) being likewiſe taken + 


into Conſideration. 

The next Accident we ſhall take Notice of, in &jctnef 
taiſing a mercurial Salivation, is the Sickneſs and and Voaut 
Vomiting; which if mild and gentle, may be let a mel 
alone, only ordering the Patient to drink freely 41 . 
of a ſmall Chicken broth, Poſſet- drink, or thin Th: 
W ater- 
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Water-gruel; that his retching may be the eaſier, 
and giving a Sup of mull'd Wine with a Sprig of 
Mint, a little Lemon-peel, a Blade of Mace, or 
bruiſed Clove infuſed therein, to comfort the Sto- 
mach, and refreſh him betwixt whiles; by which 
this Complaint (the Salivation ſoon after riſin 
= off in few Days, without farther Trouble. 
ut if Cardialgia attends, or racking and intoler- 


able Pains upon the Mouth of the Stomach, with 


inceſſant or perpetual Vomiting, Spaſms of the 
Members, continual Sickneſs without Reſpite, 
Leipotbymia or Fainting, with cold Sweats upon 
the Forehead and Eyebrows, it will behove you 
to beſtir your ſelf: Nam jatta eſt Alea, your Pa 
tient is now in the utmoſt Danger, upon which 
account, ſlacking your Hand, you are not only to 
deſiſt from giving any more Mercury, but to tum 
the Courſe of what you have given, downwards 
rather for the preſent; eſpecially if coſtive, by 
directing the common emollient Clyſter with 51. 
or Ziij. of the Sacch. rub. and as much of the 0. 
Oliv. adding, if there be Occaſion, as a Stimulus, 
3]. or Zij. of the Spec. Hier. and as much Sal. 
Gemm. Whilſt in the mean time you are uſing al 
Endeavours to take off the Orga/m in the Spirits, 
and compoſe the enraged Ventricle, with ſome 
ſuitable Cordial Julap, or his burnt Wine; with 
which, if his Pulſe allow, you may mix an Opr 
ate, in ſuch Quantity as the Importance of the 
Complaint, and his Strength, ſhall indicate. 4 
little mull'd Sack, with the Spice as aforeſaid, 
and a few Drops of liquid Laudanum, after his 
Bowels are empty'd by the Clyſter, will ſome- 
times anſwer: Or you may direct the following 
Mixture.

Three or four Spoonfuls of ſimple Mint Wa- 
ter, well freed from the Empyreumatick Oil that 
comes over in the Diſtillation, and ſwims on the 
top, ſupped hot as they drink Tea, is alſo pro- 
per to alleviate this Illneſs; likewiſe Epithemes 
of a Decoction ex ſummit. Avjinth. Rom. with 
ſome of the Aromaticks, as the Rad. Galang. Ze- 
doariæ, Calam. aromat. Caryophil. aromat. Nux 
noſc. Macis, in red Wine, are not improper : 
Flannel Cloaths being expreſt from the ſame, 
made hot, and apply'd ro the Pit of the Stomach ; 
after which the whole Region thereof may be 
anointed, cum Ol. Macis & Nuc. moſc. per ex- 
preſ. adding a few Drops of the OI. Ab/inth. 
fillat. applying over the Empl. Stomach. mag. 

For this Purpoſe I have likewiſe preſcribed, 
(and that with good Succeſs,) the following.

But this Symptom is oftentimes too powerful 
ſor theſe or any other Remedies, and frequently 
arries off the Patient in few Hours Time; be- 
ng uſually owing to the Ignorance of the Un- 
dertaker, in his making too much haſte ro ſpur 
an the Flux, giving diſproportionate Doſes of 
ne Medicine, repeating them too faſt upon each 
her, or continuing them longer than was fit- 
M ting; 
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ting; by which means the Patient, inſtead of 
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meeting with his Cure, is hurried unawares out 
of his Lite. 

A third Complaint very uſual at theſe time 
(and which is always to be expected) is the Sore. 
nels of their Chaps: For eaſing which, at leaf 
in ſome meaſure, let the Patient hold in his Mouth 
{ometimes a little Decoct. Hord. or the Dew? 
Pulli, made lukewarm ; alſo now and then 1 
little warm Milk, which is proper to lenify or 
aſſwage the Pain. But let them by no mean; 
make uſe of any reſtringent Mouth- waters, or 
Gargariſms of Alum, Sage, Plantane, Bramble, 
or the like: Neither yet the digeſtive ones of 
the Fici pingues, Rad. Alth. Liquirit. Paſſul. &c. 
leſt by the one, you harden and dry the Ulcers 
and ſtop the Current of the Rheum ; by the 
other, you too ſoon digeſt, and haſten off the 
Sloughs before their time, healing by that means 
the Sores too ſoon, and ſhortening the Time of 
their intended Spitting. However_where the 
Mercurial Salts, together with thoſe-of the acrid 
Lympha, have caten deep into the Parts, by 
which the Putrefaction ſpreading, there may be 
Danger by the Loſs of Subſtance, of a foul Jaw 
Bone; at ſuch times, I ſay, the Surgeon mult be 
careful to check the farther Eroſion, and pro- 
mote the Digeſtion of the Ulcer; conſuming 
the rotten Fleſh, by touching the Parts, cm 
Melle Roſ. ac Spir. Vitriol. quantitate proporti- 
onata, gut. ſcil. xv. vel xx. Spiritus, ad 3j. Met 
lis predift. Let him alſo at ſuch times make ule 
of a Gargariſm, ex Decoft.

At thelg times allo it frequently happens, that 
the Jaws are ſo lock'd up, that the ſick is hard 
| put to it to receive his Suſtenance, and the Sur- 
| geon harder to inſpect the Ulcers; for obviating 
| which, 1 have been under a Neceſſity of uſing 
| a Bit of Stick, cover'd over with a ſoft Rag, 
and thruſt in at the Corner of his Mouth, be- 
| twixt the backward Teeth, to keep the fame 
| alunder, that the Saliva. might run out there- 
by, and the other Inconveniences be prevented : 
After which, if notwithſtanding all your Care 
to prevent it, any Adheſion happen of the inſide 
of the Cheek to the Gum, occaſioning a Stric- 
ture, and hindering the Patient in the free open- 
ing of his Mouth, or exerciſing the Office of 
Maſtication, the ſame is carefully to be divided. 
Again, it is not unuſual in raiſing a Salivation,

Sal. gem. & Mell 
coct. ac Magnitudinis proprie conformat. which 
emptying his Bowels, and cooling his Body, may 
probably diſpoſe him to a freer Spitting. Now 
alſo a greater Liberty may be granted him in 
his Liquors, of which, for the better diluting

mours upon Motion, and raiſe a Ferment to the 
Hazard of an Abſceſs, and Rottenneſs of the 
Bone itſelf underneath z and certainly this Prac. 
tice is more juſtifiable and honeſt, than upon e. 
very Toph or Induration upon theſe Parts, to gg 
to work preſently with Cauſticks, and lay bare 
the Bone, which is oftentimes untainted; occa. 
ſioning thereby a very painful and tedious Work 
there was no need of, of which I was not lon 

ſince a Witneſs, in a Merchant I was call'd to viſt, 
by Mr. Hardmet, who had been under the Care 
of a noted Medico-chirurgus, and had both Tibia 
laid bare the Compaſs of a Palm, for a ſimpl: 
nodous Tumour upon each of them; and wa; 
confin'd by reaſon of the ſame, nigh half a Yea, 
only, I think, to enhance the Value of a Cure 
he went without at laſt; · there being fifty Pounds 
paid for making a couple of painful Sores there 
was no Occaſion for, and healing them up a- 
gain; or if you pleaſe, twenty-five Pounds for 
making, and ſo much more for repairing the 
Breach. 

In the Management of theſe Nodes, there is 
oreat Difference, even in the Opinions of the 
beſt Practitioners. Our Hoſpital-Surgeons ge- 
nerally open them before they ſalivate, alledging 
for ſo doing, that theſe Parts are as it were the 
Receptacula of the venercal Venom, in the laſt 
Stage of this Diſeaſe, as the Glandules of the 
Groin, in the middle one, and that by keeping 
the ſame ſhut in, beſides the Hazard of the Ca- 
ries ſpreading underneath yet admit ſome Parts 
of them ſhould reſolve under the Pzyali/m, or 
by the Aid of a Mercurial Emplaſter : Yet 
fill ſome other Particles, as a Fomes, may tranſ- 
migrate, or like a new Leaven, again ferment, 
after the Cure was thought to be company 

which 
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which muſt needs be a great Difappointment to 
the Patient, and Diſcredit to the Practitioner 
who undertook the Cure. 
On the other hand, as daily Experience does 
convince us, that many of the faid Nodes, ſome 
of which have been alſo very painful, have been 
entirely diſſipated under the ſaid Colliquation, 
d Diſcharge of the diſeaſed Lympha, without 
ny Inconvenience after enſuing, as I could give 
ſeveral Inſtances in my own Practice, and one 
very lately, where this Judgment of the Neceſ- 
fity of laying open, had been pronounced in Con- 
ſultation z ſo that if you pleaſe to take mine as 
Guide, I am by no means for opening all with- 
out Exception'z for the Membrane ſometimes 
ill chicken, and may deceive you: Or ſuppoſe 
the outward Lamina ſhould riſe, yet if there be 
o Inflammation externally, no Fluid percepti- 
ble, fluctuating under the Skin, with little or no 
Pan, I would cover them with the Ci:nabarine 
r mercurial Emplaſter, and haſten the Salivati- 
on, when very frequently they do abſolutely re- 
ove and diſappear. Or admit ſome Induration 
kf behind, yer if the Patient remain perfectly 
ay, being in all other Reſpects freed from his 
litemper, and ſo continues, the fame may be 
ſuffer d to remain without Danger oftentimes, as 
ves the ſimple indolent Schirrus very common» 
among the flethy Parts. 
In my Art of Surgery, 1 bave given ſome In- 
ances of this latter, and have myſelf ſeen ma- 
7 of the former, of ten Years ſtanding and up- 
mrds, without other Inconvenience than the 
nere Deformity. Mr. Miſeman preſents you 
FIth an Account of theſe Crabſtict like Tibias, 
bone of twenty Years ſtanding, being frequent 


a the Weſt-Indies, together with ſeveral In- 
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ſtances of Nodes reſolving under Topicks, wi 
the help of internal Regimen: And the Trouble 
attending others thus laid open. Of the 1; 
particularly his 46h and 534 Obſervations. (/ 
the firſt, his 76, 77 and 59. and of the Perm. 

78. where he telz 
us, he has ſeen many ſuch beyond Sea well cur', 
with theſe Knots remaining. 
Burt if the Part be already inflamed, tending 
to ſuppurate, much more if Matter be perceiy' 
already to fluctuate therein, the Caſe is different; 
and you muſt open the Tumour, making way to 
the Bone; which at ſuch times is generally ob- 
ſerv'd to be carious or rotten underneath.

or common Auungia, and rubbing it into the Soles 
of their Feet, every ſecond or third Day, for ſix 
or eight times; and Nich. Maſſa (whoſe Writ- 
ings encourag'd Hildanus to make the Experi- 
ment, as he ſaith, ſucceſsfully) aſſures us, that the 
Unction may be ſafely practiſed upon Women 
with Child, as well as young Children; of which 
many Inſtances might be given. Yet neverthe- 
leß I think this Practice tho? ſometimes warrant- 
able, not raſhly to be follow'd ; inſtead of which, 
for the diſeaſed Infant, I ſhould much prefer gr. 
1]. or it}. of Calomel. given with a little Sugar 
over Night, in their Water-pap or Panada, or 
with a Spoonful of thick Milk; the next Morn- 
ng purging it off again, with one or two more 
of the Hr. Roſ. ſolut. or de Cichor. cum Rheo. 
which may be repeated once in three or four 
Days, till the Diſtemper is overcome. At other 
times I likewiſe order gr. viij. or 3. of the 
Aithiops min. ſ. i. pp. to be taken the ſame way, 
Night and Morning; whilſt their Food is alſo 
medicated with a Decoct.

Riverius aſſures us, that to an Infant born with 
this Diſtemper, and cover'd over with Puſtules, 
Scabs and Ulcers, at fifteen Days old, he gave 
two, and ſometimes three Grains of the Precipit.

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tance, who undertook his Cure for five Shilling, 
but whilſt the Contract was making, the poor 
Boy not taking Care to conceal the Running, x 
Maid-Servant brought his foul Shirt to his Mo- 
ther, who ſent for me, to conſult what ſhe muf 
do. Upon Examination, I found he had a fin. 
ple Running, without other Symptom, unleſs the 
Smart of his Water. I began his Cure by purg. 
ing him with 5j. of the Pil. ex duobus, and gr. x1, 
of Calomel. in four Pills, which he took the next 
Morning, and which (altho' he never had been 
uſed to any purging Medicine all his Life-time) 
gave him only three or four Stools, and as man 
Vomits: Wherefore the Day after I encreaſed the 
Dole to z}. with gr. xv. of the Calomel. which 
now worked about half a ſcore times, and which 
Doſe I repeated afterwards every other Day, foral- 
molt a Fortnight; when the Running was much 
leſſen'd, grew whiter and more tenacious z how: 
ever, being a ſturdy Youth, and bearing the Ope- 
ration very well, I purged him twice a Week, for 
a Fortnight longer; at which time the Flux en- 
tirely — nor did I fee Cauſe to give any 
manner of Terebinthinate or Balſamick Medicine 
at all, only to eaſe the Smart of his Water, for the 
firſt Week or ten Days, he took 3F. of Sal. Pru- 
nel. with as much white Sugar, in a Spoonful or 
two of Barley- water, drinking a Draught of the 
{ame after, twice and ſometimes thrice in a Day. 
Here was indeed an excellent good Habit of 
Body, and a careful Mother, who was his Nurſe, 
and obſerv'd that he ſtrictly conform'd to the

Calomel. next Morning, which work'd with 
him, as he ſaid, above twenty times, and gave 
him ſeveral Vomits; wherefore I diſpos'd him 
to reſt that Night, with an anodine Draught ex 
aq.

Days after, in regard of his Phyſick ſtill work- 
ing, bur very moderately. However the Flux 
growing more virulent, the fourth Day follow- 
ing his laſt Purge, I order'd 3j. of the Pil. with 
gr. xv. of Calomel. which moved him half a do- 
zen times downwards, and upwards twice; in 
the Evening he took his Draught as before; com- 
plaining next Morning ſomewhat leſs of the Ul- 
ceration, as alſo of the Diſturbance from his 
Urine. The Extremity of the Prepuce was dreſt 
with a Pledgit of Ung. Diapompholygos, ſecur'd 
with a Slip oſ Cloth ſpread over with my Cerat. de 
Lap. Calaminari; leaving him ſome more Dreſſings 
of the ſame, as he had Occaſion to make Wa- 
ter, and continuing Purging him as before, eve- 
ry other Day (the Phyſick working now more 
agreeably) for a Fortnight or upwards: Vet not- 
withſtanding the Running was thereby jelſen'd 
in Quantity, it {till ſeem'd to retain its Virulen- 
cy, by its greeniſh Colour; the Ulceration alſo 
at the Extremity, (upon which it was very trou- 
bleſome to keep on the Dreflings) encreas'd and 
grew Chancrous; the End being ſo contracted as 
to threaten a Phimo/is, for I could by no means 
tract or ſlip back any Part of it (by Reaſon of 
the great Pain it occaſion'd) to come at the iu- 
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fide Sores. He had now alſo a Chordee in the 
Night Seaſon, giving him very great Diftur. 

onſiderations, having fo 
mented the Part with a Decoction, ex Fol. Malu. 
Verbaſc. Roſar. cum Flor. Sambuc. Melilot. ac Se. 
minibus Lini, 1 ſprinkled a little Precip. rub. on 
the Edges, laying on the ſame — before; 
and to prevent any farther Conſtriction, for the 
Relief of the Part, gave him in the Evening, 2 
Bole with gr. ix. of Turpeth. Minerale, in the 
Conſ. Roſ. which vomited him near as many 
times, and did remarkable Service: For the next 
Day the Ulceration was leſs painful as well 2 
fretful, the Prepuce alſo being ſo relaxed by the 
Fotus, and the Revulſion made by the Emerich, 
that I could come to lay my Pledgit on the in- 
ſide. However, I ſtill continued the Fomenta- 
tion, and mixing a little Præcipitate with the 
Unguent to deterge the Sordes, dreſt up as before, 
The next Day he was purged, and ſo for two 
or three Days following: But not getting that 
Ground J expected in this Way of Purging al- 
though with Calomelanos always admixed, I be- 
gan to ſuſpect my Patient had been under the like 
Predicament formerly; yet upon the ſtricteſt En- 
quiry, could find no Symptom of a Pox upon

Young Merchant was brought to 
me by an Apothecary, who about 
three Weeks before had contracted 
this Diſeaſe, which, he ſaid, would 
not in the leaſt give Way, though he 
had purged him almoſt every Day, with 5j. of 
Extraft Rud. and as much of the Pil. Coch. 
Min. but without Calomel. that notwithſtanding 
it ſeemed to encreaſe, and the Running of a 
yorſe Colour than at firſt. 

Upon Enquiry, how he had managed himſelf 
luring this Courle of Purging, 1 was informed, 
that the People of a neighbouring Tavern uſed 
to make his Water-gruel, where he was wont 
lo ſtay all the Time of its Working, and to dine 
t the ſame Place; when his young Phyſician 
net him in the Afternoon, and fat with him 
o or three Hours drinking, of which, becauſe 
t was white Wine, he was told he might take 
what he would. Wherefore I the leſs admir'd 
t the Want of Succeſs under ſuch a Regimen; 
and examining the Penis, which he took out, 
he Matter dropped down upon the Floor, in a 


few Minutes, as I conje&tur'd, near a Spoonful ; 


t the ſame Inſtant he drew out a-Clour, that

bur very thin, dreſt them up, returning the Pre

Yet nevertheleſs the Flux ſtill contiuued i tc

So that I rd 
forced to vomit him with Turperh. Minerale, u \V! 
which I found he was no Stranger, having been be. 
often clapp'd before, as I ſome time after under r. 
ſtood. By the firſt Vomit, although the Chan Ve 
rew ſome what leſs painful, and after the Pre 
cipitats had been repeated three or four Time 
more level'd and better diſpos'd for healing vith 
Yer did the Flux continue, and appear'd almo:yFeure 
as virulentas at firſt: Wherefore making a firicyWiter 
ter Enquiry, I found he was broke out in Pu bim 
rules, as well in ſome other Parts of his BogW8"g 
dy, as about the Scalp ; and had palmed the; 
Clap upon a former Pox. Upon which AccounJWputti 
J would have falivated him, but he would noi Alte 


comply 
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comply; ſaying, he wanted only to be cur'd of 


his Clap : So that I try'd again, and vomited him 
with the Turpeth. which had good Effect in 
ſubduing the Malignity, and leſſening very much 
the Running; but I durſt not proceed farther 
this Way, for fear of his Chaps, which be- 
gan already to be tender, and he was reſolved 
not to take any more Vomits, ſuſpecting I de- 
fgn'd to make him ſlaver. As for any thing elle, 
he told me, he would ſwallow any Medicine, how 
nauſeous ſoever, that would remove his Running. 
I then wrote the following Preſcript.

This Medicine worked well, nor did it make 
him very ſick, ſo good a natur' d Stomach had 
be to any Phyſick almoſt whatever; ſaying, if I 
zpprov'd he would double the Quantity: I or- 
der'd his Friend the Apothecary to add zj. to 
the Terebinth. and by that time he had taken 
four Doſes more after this Manner, the Flux was 
reduced to little more than a ſimple mucous Gleet. 
Wherefore I immediately put him ypon the Uſe of 
the Balſam, as it is ſet down in the foregoing Ob- 
ſerration, which finiſh'd his Cure in about a 
Week more. His Chancres grew milder after his 
alt Vomit, and were quickly after dry'd, with 
2Pledgit expreſs d from the Lac /ublimat. Not- 
withſtanding all which, that I might farther ſe- 
are him what I could, upon his Importunity, 
fer ſecond Thoughts of his Condition, I order'd 
him 3j. of Calomel. every fourth Night, pur- 
ang it off gently with an Infuſion of the Rag.

But about three Months afterwards, complain. 
ing of ſome little Stop in his Urine, and obſer. 
ving the Stream to come our, as it were, forked, 
he conſulted me again; and ſeeing him urine, | 
ſuſpected the Cauſe: When paſling in a ſcarch- 
ing Candle, about the middle Way I obſerved: 
Rub, which however upon _—_ I got over, 
and thruſt forwards towards the Valve without 
other Impediment ; and drawing forth the Cu- 
dle, there follow'd ſome Blood, occaſioned by 
the Compreſſion of the fungous Excreſcence. l 
gave him that Inſtant to underſtand, that there

Deſiring my Affiſtance, I attended him the ſame 
Evening, being furniſhed with a reſtringent In- 
jection of a Decoction from the Gal. imma.

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Revulſion try to relieve the Part; accordingly | 
gave him gr. viii. of that Preparation, which 
vomited him ſtoutly for fix or ſeven Times; for 
I found he had never taken any mercurial Medi. 
cine. After this, I directed an Anodyne Hauſtu 
ex Ag. Flor. Paralyſ. Zij. Hr. de Mecon. 3vj. A 
Mirabil. zij. to take off the Hurry owing to 
the Emetict, and diſpoſe him to Reſt. In the 
Morning I found him much caſter, yet perpetu- 
ally ighing, which increaſed my Sulpicion of 
the real Cauſe. I then gave him 36. of the 
Pil. ex duobus, with 3j. of Calomel. (finding no 
good to be done with Lenients) which worked 
britkly about a Dozen Times, and vomited hin 
alſo; when I perceived the Swelling begin to 
give Way: Wherefore I purged him again next 
Day, being unwilling to loſe the Opportunity of 
emptying the obſtructed Teſticle, and fo alters 
Diebus tor three or four Times more: Where. 
upon ſome of his Friends murmured, ſaying, that 
ſurely J intended to purge him to Death, and 
that he ſtood more in need of ſtrengthning Re- 
medies.

[t had been, I underſtood, the Misfortune of 
this Perſon, that having repreſented his Caſe to 
one pretending to ſome little Knowledge in Phy- 
ſick, firſt of all, as a Strain or Weakneſs in 
his Back, he was adviſed to take ſome Turpen- 
tine boil'd up into Pills with Bole Armeny, 
whereby the Flux being ſtopp'd, this Accident 
was haſten'd; and by which through his Mo- 
deſty, or rather Folly, in concealing his Caſe, he 
narrowly eſcaped an Impoſtumation; for I was 
my ſelf at one Time very apprehenſive, that I 
felt Matter (though it ſeem'd very deep) to fluc- 
iuate under my Fingers.

all Night; he was ſeis'd next Morning with a 
ſhivering Fit, a Fever enſuing: After tew Days 
perceiving his Genitals affected with an Infdan- 
mation, he ſent for a Surgeon, who finding him 
with the ſame high upon him, and beginningto 
be diſorder'd in his Head, refuſed prudently tobe 
concern'd without a Phyſician :- And the next 
Morning I was deſir'd to viſit him. I found him 
with a quick but depreſt Pulſe, a dry Tongue, will 
m his Look, and incoherent in his Talk. 

Examining the Penis, a large Tumour, with 
Inflammation, extended to the Pubes; the End 
next to the Glans appearing with a Chry/zalline 
on the Extremity of the Prepuce, ſome Parts 
whereof were veſicated, and beginning to gan- 
grene. 

The Caſe being thus deſperate, I advis'd the 
Surgeon to make ſeveral Scarifications, any 
enough to fetch Blood: After which, he dre 
up with melted Liniment, ſomewhat quicken'd 
with the OJ. Terebinth. and a hot Cataplaſm of

Hear, and perſpire the febrile Matter by the 


Pores, in a Diaphoreſis. Bliſters likewiſe were 
apply'd, for the Relief of the nervous Syſtem, 
which was threaten'd with Convulſions: The 
ſame Evening a ſpirituous Fomentation was pro- 
vided, boil'd with an Elixivium, and the Dreſ- 
| ſings taken off, the Parts well ſtup'd there - 
with. Ie 


The Day following, when we met again, we 


found a Mortification ſpread quite up to the Root 
| of the Yard: So that I was once deliberating 
on the entire Exciſion: But finding upon farther 
Enquiry, that although on the one Side it had 
taken the. Corpus Cavernoſum, with the Bulb of 
the Urethra on the ſame; yet on the other it 
enter*d-not ſo deep, fo that ſcarifying again, we 
apply'd our Dreſſings both a#zally, and ftill more 
potentially hot than before, by encreaſing the 
Quantity of the OJ. Tereb. He began to grow 
very outragious, and got out of Bed from his 
Nurſe, but calling in more Help, was after- 
wards reſtrain'd, and kept down therein. 

About this Time ſome Eruptions appeared on 
his Neck and Breaſt, of the miliary kind, ſo that 
it was very evident here was not only a Febris 
mali moris, but one truly of the malignant kind, 
and that the ſame was no Way ymptomatical from 
the Inflammation, bur this latter rather a critical 
Tranſlation, ſettling perhaps here rather than 
ellewhere, by the Flux of Humours from the 
Infection lately received: For albeit we had no 
Matter as yet from the Scarifications, yet it was 

apparent 
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apparent there iſſued out of the rotten Ductus, 
Humour of a greeniſh rather than yellow Co. 
lour, like that of the moſt virulent Claps. 
Thus we went on for three or four Days lon. 
ger, the Patient doing, as we ſay, all under him; 
his Palſe intermitting, tremours of the Hands, ſu. 
ſultus of the Tendons thereof; and it was not with- 
out much Difficulty that we got any thing down, 
ſo that indeed I expected every Morning for (e 
veral Days, to hear of his Death; yet a kind 
Providence, it ſeem'd, had intended this great 
Sinner a Reprieve for ſome longer Space of 
Time; and after we had given him over in our 


Opinions, though ſtill uſing the utmoſt of our 


Endeavours for his Recovery, there happen'd x 
wonderful turn in his Favour, his Convulſions 
wearing off, and his Pulſe mending, his Head 
alſo better ſettled, and he at ſome times gave them 
Notice of his want to make Water, in which 
there appear'd ſome Signs of what they cal 
Concoction; the Eruptions having run a Stage of 
almoſt twenty Days, began to crumble off; the 
Oppreſſion on the Præcordia remoy'd ; his Tongue 
ſofter and more pliable; about which Time, that 
which gave us {till greater Encouragement, the 
Mortification, which ſeemed at a ſtand for ſeve- 
ral Days paſt, began now to ſeparate, as appear d 
by the Digeſtion round about, and in another 
Week, we had got off the greateſt Part of the 
Sloughs, as well from the Penis, as higher up on 
the Pubes, the Gonorrhea now plainly diſtinguit- 
able from the Running of the Ulcers. 

The Patient being reduced exceeding low by 
the preceding Fever, and hisBlood impoveriſh- 
ed, twas leſs wonder, that for want of Balſa 
therein, theBreach was longer in repairing ; but 


we had ſomewhat more than that to . 
ſtill: 
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ſtill: And though ſome Parts incarn'd, yet could 
not the Surgeon, with all his Induſtry, getthem 
cicatriſed ; ſo that after ſeveral Weeks fruitleſs 
Attempts, I was again deſir'd to goto him, and 
coming to take a View, I obſerv'd, as it were, 
the Stump of an ill fayour'd Penis, without Glans 
or Præputium, on one Side healed, on the other 
raw, with the Fleſh callous, or rather chancrous; 
a Fungous ariſing thereon, which though Endea- 
yours had been uſed to keep under, by ſtrowing 
on the Præcipitate, yet did it {till encreaſe, even 
before the Slough could be digeſted off, the Run- 
ning alſo continued from the Paſſage. 

Upon farther Enquiry, I found a Bubo in one 
of the Groins, with many ſcabby Puſtules on the 
Scalp, as well as other Parts of his Body: A 
plain Indication of a ſecond Infection, or a Pox 
antecedent to this laſt Gonorrhæa, which I dif- 
cover'd to be of long ſtanding; for he own'd he 
had been ſeveral times Clapt, and never well 
cur'd of any. I told the Surgeon therefore, he 
mult expect no Progrets in the ſame, unleſs by 
dalivation. He ſaid, he had purged him as his 
Condition would allow, with Calomel. mixt up 
with Lenients, as Caſſia, Manna, Elect. Lenit. 
and lately giving twelve Grains over Night, 
carry'd it off next Morning, with the 
Vecoct. Sene, and Syr. RO. Sol. But alas 
the Diſeaſe was too obſtinately fixed, to give 
Way thereto; and 'twas my Opinion, he 
ſhould forbear proceeding this Way any longer, 
but having palliated the Ulcer with the Smoak 
of the Cinnabar, burnt in a Cloſe-ſtool Caſe, the 
naked or raw Parts hanging over the ſame Morr- 
ng and Night, for a Week or ten Days time, 
drefling with Lenients, as Diapomph. Ung. Tu- 
lie, my Cerate de Lap. Calam. or dry Lint; fo 
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Strength, he ſhould bring on a Pryaliſm.

ſoon as he was a little better recruited in hi 


Purſuing my Direction, he found his Expee. 
tation anſwered, the Calloſity relaxing, and the 
Ulcer drawing in, grew much leſs painful ; & 
that the ſame, by the help of the ſaid Topicks, wa 
near dry'd up before he enter'd upon Salivatim; 
under which, enterpris'd about a Month after, 
the Cure was compleated; the inguinal Tumuy 
entirely reſolving, and the Puſtules every where 
dying away and falling off. Vet {till a ſmal 
Quantity of Matter, but of good Colour, the 
Malignity being taken off, iſſued forth the Urz 
thra, for which after the Declenſion of the 
Spitting, he gave a Pot of my Balſamic Elec. 
ary, formerly obſerved, which in a ſhort Time 
healing alſo the internal Ulcers, the ſame ceaſe 
any longer to appear, when the dry Diet, with 
the Decoction of the Woods was enter'd on, and 
proſecuted ſome little Time. 

In about twelve Months after this, however 
indifferently provided, as you may infer from the 
preceding Account, he made Courtſhip to, and 
(not heeding any Impediment) marry'd a Wo- 
man, ſuitabſe indeed in Vears, but how in other 
Reſpects is beſt known to themſelves. His Mo- 
tive, he ſays, was to avoid farther Fornication,

A virulent Running, with a Chancre and 


Periphimoſis. 


Married Man, having been out in 
Company, drinking harder than u- 
321 ſual, had no fooner left them, but 
became a Prey to one of the Night- 
walkers in Cheapfide, who having 
pcz'd him up, and carry'd him to the Tavern, 
not only empty'd his Pocket of his Money, but 
cap'd him alſo. Some few Days after finding 
Dilturbance from his Water, it paſſed for the 
Stone or Gravel, to which he had been tormer- 
ly ſubject; till the Running appearing, made 
his Diſeaſe manifeſt ; for Relief of which he 
vent privately from one Quack to another, till 
the lame increaſing, he could no longer conceal 
It from his Wife, who ſent for me. He had 


been now ill about four Months, having a large 


cbancrouis Ulcer, that had almoſt devoured one 
vide of the Glans ; from the exquiſite Pain of 
phich, the Prepuce, which lay always back, was 
b inflam'd and tumefy'd, as to occaſion a Peri- 
img /s; by which the Neck of the ſaid Glaus, 
5 allo the Prepuce itſelf, was ſo {traiten'd, that 
nere ſeemed Danger of a Gangrene. Beſides 
Ms, there was alſo a very large and virulent Dit- 
charge from the Meatns, or a conſtant Stillici- 
lum of an ill- condition'd Matter; the Glan-

dules in each Iuguen being alſo ſwell d and bat, 
but without Inflammation, and which ſeeny; 
rather Symptomatical, or the Reſult of the Pan 
and Fluxion upon the adjoining Parts. 

Having mixt up fome Precip. rub. with n 
Digeſtive, and therewith arm'd a Pledgit, I lai 
it gently upon the Ulcer; then cauſing an emol 
lient and diſcutient Decoction to be provided q 
the Fol. Malve, Verbaſc. Summit. Centaur. Hy 
ric. cum Flor. Chamomel. Melilot. Sambuc. the on 
half was uſed as a Fomentation, the other being 
thicken'd with Farin. Fabar. was after appli 
all round the Prepuce, as a Pultis. In order u 
take off his Stranguria, which ſtill continu, 
and demulce the Acrimony of the Humour, he 
was directed conſtantly an Emulſion ex Sem. M. 
lon. Lactuc. & Papav. alb. in Ag. Hord. and for 
the ſpeedier Eaſe of the Parts thus gredtly pains 
ed, I vomited him with gr. x. of the Turp. Min 
having a ſtrong Conſtitution to work upon (and 
which I had reaſon to believe under ſome of the 
former Undertakers, had been uſed to mercuril 
Remedics) which moved him eight or nine 
Times upwards, and gave him ſeveral Stools 
Abating ſomewhat of his Complaints, and leſſen 
ing the Flux of Humours; two Days after I pie. 
vail'd for the Repetition of the ſame Medicine; 
as knowing it the beſt and quickeſt Way to he 
him, and by which I perceived the Preputum 
much relaxed, the Chancre alfo better deterg' 
and ſoftenꝰd; I propoſed therefore going on with 
the fame once in two Days, till I had raiſed: 
light Spitting; but my Patient having much Bu- 
ſineſs upon his Hands, as alſo Acquaintance coll 
ing in to viſit, would by no means riſque b 
Reputation (on which a handſome Living W®

211 


gave him 5j. of Calomel. with 35f. of the Pil. 
ex duobus, every other Day for a Fortnight; 
which worked well, and in great meaſure purg- 
ed off his Gonorrbea Endeavouring allo by

| geſtive, to heal the Ulcer, that was till a little 
callous about the Edges z and for the reſolving 
thereof, I ſhock'd him once more with the Tur- 
eth. and to prevent the Soreneſs of his Chaps, 
Ipurged off next Day, and the Day following, 
with the Pill alone, leaving out the Calomelanos. 
After which I ſet him upon the Stool, and fu- 
med both the Glans and Prepuce with the Cin- 
mbar, as before directed in our Diſcourſe; from 
whence, after the third or fourth Fumigation, 
he Malignity being perfectly overcome, the Cal- 
olity alſo, as well on the Glans as Præputium, ſo 
often'd, that the latter was now capable of be- 
ng {lipped over, and again returned, with little 
Dificulty : All which Time he was ſtill conſtant- 
7 purged with or without the Calomel. fo as to 
void making his Mouth ſore, and keep under a 
dalyation. The Glands in Inguine reſolved af- 
er his ſecond Vomit, and quickly after the third, 
he Chancre being freed from its callous Edges, 
as heal'd with a Pledgit of Diapompholigos, and 
little of the Precipitat.rub. therewith admixed :

But after this, a new Symptom appearing, we

-ourſe : And being call'd in again to viſit her, 
when I inſpected her Throat, ſhe had of late 
complain'd of, being very ſore, I found a ſordid 
Ulcer on the Baſe of the Uvula, a Slough lying 
deep in the ſame, ſeeming to have eaten quite 
through.

In regard hereto, as I knew of none more 
likely than my Fuzz, fo I initantly order'd a Pa- 
per thereof to be burnt under her open Mouth, 
whilſt ſhe ſar inclos'd, as cuſtomary, within the 
Blanket; and to be repeated, ar leaſt once a Day, 
the Ulcer, between whiles, being toucht with à 
deterſive Mixture, ex Mellis Roſ. 3j. Tintt. Myrr- 
3j. Merc. ſublim. corrof. gr. v. vel vj. a Cargariſin 
alſo was provided, as you will ſee in other Caſes 
of like Nature. : After 
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After the fourth Fumigation, her Mouth grew 
very tender, the inſide of her Cheeks inflam'd and 
ſwell'd, and the Day following /lought in ſeveral 
Places, which I was no way concern'd at, intend- 
ing hereby, as it had ſo faln out, to keep up a 
Salivation to ſuch degree, as her Circumſtances 
would admit, ſtill repeating it for three Days 
longer, by which the Putrefaction encreaſing, 
and the Sloughs thickening, ſhe now began to 
ſpit about a Quart a Day, without any Hin- 
drance from Looſneſs, or other Symptom to re- 
tard the ſame. 

Whilſt ſhe was under this Salivation, her Huſ- 
band in great Conſternation, as knowing himſelf 
the Author of her Misfortune, call'd in Mr. Pal- 
mr to conſult with me; who viewing the Con- 
dition of the Ulcer, with its Situation, and ſuſ- 
pecting a Prtyaliſin, this way raiſed, would not laſt 
long enough to extirpate the Diſeaſe; and that 


there might be Danger of its ſpreading on the 


Os Palati But indeed, being leſs uſed to this 
way of Practice, not having, I believe, ſeen ſo 
many Inſtances of the ſurpriſing Effects of this 
Remedy, and better acquainted with the Union, 
he was of Opinion the Flux ſhould be raifed 
higher by a moderate uſe thereof; and when the 
great Belly was objected, with the Conſequence 
of a Miſcarriage at this Juncture, obſerving her 
to be a ſtrong Woman, he encourag'd her, al- 
ap, there was no Danger, for that Women in 
her Condition, eſpecially about the Time of her 
Reckoning, went through as well as others.

his utmoſt Efforts and her Aſſiſtance, was unabſig en 

to proceed farther than the Labia Pudend. where B. 

for leſs than a Minute perhaps, as he acknow /. 

ledg'd, the Glans Penis on a momentary Erecti Munp 


on, was impreſt, and preſently flag'd withou 
3 an 
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any Emiſſion of the Sem, which he never had 
diſcharged in his whole Life. The next Day 
he began to complain of his Water more than 
uſual, for he was frequently ſubject to Stranguria 
from a Schirrus about the Neck of the Bladder, 
or Glandule Proſtatæ The next Day after that, 
1 meaſly Spot appear'd at the Extremity of the 
Claus, and in the Evening a Matter drilling 
through, had ftained his Shirt; ſoon after which 
there aroſe ſeveral Ulcerations, as one upon the 
Clans, three or four about the Scrotum, and one 
upon the inſide of each Thigh below the Ingui- 
14. He now allo was infeſted with a troubleſome 
Priapiſm a Nights, ſo ſoon as he fell aſleep ; 
which ſeemed ſomewhat the more unexpected, 
being ſcarce capable of a natural Erection at other 
times, at leaſt of any Duration. Bur the moſt 
troubleſome Symptom of all, was a perpetual 
Micturitio, or Teneſmus, if I may call it fo, up- 
on the Neck of the Bladder. 

Being juſtly alarm'd at theſe Symptoms, and 
the daily Progreſs of the Malignity, in the great- 
eſt Conſternation imaginable, he apply'd him- 
ſelf to me; whom I found in the Condition juſt 
now obſerved, and for whom I immediately di- 
rccted the following Electuary and Apozem, to 
moderate his moſt preſſing Grievance.

dan. to alleviate his Complaint in ſome meaſure 
and diſpoſe him to reſt; purging it off ney: 
Morning with the following Draught, being 
ſome what fearful of the diagrydiate Purges, on 
Account of their too much ſtimulating and 
heating the Blood, at lcaſt under our preſent 
Circumſtances.

This Draught worked gently, fix or ſcyen 
times. On the ſame Night I directed a large 
Draught of his diuretick Decoftion, in which wi 
diſſolved Zj. of the Hr. de Meconio, in the room 
of the other Syrup, which procur'd hinva tole- 
rable good Night, and took off his Priapiſmus; 
promoting farthermore a gentle Diaphoreſi 38 
allo a Diureſis before next Morning, for his 
necding being much moderated, he began to 
urine more plentifully than he had done two or 
three Days before. That Day he continued his 
Electuary and Apozem, but the next, I ventur'd 
him with 36. of the Pil. ex duobus, and OJ. 0! 
Calomelanos, being afraid the Accidents from hi 
Clap would rather improve under lenient Pur- 
gation. But I found the Pills worked not ſo 


well as his Draught, his Strangury returning 
alſo before Night; wherefore the fame After 
noon I order'd Zxiv. of the Decoct. Com. i- 
Clyſt. cum 3K. Terebinth. ven. in ovi vitel ſolit. 
to be injected as a Clyſter; which gave him tWẽ 
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er three Stools more, and very much abated the 
Niſturbance on the Neck of the Bladder. 

This Evening I order'd that there ſhould be 
in readineſs an Emulſion, ex Amyed. dulc. excort. 
Numb. vij. Sem. 4. fr. maj. ana zj. Papav. alb. 
36. in ag. Hord. bij. cum Sacch. ad placitum; 
of which he was to drink frecly in the Night, 
if he found Occaſion. The Day after his Friends 


ſent Dr. Groenvelt to meet me, upon Suppoſition 


of a Stone; but I was utterly againſt paſſing the 
Catheter, for fear of exciting ſome freſh Diſtut- 
bance, and increaſing the Inflammation and ſymp- 
tomatick Fever: So that giving a Hint of the 
Cauſe (at leaſt what Tapprehended) I convinced 


the Doctor this was no fit time for a Search z 


which was therefore forborh, and we procceded 
with our Emulfions, giving with each Draught 
zh. of the Spec. Diatrag. fr. or the Pulv. Alth. 
nag. 

But whilſt we were thus endeavouring to take 
oft the Stranguria, the Virulency got Ground; 
the Running encreaſing and the Ulcers ſpreading 
and growing chancrous : Wherefore I now kept 
him to his mercurial Bolus over Night, and his 
purging Hauſtus in the Morning, for half a Do- 
zen times, every other Day. Aſter which, not 
finding the Progreſs I expected, I gave him a 
Bole with gr. viij. of Tarpeth. Min. which vo- 
mited him five or ſix times, and relieved him 
much, as to all the Symptoms; not only render- 


ing the Ulcers afterwards more mild, the Diſ- 
charge leſs, and of a better Colour from the Pe- 


nis; but taking off the Stimulus from the Neck 
of the Bladder, and thereby caſing him of the 
Trouble, in ſome meaſure, he laboured with be- 
tore, of holding the Chamber- pot always under 
him. The ſame Evening, when his Stomach 
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was throughly ſettled with a Sup of mull'd white 
Wine, he took a Draught of his Emulſion with 
3vj. of the Hr. de Meconio, and lay quiet moſt 
Part of the Night. 

All this Time the Chancres were dreſs'd with 
the Merc. precip. rub. mixt up with the Digef. 
tive, and ſometimes the ſame was ſprinkled over 
them to keep down the Fungus, where it wy 
apt to be troubleſome. 

After three Days Reſpite from the laſt Exe. 
tick, I repeated the ſame, with the Addition of 
or. ij. and thereby, as I thought, ſo gain'd upon 
the Ulcers, which were now ſoftened an well 
deterged, and tending to cicatrize, that I ſhould 
have little need of farther Purging or Vomiting 
either: But ſuch was the Unhappineſs of this 
Gentleman's Conſtitution, and the Proneneſs of 
his Blood to catch hold of the venereal Poiſon; 
ſuch alſo the ſingular or peculiar Virulency of the 
Taint itſelf, notwithſtanding the {light Manner 


of its Communication, that by the Time theſe 


Sores were healed np, there appcar'd a Serpigo 
below, upon each Thigh, although I had de- 
ſignedly kept open two of the other Ulcers, lon- 
ger than the reſt, for the Diſcharge of the Ve- 
nom, and the Stillicidium ſtill alſo continu'd drop- 
Ping, though very moderately, from the Ure- 
ma. 

Upon Sight of theſe, I again betook my ſelf 
to the Turpeth Min. repeating it three or four 


times, at ſuch Diſtance as to avoid ſlavering him, 


and giving the purging Hauſtus, but without the 
Calomel. the Days following, to carry the Hu- 
mours downwards; by which I perceiv'd theſe 
late Gueſts preſently to move off: And now in- 
ſtead of the Running, there appear'd only a 
ſmall Gleeting, juſt glewing up the Paſſage, "r 
whic 
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which I ſupplied him with a little Pot of my 
Balſ. Capiv. made into a Paſte with Sugar, giv- 
ing him Directions to take a Morſel thereof Night 
and Morning, and ſo diſmiſs'd him, as T had hopes, 
with a Cure. 

But three Months after, he return'd to me 
again with yellow cruſty Scabs broke out upon 
his Head and Forehead a Serpigoupon each Arm, 
another on his Breaſt, with three or four more 
upon his Thighs and Legs; having had before 
theſe Eruptions, a violent nocturnal Cephalea : 
For all which I muſt own I was much concern'd, 
knowing he had been very regular in the takin 
of his Medicines, nor was there Cauſe to ſulpett 
any freſh Infection. I therefore defir'd him to 
conſult ſome other Gentleman of the Profeſſion, 
before he enterpriſed what I now propoſed, which 
was a ſpitting Courſe; but he was then under a 
Neceſſity of taking a Journey, and ſhould not 
return till a Month after; defiring me to give 
him ſome what that might keep the Diſtemper 
for ſuch a Time out of his Face, where it be- 
gan to ſhew itſelf, in the Puſtules aforeſaid: For 
which end, I directed a little Vial of a ſablimate 
Lotion, with a Pot of Ung. Alb. cum Merc. pre- 
cp. alb. as it is inſerted in my Treatiſe de Morbis 
Cutaneis, for the Herpes or ſerpiginous. Erupti- 
ons. 

Six Weeks after this I receiv'd a Letter, 
wherein I was deſir'd to procure a Nurſe with 
Lodging, and all the neceſſary Apparatus for 
bis Salivationz which I did, and on his coming to 
Town, after two or three Days reſt, proceeding 
L have before directed, with gr. xv. of Calomel. 
Night and Morning ; by that Time he had taken 
about Zitj. of the Medicine, his Spitting was 
come up to three Pints a Day, ſoon after to two 
5 | Quarts;

Although being, as WM: Lox 
J have before obſerved, overrun with Tam Wow 
and now conſcious that he had formerly labour'd could 
with the Diſeaſe, it was many Months, I may be to 
ſay Years, before he would believe he was well, Wchaſt: 
if he docs yet: For long Time after he had e N 
been my Patient, the Stigmata from the quo Marr. 
dam Ulcers, and Serpigines, when he was hot Wn J 
with riding or walking in the Summer Time, atis. 
appearing with an Effloreſcence beyond the other ¶ ina 
Parts of the Skin next to them, he would come He 
to me as a Perſon affrighted, for fear of his Ma- br a! 
lady returning; and having read much of they: 
Diſeaſe, eſpecially the Quack Bills, that were cn Er 


ſually put into his Hands, he would apply every 
Symptom to himſelf: So that if his Head acheb 
never ſo little, as after a drinking Bout it did 
ſometimes, or a Pimple appear'd about him; nay 
ik it were but a Flea-bite, (as J have found 1 
no other ſeveral times) it was ſufficient to cal 
him into a Fit of Melancholy, and make him 
paſs away whole Nights in feeling of his Nose 
and Shin-Bones, 11 


on the Venereal Diſeaſe. 
In order to his farther Satisfaction, and to 
caſe my ſelf of theſe unneceſſary Viſits, I went 
with him one Afternoon to Mr. Charles Bernard, 
and gave him an Account of what I had done, 
25 well for the firit as ſecond Intection; who 
upon a very exact Scrutiny, and after certain In- 
terrogations (being privately appris'd of the Gen- 
tleman's Temper) declar'd him ſound, in regard to 
his Pox, as any Perſon whatever; biddiog him go 
home contented, eat, drink, and be chearful. 
He was at the ſame Time ſearched for a Stone, 
but none was found, only a Calloſity about the 
Sphinfter. 

When little more than two Years had paſſed, 
the ſame Perſon unhappily intangled himſelf in 
Love Affair, with a young Gentlewoman; and 
notwithſtanding his Infirmity, of which he 
could not but be too ſenſible, yer fancying (as 
he told me weeping afterwards) a modeſt and 
chaſte Woman would raiſe his Appetite, and be

He thought Dr. G had done him good 
fr a little while with his Cantharides; but they 
mly acted by their Stimuli, procuring no ſemi- 
ul Emiſſion, or any more than a ſlight Erection 
aaa momentary Duration. I after conſulted 
Dr. M upon the Caſe, who preſcrib'd 
ne Gummy Pills, ex Ammoniac. Galban. cum 
Lite Veneris, drinking the Spaw- water upon the 
ame: He farther propoſed the cold Bath; but 
when J objected the too great Criſpature already 
the Fibres about the Proſtate and Yeficule 
ninales, together with the over Tenſity of 

Q thoſe 


the Means of his Cure; he farther engaged in 
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thoſe which are appointed to ſhut up the fad 
Veſſels; he readily acquieſc'd, and recom. 
mended his experimenting the Waters of the 
Bath, at Bath, both internally as well as ey. 
ternally; where he has oftentimes been fin 
bur till lives miſerably under the greater Diſtur. 
bance of Mind, by Reaſon of a Concern for 
his virtuous Conſort. | 

This Hiſtory affords us an undeniable Demon. 
ſtration, that the Teſtes, Yaſa deferentia, and 
Seed-Bladders, as alſo the Proſtatæ, are not the 
Parts (at leaſt always) concern'd in this firſt In. 
fection, or the Seat of Claps; and that ther 
needs no ſpermatick Efflux, to propagate the 
Contagion, but a ſimple Contact only of ſome 
ulcerated Part, or other therewith contami- 
nated. 

Had I uſed the Fumigation to this Patient, 2 
T once intended, on the Account of his Char: 
chres, which were many and very corroſive; [ 
ſhould have ſurmiſed the roo haſty drying them 
away, before the Poiſon was farther ſpent by 
their Digeſtion, had been a Means of tranſmit- 
ting the ſame into his Blood, and of giving Rik 
to the ſecond [nfettion.

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A Serpigo on the Forehead, ſeeming incon- 
ſiderable, but creating an uncommon Dif- 
ficulty to conquer ; wherein the Effect of 

the Union too haſtily repeated. 


SAR Gentleman having a ſmall Puſtule 
broke out above his Eyebrow, and 
in Company with the Surgeon be- 
longing to his Family, deſir'd a 
Patch, who accordingly apply'd a 
Bit of common Plaiſter upon black Silk, pro- 
miſing to cure the fame for a Bottle of Wine 
not ſuſpecting the latent Fire from whence this 
Ittle Spark was kindled : But after ſeveral Days, 
finding the ſame ſtill ſpread, he was conſcious he 
had been too raſh in making his Prognoſtick 
that it would be well in a Week's time. Vet be- 
ng in Honour thus engaged, uſed his utmoſt 
Endeavours to get the Malady heal'd up, ſome- 
umes with Diapompholigos, at others, Ing. Tutiæ, 
Defccat. Rub. and among the reſt, my Cerate : 
Notwith{tanding all which, the malign Humour 
encreaſed ſtill under all of them, growing cal- 
bus and cruſty about the Edges, with a Slough 
n the midſt, ſhewing plainly its /erpiginous Na- 
ure: So chat he was obliged to uſe a Digeſtixe 
mth the Precipit. 7u9, by which, when he had 
ceanfed the Ulcer, ſoften'd the Edges, and 
brought it in a manner to ſkin over, in one 
Night's time it would crack, and by the next 
Day he found the Work to begin atreth ; inſo- 
auch, that perceiving now there was no rely- 
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ing upon Topicks, he = him Calomel. between 
whiles, purging it off again; but it look'd ax j; 
his Body had been too much uſed to that Reme. 
dy for long time paſt, to be affected much there. 
by; the Serpigo altho' healing with an ill-favourd 
Puckering of the Skin, running ſtill higher, til 
it had reached the upper Part of the Forehead 
on the other Side, freſh Soughs ſtill ariſing a 
often as the old ones were digeſted out. 

After ſome Months thus — to no Purpoſe, 
another Gentleman of the fame Profeſſion wy 
call'd in, who viewing the Herpes, and ſeeing 
the obſtinate Condition of the fame, propoſe 
to ſubdue it by giving Turpeth. Mineral. once 1 
Week, for three or tour times, which was ac- 
cordingly adminiſter'd, till his Chaps began to 
be affected thereby. 

Had this Method been purſu'd, fo as to hare 
raiſed a P7yaliſmus, it had probably anſwer'dEx- 
pectation : But his Affairs, it ſeems, at leaſt In- 
Clinations yet a while, oppos'd the fame, and 
render'd it as ineffectual as all they had done be- 
fore; for tho' the Ulceration ſometimes dry'd 
up, and ſeem'd likely ſo to remain, yet the 
Foundation not being good, the Superſtructure 
was preſently demoliſh'd, and the fame, con- 


tracted to the Compaſs of a Spangle one Day, 


would, as already intimated, ſpread by the next 
to that of a Sixpence, with indurated Edge, 
and Sordes in the middle, again engender'd. 

At the Year's end, or thereabouts, he came 
in Company with his Surgeon to my Houſe, 
where I had a ſummary of all their Proceedings, 
and the Diſeaſe ſtanding thus ſingly by itfelt, 
without any other concomitant Symptom, at 


leaſt apparent. It not being thought proper to 


alk Queſtions, I was at a ſtand, whether to im- 


pute 
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pute the Source thereof to ſome ſcorbutic, ſtru- 
mous, or venereal Dyſcraſy. However, it was 
plain, that without correcting the Juices, we 
ſhould never be able to anſwer his Expectation. 

In order to this, I preſcrib'd him an Electuary 
of the Crude Antimony and Aithiops Min. made 
up with the Conſ. Fumar. which was calculated 
for all three, with a Decoction of the Rad. Sar- 
ſap. Lapath. Acut. c. much after the ſame man- 
ner as directed in a preceding Hiſtory. Bur 
his Stomach alſo, which was very puny, quite 
pall'd with his former Medicines and an irregu- 
ar Way of Living, would not retain either to 
much Purpoſe, being ſubject to vomir up all his 
Liquors, of what kind ſoever, ſo ſoon as he lay 
down in his Bed. I then preſcribed the Cinnabar 
of Antimony and Gum. Guajac. to be taken with 
Decoction of the Moods only, in the following 
Form, having beforehand order'd a medicated bit- 
ter Wine for ſtrengthening his Stomach.

At the ſame time that this Method was ſet 
down, I order'd that he ſhould keep his Fore- 


ual within a Blanket, for Ulcers in the Throat; 
o that the Efiuvia might ſtrike up againſt the 


head over the Smoke of the Artificial Cinnabar | 
once a Day, for half a dozen Times, enclos'd as 
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as what I had at firſt propos'd ; and thoug 
I would not pretend to enſure his Life, nor ye 
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Part, at ſuch Diſtance, that the Heart might na 
incommode him. When he had proſecuted this 
for a few Days, the Ulcer grew milder and ſofte 
round the Edges, and ſoon {kin'd over; but con- 
tinued not long before it inflam'd afreſh, and 
broke out ſtill higher up: After which, but not 
without great Importunity, he concluded onhe. 
ing ſalivated; and accordingly prepar'd his By. 
ſineſs for the ſame. I propos'd the Unionas the 
molt effectual; but ſome Perſon of his Acquain- 
tance having miſcarry'd that Way, under the Ii. 
ſpection too of a Man of Eminence in Practice, 
it was oppoſed, and we began by giving ſmal 
Doſes of Calomel. twice, and ſometimes only 
once a Day: Yet in Oppoſition to all our En- 
deavours for obviating thereof, his Bowels were 
ſo feeble, that as often as he took it, however 
guarded, it ran through him, and by many Stoob 
attended with Griping, brought him ſo low, thit 
he was forced to keep in Bed for ſeveral Day 
and we to give over, after we had ſpent the bet- 
ter half of the Time allotted for his Confine- 
ment, without any Progreſs gr Advance in the 
Way intended: And I found it was to little Pur- 
pole to go on thus, with a Perſon I was nowin- 
form'd, had been quacking privately for ſever 
Years paſt, and harraſing his Body with mer 
rial Medicines, to get rid of a Diſtemper fr-W ul 
quently contracted, and which, by ſo doing, be w 
had endeavour'd to conceal. 

When we had therefore deſi ſted for ſome Days 
and that he was a little recruited, I told him 
plainly I knew of no Means ſo like to anſwer, 


the Succeſs, yet I doubted not but by a gradui 
Procceding, and careful Overſight, (which I pro 
* misc 
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mis'd him) he would get well through, and re- 
ceive his Cure. Accordingly, at about three 
Weeks end from our Atrempt with the Calomel. 
I order'd the Surgeon to ns in about an eighth 
Part of my uſual Compoſition (3j. of Argent. viv. to 
Fl of Axung.) trom the Ankles up the Legs and 

highs, and that only each other Day, for three 
or four trmes, that by this leiſurely Way of 
blending the mercurial Globules with the Lym- 
pha, we might diſpoſe them to take the ready 
Road to the Fauces, and miſs the Inteſtines. In 
the Interval, to ſupport his Spirits, he drank of 
a Julap, impregnated with Coral. the Decoct. Al- 
bum cum Ag. Cinnamom. Chicken-water boil'd 
with Rice, for his Drink: He had alſo a Mix- 
ture ex Conf. Fracaſt.ſ. m. upon occaſior, to take 
two or three Spoonfuls after every looſe Stool; 
and as ſoon as ever he felt any griping, a Grain 
of Laudanum, 1n a ſmall Pill, with a Drop of the 
OI. Cinnamom. likewiſe mull'd Wine, and a Sack 
Clyſter to be injected cum Ovi Vitello & 3. Te- 
riace Andr. 

When the one half of the Compoſition had 
been thus expended, without any Alteration, un- 
leſs ſometimes a Stool or two in a Day, he be- 
650 to grumble that the Spitting would not riſe: 

pon which I adviſed the remainder ſhould be 
uſed once every Day, in the ſame Proportion, 
which was executed accordingly, with no far- 
ther Alteration. So that his Diſcontents en- 
creaſing, when I came to viſit him, he told me

The Ulcer lay all this while very quiet, appear- 
ing, tho' very flowly, to be again upon Cicatri- 
fing.

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For our farther Security, his flannel Dreſs of 
Shirt, Trouſers, Stockings, cuſtomarily worn 
upon theſe Occaſions, were all removed, and 
other freſh, but well aired, put on in their ſtead, 
leſt ſome Particles of the Mercury, lodging in 
the fame, ſhould ſtil] enter the Pores, and heighten 
the Diſorder.

This Inſtance may both caution the young Sur-

to admit me a Sight of her Condition: Where, 
upon Inſpection I found many hard Warts on

Chancres on the inſide; one of them being ſear. 
ed juſt before the Meatus Urinarius, which gare 
her exquiſite Pain, at the Time of renderin 
her Urine; which together with the other Flux 
from the Lacunæ round about, furniſh'd ſo large 
a Quantity of an ill-colour'd Matter, as mad: 
_ take it for the Woman's Diſeaſe afore. 
ſaid. 

Her Huſband, who was now at Sea, we could 
get no Account of, but by his Character and 
Courſe of Life, there was much Reaſon to ſuſ- 
pect he had given her the Diſtemper; and by 
hers, that the had it no where elſe. However, 
having acquainted her Relations with the Stats 
of her Circumſtances, in that Reſpect, I ws 
deſired to take Care of her. 

I began her Cure by giving her gr. xij. of Ca- 
lomel. in a Bolus over Night, purging her nexi 
Morning with an Infuſion of the Rad. Nbei. 
Fol. Senæ, Tamarind. as formerly directed; and 
repeating both, as often as her weak and tender 
Conſtitution would allow. Of the Yerrucz ſome 
I touch'd with the Butyr. Antimon. others, 
which were yet harder, with the Lap. [nfernalis, 
and others again with the Lunar Cauſtick. On 
the Chancres I ſtrew'd a little of the Precip. ru. 
as I could come at them, which having ſomewhat 
digeſted, and diſpoſed the Sloughs to a Separati- 
on, I touched with a Lac Merc. ſublim. ſtronger 
or weaker, as I found ſhe could bear the Smart; 
which however proving very painful, when I 
had purged her ſufficiently, I ſer her over a Seat 
as uſual, and fumed them with Cinnabar . a 

| ay 3 
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Day; by which they were ſoon dry'd and cica- 
trized. Bur at the End of five Days (which is 
an Accident I do not often meet withal) ſhe com- 
lain'd that her Mouth was very fore, and which 
am fatisfy'd was owing chiefly to the Fumiga- 
tionz ſhe having taken no Calomel. for ſome Time 
before. Upon which Complaint I had Thoughts 
of purging her again, and that Way carrying off 
the mercurial Particles gotten into her Blood; 
till finding upon farther Enquiry, that ſhe was 
broke out in other Parts of her Body, eſpecially 
about her Head, I alter'd my Deſign, and en- 
| courag'd it rather, perſuading her to go on, and 
giving her ß. of Calomel. every Night for three 
or four Times, by which the Soreneſs of her 
15 increaſing, with ſeveral Sloughs about 
the Edges of her Tongue, I deſiſted, and care- 
fully attended her Spitting, which proceeded or- 
derly for ſeventeen or eighteen Days. After 
which ſhe was gently purged, and dieted as uſu- 
al; her ſweating being intermitted in Regard of 
the Lownels of her Spirits, and the hyſterick Pa- 
roxy/ms to which ſhe was ſubject. The Run- 
ning ſtill continuing, though in ſmall Quantity, 
and otherwiſe alſo of good Condition, I direct - 
ed 5j. of the Balſ. Capiv. in an Electuary, 
which happening to purge her more than I ex- 
pected, I added a little of the Pulv.

on zj. of the Cinnab. Fact. placing her Body,

plentifully, but was very reſtleſs and uneaſy, by 
Reaſon of his ſore Chaps. 

In about a Fortnight the Chancre grew wel 
diſpoſed, the Ulcer alſo in his Groin was con 
tracted to one half of its former Compaſs; th 
Lips ſubſiding, and beginning to cicatrize fron 
the Edges, and by that time he got through hi 
Courſe, at the End of five or fix and twenty Wi 
Days, he not only was cleared of theſe, but in: 
Manner his Running alſo, which was preſent 
ly after healed with a little of the balſamick Re 
medy. But notwithſtanding all imaginable Car, 
by a flannel Muffler, to ſecure theſe Parts from 
the cold Air, by the Time his Salivation ws 2 
the height, or a little before, the Glands were 
ſo filled and diſtended by the Inflammation; hi 
Tongue alſo ſo exceedingly tumefy'd, that his 
Mouth was by no means able to contain it : For 
the Tip thereof hung out beyond his Teeth ani 
Lips, more than an Inch, ſeveral Days; hi 
Jaws were allo lock'd, that we were forced to 


roll up a Rag, and tye it round, thruſting on: ** 
in at each Corner of his Mouth. Being redu- far 
ced to this Extremity, he was all that Time ur- 

able to ſpeak, writing his Mind on a Paper, 0. ha 
making Signs of his Wants by his Fingers, poin- an 
ing to his Nurſe. What farther added to hi 4 


Difficulty, was the Viſcoſity of the Lympha, a 
ſome times, which endanger'd his being almoll A 
ſtrangled therewith; and indeed if he had net 8.

Head inclined upon a Pillow before him, upon a 
Table, where he ſometimes took a Nap; having 
all along a good ſtrong Pulſe, and otherwiſe 
© hearty, getting down alſo (but with great Dif- 
ficulty) three Pints or two Quarts of his Chicken 
Broth in twenty four Hours, and ſometimes alſo 
a few Spoonfuls of a Cordial Julap. 

I was very deſirous he ſhould have his Cure, 
and unwilling therefore (if I could help it) to 
take off the Flux, till it had farther ſpent itſelf. 
However, for fear of the worſt, I directed an 
emollient Clyſter to be thrown up daily, when 
it was at the height, which gave him a Stool, 
and ſometimes two, and gradually revuls'd the

| declining, his Tongue retracting as formerly, and 
his Mouth being healed, he was purged, ſweat- 
ed, and dieted, and returned to his own Houſe 
in a perfect State of Health for the Time, or

o WM having run himſelf under the like Predicament, 
n- 2nd ſought elſewhere for Relief, as I ſuppoſe, 
ho but was diſappointed; began to complain of a 
MW fore Throat, for which he aſked my Advice. 
of: And being ſatisfy'd of his Way of Living, I 
oo gave him my Opinion, that there was ſomewhat 
more than a common Catarrh, or Cold, that he

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pretended of late to have contracted ; however, 
I told him, he might bleed firſt in the Arm, 
and after under the Tongue: I directed likewiſe

Relaxation there was of the Uvulaz which lat- 
ter he uſed a little while, but would not bliſter, 
I would then alſo have directed a Calomel. Bo- 
lus, to be purged off again: But being acquaint- 
ed with the Remedy, he fell into a Paſſion, and 
aſk'd me, if I intended to flux him, which he 
told me he would ſooner die than undergo again: 
But he was ſure (whatever there might be then) 
there was now no need thereof. Upon which, 
leaving me, he applied to another, till after ſe- 
veral Months, till growing worſe, he conſulted 
an Apothecary (his Acquaintance) that carried 
him to Dr. C z. Who inſpecting the relax- 
ed Uvula, told him, it muſt be cut off. Thence 
they went to Mr. Blundell; but he ſuſpecting 
ſome venereal Taint, took him aſide, and aſk'd 
him, if he had never been clap'd, or to that pur- 
pole; which he ſtrenuouſly denied. In few Days 
after this the ſaid Jula began to mortify at 
the Tip of it; wherefore he again applied to 
the ſame Phyſician, who order'd that it ſhould 
preſently be excis'd, or that otherwiſe his Life 
might be endanger'd. In his return from the 
Doctor, being much affrighted, he vouchſafed 
me another Viſit; aſking my Thoughts peremp- 
torily, whether or no I could cure him with- | 
out cutting or ſpitting? I told him I could, and 
as for the firſt, it was not practicable in his pre- 
ſent Condition; nor would it avail without Re-

And when the 
third Dram had been thus ipent or conſumed, 
the Mortification ſeparated, the Sloughs lil 
remaining in the Ulcer, on the upper Part ot 
the ſame, as alſo on the Tonſil, which I found 
was deeper than I expected; I then directed the 
Mixture following, with an armed Probe dit 
therein, warm, to touch theſe Parts, taking di- 
ligent heed that none of it ſlipt down the 
Throat.

Ulmi of Dr. Bate, to waſh his 
Mouth, alſo a thin Mucilage of the Sem. Cydon.

by which he ſoon grew eaſy, and got down Stairs, 
as he had been at the Weeks end, much con- 
trary to my Advice and Perſuaſion. Being now 
reſolutely bent upon a Journey into the Country, 
there was no prevailing with him to take a Di- 
et-Drink I intended him; nor indeed ſcarce a 
Purge, above once or twice: Wherefore I told 
him directly, that what J had now done, I could 
not warrant would more than palliate, and keep 
his Diſtemper under for the preſent; and that 
unleſs he would ſtrictly obſerve a Method, which 
ſhould not confine him otherwiſe than to a re- 
gular Way of Living, it was a Chance but that 
he would relapſe; deſiring his Friends that were 
then by to obſerve the Iſſue, and the Caution 1 
now gave him. He told us, he would be tied 
tono Method, nor did he think there needed 
any; for now his Throat was well he had no 
other Illneſs that required it. His Relations 
however prevailed, that he would take ſome 
Medicines along with him, which I preſcribed 
in the Manner following.

Health, and would not therefore be perſuaded, 
upon his Return, to take either them, or any 


thing elſe, that might have ſecur'd him, or con- 


firm'd his Cure: So that, in about three Months 
after his Fumigation, he began again to com. 
plain, although of the other Tou, which hi 
Apothecary inſpecting, found ulcerated, and ſo 
very tender, that he could not ſwallow but with 
great Difficulty. Upon which I was again ſent 
for, and coming to ſee him, he ſaid, he was ve 
ry ſorry he had not been governed by my former 
Advice; for he found my Predictions were come 
to pals, and he could only blame his own Obſt: 
nacy and Indiſcretion. Having examin'd thi 
new Diſturbance, I immediately ordered he ſhould 
be let Blood; there being great Inflammation on 
all the back Part of the Fauces, and for the Ul- 
cer on the Tonſil, the ſublimate Mixture before 
mention'd; alſo the Gargariſm as at firſt, with 
gr. xij. of Calomelanos, in a Bolus (which Me— 
dicine always worked doggedly with him, mak- 
ing him excceding ſick, and which therefore he 
was very averſe to the taking, if he knew it was 
preſcribed) over Night, and a purging Draught 
for the next Morning; which we repeated three 
or four Times, at ſo many Days Diſtance. In 
the Intervals, and for a Month after, he was 
kept ſtrictly to the Arhiops Min. 9ij. in a Doſe 
each Night and Morning, which pleas'd himthc 
rather, for that it gave him no Diſturbance,

Ie) Pcrion who had formerly rode in the 
Guards, and made ſeveral Campaigns, 
Fe where he led none of the ſtricted Lives, 
having diſcharg'd himſelf of his mili- 
tary Employment, marry'd, and be- 


| took himſelf to another Occupation: When, at- 


ter ſeveral Years had paſt, he was often com- 
plaining of a fore Throat, for which he was as fre- 
quently let Blood, blifter'd and purged 'till the 
Diſeaſe returning with greater Severity, he was 
recommended by his Aporhecary to me for Ad- 
vice. His Complaint now being not only of his 
Tonfils, which were much inflamed, and one of 
them ulcerated ; but alſo of a little Sore in the 
Roof of his Mouth, or Os Palati; telling me 
farther, that when he ſmoked, he obferved the 
Fume, ſome Part of it, to come our at his Noſ- 
trils; the like of his Liquors, if he drank haſti- 
ly; and thathhe was ſure it was not by the back- 
ward Part behind the Vvala, becauſe it had ſerv'd 
him ſo of late, when his ſwallowing was very 
well, and his Throat gave him no Diſturbance. 
3 Upon 
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Upon examining the Palate, I perceived 3 
ſmall Hole, which let in the End of my Prohe 
quite through; nor could I find the Bone there. 
in, or he remember the coming away of any Part 
thereof, or Soreneſs extraordinary upon the Place 
"till now of late. The Fleſh I found was ſpon- 
gy round about this Orifice; but how far the 
Bone was gone, was hard to ſay, the Perforation 
being no larger than to admit the End of a ſmall 
Probe, as I have already taken Notice. 

I gave him my Opinion however, that it wa 
venereal, which he could ſcarcely believe; for 
that he had been now married above ten Years, 
to a very modeſt Woman, by whom he had Chil. 
dren: That neither ſhe nor they had ever been 
diſeaſed in all that Time, wherein he was ſure he 
had never once gone aſtray: And farther, (which 
ſeemed ſtill more ſtrange) that when formerly he 
had kept Company, which he ingenuouſly own'd 
he had done, and lain with ſeveral Women; yet 
he never remember'd to have had one Clap, only 
at ſome times a little fretting (which is uſual) up- 
on the Neck of the Glaus, which healed of it- 
ſelf, or with alittle Pomatum, or Tallow melted 
by the Candle; and for which he was very cer- 
tain he had never taken one Grain of Phyſick; ſo 
that he rather beliey'd it (what had been told 
him) to be the Evil. But were it ſo, or not, he 
ſaid he would put himſelf under my Hands for 
Cure, which I began (his Body being juſt pre- 
par'd by bleeding, lenient purging, and blilter- 
ing) immediately by the Fumigation, intending 
afterwards to ſalivate: But the Cinnabar ſaved 
me that Labour, as it fell out; for after four or 
five Times ſmoking of his Throat therewith, 


his Chaps began to ſwell as kindly as we could | 
wiſh ; the inſide of his Cheeks and Tongue pe-

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ing quickly after ſloughed, and he ſpit very plen- 
titully z which I continu'd (by forbearing the 
Sufitus, and giving about gr. xv. of Calomelanos 
between whiles, for three or four times) for 
more than twenty Days.

| When the Sordes with the Fungus being now 


removed, there was left a Perforation big enough 


to admit the End of my Finger; which Vacui- 


ty (being impoſſible to be ſupply'd with Fleſh or 
Callous) when the Tenderneſs of the Edges was 
worn off, was fill'd up with a Bit of Sponge 
faſtened ro,a Silver Plate, and fitted to the Ca- 
rity, making a handſome Arch as before: So that 
he could now both ſmoke and drink without the 
laſt Diſturbance. Being pleas'd with this Arti- 
ice, he caus'd another to be made, that he might 
ſhift them, as he did daily, in Order to keep his

before was foul and fetid, Became well deterged, 
ſweet and clean; breathing now thereby as wel 
as through the other Noſtril: The Rednels and 
Tenderneſs alſo wore off on the outſide; nor could 
1 find that there had been any Exfoliation from 
within. The Week after, before his ſpitting 
was quite ceaſed, the Ulcers in his Groins were 
incarn'd, and ready to ſkin over, the callous 
Edges reſolving perfectly and falling in; being 
quickly after cloſed by the Help alone of my Ce- 
rate. One of the Ulcers of the Tibia was like. 
wiſe contracted into a ſmall Compaſs, and wel 
condition'd, quickly after alſo healing; though 
it was a Month longer before the other was de- 
ſquamed, or ſcaled : About which Time, having 
been only once purged, and kept a few Days to 
his Diet, he grew Anaſarcous; whereupon | 
gave him a Decoction only of the Guajac. witl 
an Infuſion of the Bitters, twice a Day. I would 
then again have purged him with ſome Hara: 
gogue But conſidering this Dropſy was owing 
to the over-lax and colliquative State of hi 
Blood, pur into Fuſion by the Mercury, and con- 
ſequently rather indicating corroborating and 
ſtrengthening Remedies, I was fearful of Ca- 


tharticks, much more of Sudorificks : YetT ſome* 
times 
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times adventur'd to give him the Tinct. Sacra, 
| which warms and ſtrengthens at the ſame Time 
that it carries off the ſerous !Humour. But we 
were ſoon oblig'd to deſiſt alſo from this, and all 
other hot and ſpirituous Medicines, by Reaſon 
of a Hemorrhage from the Lungs, which with 
a Fir of Coughing, returned once in two or 
three Days; wherefore neglecting his Dropſy, 
and calling in Dr. C (who was related to 
him) it was concluded, that there was nothing 
to depend on but the Aſſes Milk, with Co,. 
Ref. and the teſtaceous Powders, together with 
the Aſſiſtance of the Country Air, it being the 
Spring Time; when at that Inſtant, hiring a 
Chair, he was convey'd two or three Miles from 
the Town's End, where he purſu'd this Method 


with great Advantage; his Blood being hereby 


ſoften d, and his Cough moderated. So that 
his Bleeding returning leſs frequently, and when 
it did, in much leſs . he got ſo much 
Strength as to walk about the Garden, and at 
length to get on Horſeback; during which his 
Dropſy continued at a ſtand, for which we now 
adventur'd to give him, z{. Dij. and zj. of the 
Pulv. Rad. Rhei once, and ſometimes twice a 
Week, thereby gradually emptying his Thighs 
and Legs. His Scrotum alſo being much tume- 
hed, was by a proper diſcutient Fotus, and the 
help of a Bag Truſs to ſupport it, quickly re- 
duced, and by the continuance of his moderate 
Exerciſe for fome Time after, in the Country 
Air, intirely, with his other anaſarcous Swellings, 
diſpers'd. His Appetite, Complexion, and Fleſh 
recruited, and he returned ſtrong and luſty at 
the End of two Months, or ten Weeks Time, 
to his Father's Houſe in Town.

and the Tone thereof alter'd by ſome Diſorder 
on the back Part of the Fauces; particularly the 
Uvula, as I ſuſpected, as I did likewiſe the Cauſe 
of the ſame: But not being conſulted, I had no 
Buſineſs to offer my Service; the Suſpicion wis 
farther heighten'd by one of the Ale Naſi Lob 
ſerved pinched in, with a cruſty Scab appearing 
at the Entrance. | 

He had conſulted an eminent Phyſician, whe 
believing it a loſt Caſe, and taking it for a com 


the Country Air, and therein the Uſe of Ae 
was brought Home, as his Friends thought, te 


dye in a few Days; when I was deſir'd to 5

on the Venereal Diſeaſe; 


him. Coming into his Chamber, I had him ſet 
upright in his Bed, where he appear'd a very 
frighrful Object; and holding a Candle in one 
Hand, whilſt with the End of a Spoon in my 
other, I depreſt the Baſe of the Tongue I found 
the Jvula gone, with the greater Part of both 
Amygdalæ, the whole Palate, and behind on the 
Muſcles of the Pharynx, as far downwards as 
could be ſeen, over-run with depaſcent Ulcers, co- 
ver'd with Sordes; and it was with much Dif- 
ficulty, holding my Ear to his Mouth, that J 
could underſtand one Word in three, though 
raining himſelf with his utmoſt Effort to pro- 
nounce them. I then apply'd to his Relations, 
enquiring how he got down his Nouriſhment ; 
who told me, that his Liquor, here of late eſpe- 
cially, though y=ruUs by Spoonfuls, return'd in- 
ſtantly by the Paſſage of the Noſtrils; and that 
any other Aliment, as Chicken Broth, with 
Bread, or Panada, could find no Admittance to 
his Stomach ; for that the Muſcles inſervient to 
the Swallow, being prey'd upon by the virulent 
Humours, ty'd down, as it were, and withal fo 
tender, that they were unable to perform their 
Office; inſomuch, that in like Manner with 
thoſe labouring under a Cancer of theſe Parts, 
he was in real Danger of being famiſht, thro' 
want of Conveyance of Suſtenance to the 
ſame. | 

This was indeed the real Caſe of this unhap- 
py Man, who, as I underſtood by his Friends, had 
not, for many Days paſt, been able to let down 
his Nouriſhment of any kind. 

Having order'd them to retire, I ſat down 
cloſe by his Bed- ſide, and told him my Thoughts 
of his Condition : Upon which he own'd, that 
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about fifteen or ſixteen Years before, he had: 
Gonorrhea, and believing himſelf well cur'd, like 
other careleſs People, not thinking a Poiſon of 
that kind could be fo long latent, eſpecially ina 
free Way of living, and drinking hard almoſt 
all that Time, he had no Thought of the ſame 
giving riſe to his preſent Sicknels. 

I could give very little Encouragement; nor 
was there indeed Room for any thing unleſs my 
Fumigation, which I told him he rag, expe⸗ 
riment in {mall Quantity, and at ſuch Diſtance 


he could hold out. Accordingly, without far- 


ther Delay, I return'd to him the ſame Evening, 
and burnt under his open Mouth, (the Curtains 
only of his Bed being drawn round him, for he 
could not bear to be cloſer ſurrounded) a Scruple; 
next Morning half a Dram, which he ſuſtain'd 
beyond Expectation; and after the fourth Time 
of its uſe, perceiving ſuch wonderful Relief, as 
to the Eale of all Parts of his Throat, his Nurſe 


and he went on, fometimes every Day, at others 


once in two Days, *till they had thus ſpent an 
Ounce of the Medicine, which had not the leaſt 
rendency to make him ſlaver; but in little more 


than a Fortnight, had ſo entirely overcome the 


malign, rebellious Ulcers, that the Parts which 
before we began, appear'd Worm eaten, full of 
putrid Holes, and rotten Sloughs, lay now all 
{mooth, deterg'd, ſoft, mild, and ſkinning over; 


and the miſerable Man, who juſt before could 


not Jet down one Drop of Broth or Grewel of 
any Sort, by that Time a Month was expar'd, 
devour'd a large Chicken at a Meal; his Drink 
allo, taking heed in ſwallowing leiſurely, 


paſſing with very little riſing up to the Paſſage 
through the Noſe, 
1 : : Though 
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Though I am fully ſatisfy'd the Fume did all 
in this ſurpriſing Recovery, yer I directed the 
Parts twice a Day to be touch'd with the Mix- 
ture of Mel. Roſ. and the Flos. Ung. Ae ypr. 
and that he ſhould uſe a vulnerary Decoction, ex 
Fol. Plantag. Equiſet. Fragar. Sanicul. in Ag. Hord. 
ſweeren'd with the ſaid Mel. in form of a Gar- 
gariſm between whiles; and being thus remark- 
ably recover'd, I purged him once a Week with 
Calomel. given over Night, and Manna diſſolv'd 
in Whey next Morning, repeated three or four 
times; likewiſe a Sarſa Drink was preſcribed to 
be taken with Milk for ſome Weeks. He is 
now ſtrong and luſty as ever in his Life, and ſet- 
ting aſide the Impediment of his Speech, as free 
of any Complaint; the Ozæna healing alſo with 
the other Ulcers, by the help of the Fume, with- 
out any Application, unleſs throwing up at ſome 
times a little of the Liquor he uſed as a Garga- 
in. 

As I never propoſed this for an eradicative 
Cure of an Infection, thus confirm'd by Length 
of Time; ſo when his Strength was fit for the 
Enterprize, I propos'd, and indeed importun d 
him to undergo a Salivation, which might ſe- 
eure the ſame: But his Affairs, on the one Hand, 
not favouring ſuch receſs from Buſineſs; and a 
ſtrong Perſuaſion, on the other, that he did not 
ſtand in need thereof, were the Reaſons why it 
was not put in Practice. For the Reputation of 
this Remedy, it is now ſeveral Years paſt, the 
Cure ſtanding good, and we haveno other Way 
that I know of, to reconcile the ſame, than by 


ſuppoſing the whole of the Venom, ſeparated 


from the Boſom of the Blood, lodg'd as a local 
ferment, upon the Parts of the Fauces, ſubdu'd 


by 
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by the mineral Steams affecting the ſame in thei 
flight upwards; or the ſubtilty of the ſaid Efty 
via to be ſuch, as that entering alſo deeper, an 
getting into the Blood, they are moreover ſuf. 
cient to deſtroy all other Parts of the ſaid Poi. 
ſon, lurking therein; and this either perceptibh 
in the Ptyaliſin ſometimes raiſed thereby, or the 
Diarrhea conſequent alſo at ſome others, or im- 
perceptibly to our Senſes, by ſome peculiaity 
of Texture, altering and vanquiſhing the Sm. 
nium of this Diſtemper. 

The only Reaſon I had, even to hope for Sue. 
ceſs with this Patient, was, that the ſame being 
overlook'd as well by himſelf as his Phyſici 
not a Grain of the Antidote had been exhibited; 
for had the Diſeaſe held out formerly againt ; 
mercurial Battery, in a long continued Siege, re 
duced to theſe Straits, yet not ſurrender'd, 
ſhould have much queſtioned the Force of m 
cinnabarine Bombs, thus lighted and thrown of 
which though perhaps blowing up the Out 
works, might not ſo certainly have reached thi 
Enemy retir'd into the Citadel; if it be allow 
able I ſhould take a Metaphor from Mars in thi 
Concerns of Venus.

An Ulcer behind the Uvula, with a Node 
upon the Tibia, in another Hectical Patient. 


F ſome Affinity with the former is 
this following, by which the nota- 
Zo ble Effects of the Fumigation will 
oaappear farther manifeſt. | 
oO) A Gentleman from the Eaft-11- 
dies, very Crazy his whole Voyage home, was 
brought ſo very low when he came aſhore, that 
he was ſcarce able to walk without Support: 
His Complaint was of a ſtubborn Headach, with 
a feveriſh Indiſpoſition, a Soreneſs in ſwallowing, 
and a continual dripping of a ſerous Humour on 
the Glottis, or upper part of the Wind-pipe, 
which put him upon a perpetual ſpitting, as if 
he had taken {ome mercurial Preparation, inſo- 
much that he could not lie down upon his Pil- 
low, for fear of ſtrangling from the ſame. 

This Diſcharge, together with his Pain, had 
render'd him ſo feeble, that he took almoſt 
wholly to fitting upright in his Bed; and under 
this Predicament, his Apothecary perſuaded him 
to take my Advice, beforehand giving me a Hint, 
that he had ſome reaſon to ſuſpect the Caſe com- 
plicated with a venereal Taint, not ſo much 
from the Symptoms -.above-recited, as a farther 
Complaint of a little Tenderneſs on one of the 
Tibia's, where-a ſmall Riſing appear'd. 


Upon 
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was the principal Grievance z for which, and 


and thoſe two worthy Practitioners Dr. C-, 
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Upon examining his Fauces, I could perceiye 
only a Relaxation of the Uvula, with the aj. 
val Ducts wide open, as cuſtomary in ſome Cz. 
tarrhs, and with ſome Hypochondriacal as well ; 
Hyſterical Perſons, who without any Excreation, 
are almoſt perpetually ſpitting. His Headach 


the ſerous Defluxion before obſerv'd, I order a 
Veſicatory inter Scapulas; to temper the Heat of 
his Blood, inclin'd to that of a Hectic, an Al. 
mond Milk or Emulſion cum Sem. Papav. all. 
and to reſtrain the Rheum in ſome mealure, fall- 
ing down upon the Larynx, and by thickening 
the ſame, to fit it the better for Diſcharge, he 
took four or five Grains of the Pil. & Styrac, 
drinking thereon four or five Spoonfuls of a Pearl 
Julap, at other times a Paregorick with 56. or 
ſometimes zvj. of the Hr. de Meconio. Farther- 
more, in regard to an approaching Phthij, 
which was much to be fear'd, a Morſel of an 
Electuary ex Con/. Roſ. & fruct. Cynosbat. cum 
Pulvere Coral. rub. ac Specie Diatrag. fr. incor- 
porated cum Syr. Capil. Ven. drinking thereupon 
a $ar/a Decoction, render'd palatable to his weak 
Stomach, by the addition of the A9. Cinnamon, 
zen. and Syr. Balſ. Tolut. ana Zj. ad thij. Decotti- 
onis; but finding him ſinking, we changed thele 
for the Aﬀes Milk and abſorbent RG the 
laſt Refuge. From whence, perceiving no great 
Amendment, a Conſultation was relle d on, 


and Dr. /—dſ/—h were the Phyſicians appoint- 
ed to meet me, who enquiring into all Circum- 
ances, were of Opinion we ſhould proſecute 
our preſent Method; but at a ſecond Meeting 
iome few Days after, complaining his Throat 
was much ſorer, and that he ſwallow'd with 

greater 
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greater Difficulty, examining the ſame Parts, and 
turning the Uvala on one Side with the Surgeon's 
Probe, there appear'd a large and /ordid Ulcer, 
which by reaſon of the fulneſs of the Almonds, 
and the ſaid Part, had been obſcur'd or lay con- 
ceal'd before. When the Phyſicians had taken 
a View thereof, we withdrew to conſult, and 
conſidering the weak Condition he was in, con- 
cluded him a very unfit Subject, at leaſt for the 
preſent, to undergo a Salivation; and therefore 
that we could only palliate, which was much to 
be fear d would not anſwer, the Ulcer ſeeming 
to ſpread and grow ſtill more corroſive, as ap- 
peared by his Difficulty to get down his Nou- 
riſhment daily encreaſing. At this Viſit we 
view'd alſo the riſing on the Tibia, the Rudi- 
ments of a Node, but now very little painful, 
ſprouting up thereon ; from all which, tho? it 
was plain to us what his Diſeaſe was, yet were 
we at a loſs how to give a Check to the ſame, 
under his infirm State or low Condition: I pro- 
pos'd my Fume as the only Remedy, to which I 
found theſe Gentlemen were Strangers; but 
Dr. Cw aſſuring his worthy Collegue, that 
he knew I would not propoſe any thing by way 
of Experiment, and of which I had nor perfect 
Knowledge, they readily gave way to have it 
try'd, appointing ſome few Days after to meet 
again: In the mean time I gave Directions to 
the Surgeon to provide an Ounce of the factitious 
Cinnabar, weighing out 3. in a Paper, which 
I ftrow'd my ſelf upon the Heater, and ſhew'd 
the Method of uſing it. 

The Patient held out well under its Operati- 
on, giving Air by opening the Blanket for half 
a Minute between whiles, and ſuffer'd the daily 
Repetition thereof till our coming again all three 
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to viſit him, the Parts, as Occaſion requir'd, he. 
ing touch'd with the Mel. Ro/. and Tinct. Myr, 
a common Gargariſin of the Decoct. Hord. cun 
eodem Melle was alſo made uſe of, to waſh the 
Parts, before and after he took his Chicken Broth 
or Panada. 

Coming to him at the Time appointed, the 
Doctors both look'd into his Throat, found the 
Ulcer perfectly clean, contracted, and in a man- 


ner healed up, the Patient eaſy, and ſwallowing | 


with little or no Trouble ; at which they were 
ſurpriz'd, and candidly acknowledg'd they knew 
of no Method, that would have thus anſwer'd; 
for that the ſmalleſt Doſe of Calomelanos, which 
was what they only could confide in, would 
have been aptto ruffle him, and might have cauſed 
ſuch Evacuation, as at this Time he was unable 
to undergo, much more the Repetition thereof, 
which might have been required without anſwer- 
ing ſuch Succeſs : Whereas the Sufitus, bating 
the five or fix Minutes it was burning, had 
created him no manner of Diſturbance. 
Finding him thus remarkably recover'd, they 
took their Leaves, and left me to proſecute the 
Care, adviſing him to continue his Aſſes Milk, 
and Sarſa Diet-Drink, ſo ſoon as the Fumigation, 
which was in two or three Days after, was laid 
aſide: His Throat being perfectly well, and in 
ten more his Strength ſo recruited alſo, that he 


walk'd about his Chamber, and quickly after, 


got out of Doors, appearing hale and well. 
At our laſt Meeting, it was taken under De- 
liberation, whether he ſhould not undergo the 


Unction, by way of eliminating the Reliques of 
the pocky Virus, ſo ſoon as he had Strength ſuf- 


ficient for the Enterprize, in reſpect particularly 
of that riſing on the Tibia, which was yet in 2 
by manncr 
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manner vaniſh'd under the mercurial Emplaſter 
he wore thereon ; in which we were a little di- 
vided, but join'd Iſſue that it might be delay'd 
till ſome farther Indication ſhew'd the Neceſſity 
thereof. Accordingly, after three or four 
Months, when we had a much better Seaſon, 
he grew again infirm, and tho' fanciful enough, 
and hypochondriacal, yet by his thin Viſage it ap- 
pear'd as well as by the Node again riſing (tho? 
his Throat remain'd perfectly well) and growing 
ſomewhat painful, with his Headach returning, 
allo a Tenderneſs on the upper part of his N ole 
that the Alarm was not groundleſs: So that a 
Lodging and Nurſe were immediately hired, and 
we proceeded with the Uuction as uſual, till his 
Chaps ſwell'd, and he ſpit, tho' not fo plentiful- 
y as ſome others, without any ſurvenient ill Sym- 
ptom, for above three Weeks, and the after Re- 
gimen being duly obſerv'd for as long Time, we 
once more diſmiſs'd him cur'd. | 
That which farther juſtify'd the Neceſſity of 
this laſt Proceeding, and perhaps might farther 
evidence the Influence of the firſt, I mean the 
Fume, was this, that after he had been abroad 
ſome Weeks about his Affairs, upon blowing of 
his Noſe, a ſmall Jamella from the Bone on one 
dide, was diſcharg'd, as without any manner of 
preceding Pain or Inflammation, ſo .likewile 
without any ſubſequent or farther Miſchief. Up- 
onthe Advice however of which, communicated 
to me by the Apothecary, unto whom he ſhew'd 
the Fragment, I preſcrib'd a Liquid Errhine ex 
Decocto Summit. Centaur. & Rad. Gent. adding a 
(mall Quantity of the Tin#. Myr. & Mel. Ro. 
but am not certain whether or no he uſed it, 
tho* I am that at the Writing hereof, he is far 
and luſty, now about twelve Months ſince his 
Salivation.

my Patient, upon as many Infections, 
and three times ſalivated in about five 
BER Years, for ſeveral Symptoms of a 
profound One : Having been likewiſe 
in both Hoſpitals, and run the common Gaunt- 
let, but miſs'd his Cure, (or at leaſt returning af- 
ter to his former Courſe of Life, and ſo En 
relapſing into the old Diſeaſe) implor'd my Care 
of him. 

His Noſe was a little ſunk already, at the Place 
of ſetting on the Cartilage, with the Bones there 
of; the Ton/illz alſo as well as the Uvula almoſt 
conſumed, the Ulcers having formerly been ci- 
catrized, but lately broke out again. He had allo 
ſometime paſt Nodes with Caries on the Shin- 
Bones, which, were exfoliated and healed up. 

But his freſh Complaint was chiefly of his 
Head ; where on ſeveral Places, particularly the 
Os Frontis and left Bregma, ſeveral others ap- 
pear'd, moſt of them full of Matter, and one 
of them having burſt itſelf, the Cranium was 
felt porous underneath, the Compaſs of a Halt. 
Crown. 

I began with fuming his Throat, by the Cin- 
nabar, as formerly directed; which ſoon nor 
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the farther Progreſs of the Eroſion, and by the 
Help only of a little Me] Roſarum, diſpoſed thoſe 
Parts again to cicatrize. I then open'd the Nodes 
with a Cauſtick of Lapis Infernalis, intending the 
Eſchars large enough to bring in Sight the whole 
Compaſs of the rotten Bone; next Day I cut 
them out, ſtop'd the bleeding Edges with dry 
Lint, and ſprinkled the Sordes at the Bottom, 
with the Præcipit. rub. in order to digeſt 
the lame. Thus, in few Days, making clear 


Way to the ſaid Bones; where in one Place F 


found them , looſe, and was ſurpriſed, through 
the Edge upon the Side thereof, to ſee the Oſ- 
cillation of the Membrane that covers the Brain, 
mean that of the Dura Mater; a manifeſt In- 
dication that the Caries had gotten through both 
fables, and yet no Symptom either of the ſaid 
Meninx, or of the Brain itſelf, thereby affected; 
unleſs the preceding Cephalæa, uſually concomi- 
tant before, but now ceaſed. 

Tracing the Compaſs of this Bone, I found it 
extending from the upper Part of the Front, to 
the Coronal Suture on one Side : But having thus 
hid them all in view, ſome of which were whiter 
nd porous, where the Caries was deepeſt ; others 
backer or of a duſky brown, being more ſuper- 
hicial ; theſe laſt I raſped, and dreſt up dry, the 
other with Pledgits preſt out of a Tinct. Myrr. 
4 Euphorb. in Spir. Vin. rect. extr. keeping 
down the Hyperſarcoſis about the Edges, with a 
touch of the Butyrum Antimonii, ſometimes 
rowing round the Præcipit. cum Alumine uſto. 
after which, having lifted up the large Piece, 
b ſoon as J found it looſen'd on all Sides, and 
ncarned the Membrane, which I dreſt only 
vith a little of the Liniment. Arcei, & Mel 
ky. fitting the reſt alſo for Exfoliation, which 
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were like to ſcale, and which I endeavour'd to 
haſten, eſpecially where the Caries was deepeſt, 
with a touch of the hot Iron, every Day or WM hi; 
two: I then, I ſay, began to let him rub in the M we 
mercurial Ointment (which Work he had been 
uſed to) every Night and Morning, *till he had 
ſpent about Zvij. of my own Compoſition, in WM me 
which there was ziß. of the crude Mercur); 
which yer neither ran through him, nor made 
him much complain of his Chaps; wherefore 
knowing him to be well ſeaſon'd (who had been 
ſo often before powdered) I made up a double 
Quantity, of which I had uſed the whole, be- 
fore he began to ſpit a Quart a Day. I then (be- 
ing ſhy of going on with the Unction) gave him 
a Bole with gr. xij. of the Turpeth. Min. (as 
well acquainted with him) which vomited him 
only three times, yet anſwer'd the End; for the 
next Day his Chaps ſwell'd, and his Mouth grey 
much ſorer, the Sloughs increaſing: Vet not- 
withſtanding, finding him very hearty, and be- 
ing willing (now he was under it) to ſecure him 
from a Relapſe; I repeated the Turperh. the next 
Day, by which his ſpitting ſoon advanced to 
three Pints, two Quarts, and at laſt to three 
Quarts in twenty four Hours. When we per- Walk? 
mitted it to wear off and decline, which it did Wn ea. 
about the Month's End, or nearer that of five Witho1 
Weeks; by which Time, two of the Bones Legs 
were caſt off, and the Ulcers juſt upon cicatri- Wen a 
zing; two others not moving 'til! ſome Time Nig 
after, which, together with the Piece I had ex- Non

And I anſwer'd her, by the 
outward Application: For her Friend had in- 
form'd me, that ſhe had been at that Work 
more than once the other Way; and I had good 
Reaſon to think ſo confirm'd a Diſeaſe as hers 
was, would not yield to that Method, if it were 
again repeated, 

During this Interview, there was a Stranger 
by, who I underſtood afterwards, pretended tc 
the Cure of this Diſtemper; and X I conclu 
ded alſo had made the Fontanels.

This was what paſs'd be- 
rween us at this Viſit; ſhe ſaid ſhe would conſi- 
der of it farther,” and in a Day or two ſend for 
me again; her Friend at the ſame Time ſatisfying

TIE, Youth, the only Child of an indul- 
ent Mother, long indiſpoſed with

E553 | which he had conceal'd from her, 

— and committing himſelf to the Cate 

of a young Surgeon, his Acquaintance, till he 
was brought very low, was at laſt perſuaded to 
have me conſulted; when in private (his Mother 
being abſent) inquiring into his Condition, 1 
found he had ſeveral large Chancres on the Glan, 


with others on the Prepuce; together with a 
corroſive Ulcer in one of his Groins, from a 


Bubo open'd about ſix Weeks before; all which 


he had conceal'd from her, as alſo the true Cauſe 
of his Illneſs; ſhe being only acquainted with 
his fore Throat: Upon examining which, (al- 
though his ſnuffling Speech ſhew'd what the 
Matter was beforehand) I diſcern'd the Uvu/a to 
be eaten almoſt off, and the Tonfls alſo in a fair 
Way of being devour'd by the ſordid Ulcers 
which had ſeis'd them; ſo that with great Rea- 
{on apprehending his Caſe deſperate, on the Ac- 
count of his very weak and infirm Conſtitution 
{being already far advanced in a pocky Hectick, 
attended with a troubleſome Cough and poor? 

rhea 
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rhea) I declin'd meddling unleſs in Conſultation ; 
whereupon Dr. C and Dr. P were 
both call'd in; where I firſt propos'd my Fume 
for his Throat, which after ſome Deliberation 
(and the deſerved Character I had given it upon 
my own conſtant Experience thereof) was com- 
ly'd with: After which, it was concluded he 
ſhould try the Aſſe's Milk, with a reſtringent 
Electuary ex Conſ. Roſ. rub. Coral. rub. pp. Ter. 
Japon. pp. cum. Syr. de Ro. fic. between whiles, 
and the Teftacea cum Saccharo Roſarum at the 
ſame Time with the Milk, to prevent its run- 
ning downwards: Allo before he enter'd upon 
the Milk Diet, the following Bolus was pre- 
ſeribed to be taken that Evening, and ſo for three 
or four ſucceſſively, in regard to his Flux or 
Looſneſs. 

N Pulv. Rad. Rhei. parumper toſti Df. Ter. 
Japon. Coral. rub. pp. ana gr. v. Conf. Fracaſt. 
/. m. 38. Ol. Cinnamom. gut. j. Hr. de Meconio 
4. /. Miſce. And it grip'd, gr. B. of Laud. 
was to be added in the ſecond. 

His Drink was to be the Decoct. C. C. C. or 
elſe a Tincture of red Roſe Leaves made in a 
fourth Part red Wine to three of Spring Water, 
a little ſweeten'd with white Sugar; by which 
the Diarrhea being check'd, he enter'd upon 
his Milk with the Powders and Electuary as above 
preſcribed, which ſeemed to agree well, and 
which were order'd therefore to be continued for 
three Weeks or a Month, to fee if we could 
take off his Hear, help his Cough and Hæmop- 
toe, and repair his decay'd Habit, before we ad- 
ventur*d upon a Salivation: However, the next 
Day, I began to fume his Throat, burning only 
36. of the Cinnabar at a Time, as he could bear 
the Smoak once a Day; which by that Time 
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we had conſumed Zþ. (fo remarkable a Force has 
this Remedy over thoſe Aﬀects) the Virulency 
being thereby ſubdu'd, the Ulceration was dif 
poſed for healing, the Sloughs caſting off in a 
few Days after, by only touching them with a 
little Mel Roſarum, and a ſmall Quantity of the 
Ma #7yptiac. added thereto; together with 


the Decoction as we formerly obſerved, to be 


uſed as a Gargariim in the ike Caſes. 
In the mean Time the Chancres on the Penis, 


and the Ulcer in Inguine would not digeſt, nor 


give Way to the Precipitate, bur rather ſpread 
and grew ſtill more depaſcent : So that not daring 
to adminiſter the Turpethum Min. to give a check 
by the Way of Revulſion, for fear of ſtirring 
up his bleeding: We met a ſecond Time, and 
enquiring into his Condition, there aroſe a new 
Complaint; great Pain upon one of his Shins, 
where (on the turning down of his Stocking) 
there appear'd a well grown Node, but with- 
out Inflammation: Yet his Throat ſo well, 


notwithſtanding the farther Progreſs of the Dil- | 


eaſe otherwiſe, that he could drink his Liquors 


without the ſame forcing through the Paſſage of 
the Noſtril, as they had lately done, the Tone 
of his Voice being in like Manner improved: At | 


this Conſultation it was reſolved (laying his Milk 


aſide for a little Time) to try him with 9f. of | 
Calomel. (not being certain that he had takenany } 


mercurial Medicine before) with as much of the 


Pulv. Rhei, in the Diaſcord. over Night, and | 
ro let it purge itſelf off, which it did gently | 
enough z and was therefore repeated every | 
Bur it hap- | 
pen'd that he had been too much us'd to this Pre- | 


other Night, for ſome few Days. 


paration, to expect any Benefit thereby; nor 


did the Diſcaſc at all give Way thercto, _— 
rat her 
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rather to increaſe, with the Addition of a Node, 
ariſing on the other Shin: Wherefore, at a third 
Meeting, it was thought adviſeable to delay no 
longer, but rather put it to the Riſque by a gen- 
tle ſpitting, than expoſe him to periſh by the 
Diſeaſe. As he never had been ſalivated, there 
was the greater Hopes, although the Weakneſs 
of his Body was ſuch, as render'd the Enterprize 
very uncertain, and indeed dangerous: We all of 
us agreed upon the Unction, which requir'd ſtill 
the greater Diligence, Judgment, and Precauti- 
on. The Office of conſtantly attending falling 
to my ſhare, when I had got all things ready, 
began with my own Compound of 5j. to Ziij. 
rubbing in about an eighth at a Time, and that 
only upon his Arms and Legs, every Evening for 
four times. When the Humours taking down- 
wards by the Glandules of the Guts, we imme- 
diately order'd Clyſters to be thrown up, ex De- 
we, C. C. C. cum Conf. Fracaſt. & Ovor. Vitel. as 
we have often before mention'd, giving him Lau- 
dan. alſo in his burnt Wine as Neceflity urg'd; 
which put a ſtop to the Diarrhea, and we went 
on for twice more, or 'till we had expended about 
zj. of the Quickſilver, when he complained of 
his Mouth, and began to ſpit about #1. in a 
Day ſoon after; to keep up which (if we could 
not arrive higher) I then order'd a couple of 
mercurial Plaiſters to be laid all down his Shins, 
and half way round his Legs; and by thus gra- 
Wally going on, in a Fortnight's Time from 
brit ſetting out, we got it up to a Quart a Day, 
beſides what he {laver'd in the Night. About 
which Time the Ulcer in his Groin was well 
mundi ficd, and in good Forwardne's for healing; 
but the Chancres in the Glaus ſtill painful and 


corroſiye: Wherefore wrapping him up warm, 
I threw 
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I threw on zj. of Cinnabar on the Heater, and 
{et him on the Stool, with the Penis hanging 
over the Smoak, on the inſide; by which, ta- 
king his Dreſſings from his Groins alſo, and ex- 
poſing them what he could at the ſame'Time, to 
the Fume; after four times thus proceeding, I 
made all eaſy, and dry'd up his Sores in both 
Places. His Salivation was kept up in this Man- 
ner, for twenty Days, by which Time the Nodes 
on his Shins ſoftened, and almoſt diſappeared, 
It was indeed a very careful Piece of Work, his 
Diarrhea ſo often returning upon us, by 
Reaſon of the colliquative State of his Blood: 
Which we were as often forced to bridle with 
an Opiate; yet hereby the Lympha being ſome- 
what thickened, he had ſometimes much Trou- 
ble (eſpecially after a Nap) to get it up. He 
was likewiſe ſubject to fainting, and thereby far- 
ther in Danger of ſinking under it. However, 
with much Difficulty, I got him thorough, even 
beyond the Expectation of all that had ſeen him: 
When finding his Mouth well, and his Sores 
healed, after I had once purged him with a li- 
tle Manna in a Draught of his pectoral Decocti- 
on, and was directing that of the Sar/aparilla, 
he grew obſtinate and ſelt- will'd; neither ſub- 
mitting to proper Diet, or indeed any Regimen 
that was convenient for him to have obſerved: 
Eating preſently all the reliſhing and ſeaſoned 
Food he fancied, and drinking ſpirituous and 
other ſtrong Liquors, inſtead of returning 
his Aſſe's Milk and China Decoction, which | 
had recommended: W hereby his HeEtick t 
turning with a Maraſinus, his Cough alſo in 
creaſed upon him, which was ſo violent one Even 
ing after a Crapula from too much Wine a

eating plentifully of Sauſages, that in the Mid- 


dle of the Night, a Veſſel breaking in his Lungs, 
he bled to Death before I could come to him; 
nor truly had it availed any thing, if I had been 
by : For the Flux was ſo impetuous from the 
pulmonary Artery, that he was choak'd in a Mi- 
nute's Time. 


The like Accident befell a young Gentlewo- 


man, who had not been long married before her 
Diſtemper, (given by an ill Huſband) being at 
firſt miſtaken, or over-look'd, had run her into a 
pocky Hectick, with Ulcers in her Throat; 
which after I had palliated with the Fumigation, 
and adviſed to the Milk Diet, 'till her Heat was 
ſome what moderated, ſne was perſuaded preſent- 
y to be laid down in a Salivation : But before it 
was at the Height, though ſhe was already 
much ſwell'd by the Medicines the Empirick had 
exhibited, (which by the Roughnels of the Ope- 
nation, as well as their Deſcription, I took to 
be the Turpeth. Min.) during her vomiting there- 
with, a Vein broke, and I was call'd only Time 
mongh to fee her expiring.

Ulcers on the Palate, with Caries of the 
Bone, and a double Perforation, complicate 
with a ſecondary or ſymptomatical Phthiſis, | 


Gentleman about forty Years of Age, 
i (ſeveral of them a married Man) and 
the Parent of two healthy Children, 
at leaſt fo to Appearance: From a Mi- 

fortune in his younger Days, the fame 
Venom lurking in his Blood, ar length diſcoyer'd 
itſelf in a moſt violent tormenting Head-ach, 
which ſoon after was accompanied with an In- 
flammation, and Ulceration on the Roof of his 
Mouth, an Oz#na alſo, or fetid Ulcer in the 
Noſtril. He had been under the Care of a no- 
ted Anatomiſt, but it ſeem'd by his Management 
a very indifferent Practitioner (whence - the 
Way, that no Perſon may be led aſide by Names, 
I will only ſtay here while I inform them, that 
though every Surgeon ought to be a good Ana- 
zomift, yet he may be a moſt expert Anatomi), 
who underſtands, whatever he may pretend to 
that Way, little or nothing of Surgery) hence 
the Symptoms ſtill encreaſing, he went to one 
of more Eminence herein, as well as Merit, who 
preſently caus'd him to be anointed, and laid 
downin a Salivation, to ſtop the farther Progreſs 
of the Malignity. When at the decline of the 
ſpitting, which was neither fo kindly, nor fo 
copious Y

copious as his Caſe requir'd, thro' ſome untoward 
Diſpoſition in the Lymph for this particular 
Putrifaction and Colliquation, together with the 
Negligence of a Nurſe employ'd to attend him, 
as he told me, a new Defluxion falling down up- 
on the Wind-Pipe, excited a troubleſome Cough 
and Catarrh, which ran him quickly into a hectick 
Fever, and he grew emaciated like a Skeleton, 
his Head-ach likewiſe returning, inſomuch that 
he deſpair'd of Cure. 

During the Ptyali/mus, the Os Palati was diſ- 

covered bare and carious, when quickly after, a 
large Fragment caſt off, leaving a Perforation as 
large as the top of ones little Finger, quite 
through to the Noſtril; out of which, upon 
drinking, however leiſurely or carefully, his Li- 
quors guſhed forth. 
In this miſerable Condition he apply'd him- 
ſelf to another Surgeon of his Acquaintance for 
help, not ſo much in expectation of being made 
well, as to be reliev'd under the difficulty of get- 
ting down his liquid Nouriſhment; and if poſſi- 
ble to help his Voice, the Air taking the Way 
by the open Paſſage of the Palate, and ſounding 
through the Noſe, as in thoſe who have loſt the 
Uoula often happens, who contriv'd for him an 
adheſive Plaiſter, ex Diapalma, Sarcocol. Sang. 
Drac. ac tantillo Terebinth. which being ſhaped 
to the Arch, ſtopt up the Perforation, and inter- 
cepted his ſaid Liquors, in the Time of drinking, 
well as the Airin that of ſpeaking, but which 
was ſtill to be renewed afreſh after each Meal. 

Thus they went on for many Weeks, the poor 
Patient expecting nothing but Death, till his 
J urgeon perſuaded him to take my Opinion, 
who was accordingly ſent for, and inſpecting his 
Mouth, I found an Inflammation ſtill backwarder

on the Roof or Arch than the Hole they had co. 
yer'd, near half an Inch, through the ſpongy Fleſh 
whereof, [ enter'd a Probe, and felt more of the ſame 
Bone cariated; with which I acquainted the Sur- 
geon, bur perceiving the miſerable Condition he 
was in, with an Hzmoptoe attending a violent 
Cough, which occaſion'd his throwing up all 
his Nouriſhment, his Hectic having reduced him 
to a {kinful of Bones, with a couple of Sticks 


inſtead of Legs, to ſupport the reſt of the Se. 


leton : 1 ſaw plainly there was no room for any 
mercurial Medicine, given at leaſt in the com- 
mon Way, with a View either of Spitting or 
other Evacuation. However, in reſpect to the 
great Complaint of his Head, as well Pain as 
Giddineſs, I gave him gr. xv. of the Cinnabar of 
Antimony, with a like Quantity of the Pulv. E 
Chel. Canc. C. made up with Conf. Alkerm. over 
Night, drinking a ſmall Pearl Julap therewith, 
I likewiſe propos'd my Fume to ſmoke his Throat, 
once in a Day or two, as they found he could 
diſpenſe therewith, in ſmall Quantity; the Pa- 
late to be touch'd with the Tinct. Myrr. a little 
ſoften'd by the Mel Roſ. 

After he had been fumed three or four times, 
his Cough interrupting, we were obliged to de- 
fiſt; yer by thoſe few it had been experiment- 
ed, we found it had ſuch Prevalency over the 
Malignity, that preſently after, thoſe tender 


Parts, which juſt before gave him great Uneaſi- 


nels, from the 13 of the Ulceration, were 
perfectly mundity'd, the Inflammation diſperſs d, 
and another Piece of the Bone, as now lately 
obſerv'd, growing looſe, ſoon after ſeparating, 
was extracted, when there remain'd a double 
Paſſage to ſtop up, 


In 
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on the Venereal Diſeaſe: 


In reſpect to his Cough and He#ick, I now 
preſcrib'd for him a balſamick Electuary, ex Conſ. 
Roſar. Pulv. Haly. Coral. rub. cum Hr. de Sym- 
phito. A Linctus allo ex Ol. Amygd. d. Syr. Ca- 
pil, ven. & Saccharo cando allo. And as his 
Breath would allow, to take off the Irritation, 
ſometimes a ſpoonful of the Hr. Papav. alb. ly- 
ing down to reſt; likewiſe the Aſſe's Milk Morn- 
ing and Afternoon, with a Morſel of the Elec- 
tary above preſcrib'd; and for his common 
Drink, a China Decoction with a third part 
Milk; or when tir'd with this, a Decoct. Hord. 
aum Rad. Eryng. condit. ac tantillo Lact. Vac- 


tin, 

With theſe Preſcriptions I ſent him to Xen- 
ſugton, where he continued for two Months, 
and upon his Return made me a Viſit, very 
nuch reſtor'd in Fleſh, his Head-ach worn off, 
his Noſtril heal'd, which as well as the haſten- 
ng away the carious Bone, was, I am fatisfy'd, 
nuch promoted by the uſe (however ſhort) of 
the Sufitus : His Cough had left him, his Appe- 
ite much amended, and a wonderful Change 
wery Way, as was apparent in his Countenance. 
His Errand to me was chiefly now for Advice 
bout the Plate I told him of, (for he had hither- 
v uſed only his ſticking Plaiſter) with a Sponge 
o fill up the Perforations, in the way of an ar- 
e ia Palate.

A Pox, with Nodes and rotten Skull, ari. 
ſing from a neglected Chancre with Phi. 


Poor young Fellow, who for long 
Lime paſt had been afflicted with a 
»; tel Gonorrbea ſo called, at leaſt a Dil 
charge of purulent Matter from 
2 ſome Part of the Penis, was dil- 
miſs'd by his Surgeon (a Man of ſome Note in 
his Profeſſion) as cur'd; but the fame Humour 
ſtill diſcharging, and ſtaining very much his Lin- 
en, he returned to the Perſon, who before had 
him in Hand, and who finding that neither by 
his Purging, Vomiting, nor yet by the Uſe of 
Terebinthinate or reſtringent Medicines, he could 
effect his Purpoſe, lays him down in a Salivation: 
Under which he had like to have ſunk, (as his 
Mother inform'd me afterwards) by reaſon of his 
peculiar Temper, or *[Stoounegoia to that Way 
of Secretion ;z a Dyſentery all the time attending. 
However, he did ſlaver for three Weeks, not- 
withſtanding the $S7i/hcidium continued; when 
he was again told by his Surgeon, that it ſigni- 
fied nothing, being an Effect only of Weaknels, 

which would wear off in Time. 
After three Months, he came in Company 
with his Mother to my Houſe, when (ſhe re- 
| tiring

tiring for a Moment) I examin'd the Penis, and 
erceived the Matter making Way between 
the Glans and Prepuce, which 1 underſtood had 
been always exceeding ſtrait, and not from the 


Meatus At the ſame Time paſſing a Probe all 


round, I found there was no Adheſion, bur 
coming down on one Side of the Frenum, Job- 
ſery'd him to complain a little; feeling allo ſtrict- 
y on the Outſide of the ſame Place, I plainly 
apprehended a Chancre underneath. 

I admired indeed, that a Perſon of ſome Emi- 
nency in the Art, ſhould have over-look'd a Caſe 
of this Nature, which from the firſt Underta- 
king (there being no likelihood of coming at it 
otherwiſe, nor yet of healing by Injection) ought 
to have been laid in Sight, by ſnipping up the 
Prepuce; and by Neglect of which, notwith- 
ſtanding his Salivation, the Poiſon had now 
ſpread, and he began to complain of a moſt vio- 
ent nocturnal Head- ach, being thereby reduced 
together with his conſtant phyſicking to little 
more than a Skeleton. 

Upon the Mother's Interceſſion, and the poor 
Man's Intreaty, I was prevailed on to aſſiſt him 
and immediately order'd the Prepuce to be divi- 
dec, which was done by another Surgeon, and 
the Cauſe of all the Miſchief diſcovered ; the 
Chancre being now in Sight was ſprinkled over 
with Precipit. rub. and the Wound drels'd up 
vith Reſtrictives to ſtay the Hemorrhage, the 
Lips being kept back with the Bandage for the 
alter coming at the Part: Bur whilſt the Wound 
was digeſting, the Chancre being confirm'd 
would not give Way to the Powder; ſo that we 
were forced to rub it down with the Lunar Cau- 
pick, and the Eſchar a few Days after ſloughing 
off, the Baſis Was again ſprinkled over with the 

U Præcipit. 
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Precipit. and ſometimes alſo touch'd with the 
Butyr. Antim, But the Lips of the Wound 
continuing indigeſted, fretful, and corroſive, | 
order'd gr. ix. of the Turpeth. Min. which ſcarce 
moved him, he had been ſo uſed to that and ſome 
other mercurial Preparations. The next Day] 
gave him gr. xij. with as much Calomel. in a Bo- 
lus, intending to repeat the ſame, in Order to x 
gentle Ptyaliſmz but it now ran downwards at 
once, with Dyſentery, Gripes, and bloody 
Stools, in ſpite of all our Endeavours by corro- 
borating Clyſters, reſtringent EleCtuaries, Ano- 
dynes, Opiates, or whatever elſe we could do 
to prevent it: So that we were forced to gine 
over. However, by the Help of this dyſente- 
rick Flux, and a little ſlavering that enſued, x 
Check was given to the Malignity. I then placed 
him upon the Stool, and fumed beck the Wound 
and Chancre, with the Cinnabar, which dry'd up 
the latter, and healed alſo the former; but with 
pendulous Lips, as will generally __ after 
this Operation, unleſs Circumciſion be uſed at 
the ſame Time. 

After this I preſcrib'd an alterative Pill of the 
Cinnab. Antimonii, Gum Guaj. &c. with a De- 
coction of the Sarſap. and China, the Sanctum 
or Guaj. being left out, becauſe of his thin, hot, 
and dry Conſtitution. When finding himlelt 
ſomewhat better, his Head-ach alſo remitting, 
though not entirely gone, he went into the 
Country, where he kept to a Milk Diet, with 
Milk warm from the Cow, and Conſerve 0 
Roſes; Milk alſo and Barley-water, as we ulu- 
ally preſcribe for other Hectical Patients. But 
returned two or three Months after with little 
more Fleſh than when he left the Town, and 
with this farther Complaint, of a little puffy

l on the upper Part of his Forehead, 
which I found to be a Node, and from the great 
pain he had felt underneath, ſuſpected a rotten 
Cranium, which proved ſo upon being laid open. 
He was not directly (as I before obſerved) under 
my Care, but upon my Advice recommended to 
2 Surgeon living near him, who whilſt he was 
attending this, another Tumour aroſe juſt by, 
threatening the ſame Event; ſo that the Caries, 
which was about the Compaſs of a Shilling, be- 
ing fitted to exfoliate, and ſome Part already 
calt off, I was deſired to viſit him, and impor- 
tuned by the Surgeon to ſalivate him once more; 
which I was not againſt, only fearful of his miſ- 
carrying or dying under it, being ſo very weak: 
Nor could I give him that Attendance (lying at 
2 Diſtance from me) as his Caſe might require. 
But the Surgeon and Apothecary being both 
ready to ſerve the poor Man in what they could, 
and having provided againſt the Accidents uſu- 
ally attending, I now directed the Ointment af- 
ter the Manner as 1n the foregoing Obſervation, 
to be uſed only once in two Days: Yer (ſuch was 
the Weakneſs of the Viſcera, or the Propenſity 
rather of the Humours to be that Way ſecret- 
ed, that in Oppoſition to all Endeavours, by 
that Time they had waſted one half of the Com- 
poſition, in this gradual Way too of Proceed- 


de ves it ran downwards, and he could be brought 
MI {pit but very little: So that they were obliged

off, as did the other Node relolve : W hereupon 
he was now directed to take the Mineral #thiq; 
with a DecoCtion of Sarſap. China, Saſſaf. Raſ 
C. C. & Eboris, which he drank with Milk, 
Notwithſtanding all which, ſome Remains of 
the venereal Venom {till lurking in his Blood, 
for want of having been more timely ſubdu'd, 
his Diſtemper reviv'd, and there appeared a large 
Node upon each Tibia; which together with 
his old Complaint of his Head, now gave him 
ſo great Diſturbance, eſpecially a Nights, that 
he was forc'd conſtantly to have Recourſe to hi 
Diacodium when he went to Bed. 

There ſeems upon each Leg to be forming an 
Exoſtoſis, which are at preſent covered over with 
mercurial Plaiſters: What the Event will certainly 
be I cannot fay, tho' it is much to be doubted he 
will at length drop under a Hectick; out of 
which it has not been but with much Difficulty,

Exoſtoſis of the Os Humeri. 


A Shop-keeper, long afflicted with great 
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Pain in one of his Arms, and having 
paſſed thro' various Courſes of Phy- 
blick ineffectually, came along with 

his Apothecary ro àsk my Opinion. 
Upon taking off his Cloaths, and turning up his 
Shirt Sleeve, I felt a large Exoſtoſis, ſurrounding 
the Os Humeri, and reaching from two or three 
Finger's Breadth above the Cubit, to as many 
below the Axilla; for which he ſaid he had un- 
dergone all Sorts of anointing (unleſs mercurial, 
the principal one, at leaſt his Chaps were never 
affected thereby) Fomentations, Cataplaſms and 
Plaiſters. He had then one of the latter upon 
the Part, which was de Ranis cum Mercurio, 
given him by a Friend as a great Secret. 

Upon farther Enquiry I found his Pain was 
chiefly troubleſome a Nights; ſo that he had 
not gone to Bed otherwiſe than lying down with 
bs Cloaths on for a Twelve-month paſt. I 
made no doubt of its being venereal, altho' he 
trenuouſly deny'd it; yet I was told after (by 
another Perſon who had had him then under 
Cure) that he had a Running about ſeven Years 
before. But this Grievance was not, as he ſaid, 
of above ſixteen Months Continuance, being 
8 by lying on the Ground all Night in 

rink,

I propoſed a Salivation, as the likelieſt Relief, 


but he would not hear of it. He had been laſt 
under the Preſcriptions of Dr. C who vo- 
mited him twice a Week, I ſuppoſe with the 
Turpeth. Min, (tho' it never made his Mouth 
ſore) in order to make a Revulſion. But the 
Medicine working roughly, and he not finding 
preſent Benefit, threw off the Method, as he 
had done divers others before, ſtill liſtening after 
every new Remedy he could hear of. I order'd 
him the Æthiops with a Decoction of the Woods, 
{ſweating him twice a Week with the Cinnab. 
Antimon. drinking after it a large Draught of 
the fame Decoction, as hot as he could ſuffer it; 
and taking Care more eſpecially (by hot Bricks 
wrapt up in Flannel, and laid cloſe upon each 
ſide) to promote the Perſpiration of that Mem- 
ber, 3 afterwards a Cinnabarine Emph.- 
ſter. This Courſe we proſecuted near three 
Weeks (a long time for a Perſon accuſtomed to 
change his Phyſician as often as his Shirts) when 
F cut a Hole in the Middle of the Plaiſter, as 
big as a Crown Piece, and laid on an Epiſpaſtick 


of the ſame Compals, which I directed the Apo- 
thecary to keep open as a perpetual Bliſter; and | 


which diſcharging great Quantity of a ſharp 
ichorous Humour, gave him Eaſe for the prelent, 
the Limb growing allo leſs in Compaſs. At the 
ſame time he took Calomel. once in four Nights, 
which was kept under by Lenients given betwixt 
whiles, to carry it off by Stool. Yer finding his 
Gums therewith ſomewhat diſordered, and ful- 
pecting I intended to put him into a Flux, he 
— uneaſy, and would purſue my Advice no 
farther. Bur ſoon after he mer with a new Un- 
dertaker to his Mind, who could vouch heartily, 
promiſing to make him a ſound Man in —

Time, or to be hanged up at his Door for a 
Cheat. This Fellow accordingly (with his Wife 
and Child) was taken into the Houſe, that he 
might wholly apply to the Work, and be ready 
at hand, (his Method as he infinuated fo requir- 
ing). He began by ſwearing his Arm in a Bun- 
dle of Ruſhes (as the Servants told me) put into 
an Engine well enough contriv'd for that Pur- 
poſe, ard receiving the Steam of a Decoction of 
ſeveral Herbs, placed underneath upon a Pan of 
Coals entering the Perforations in the Box, thro” 
the Ruſhes incloſing the Arm, which he repeated 
twice a Day for a Fortnighr, ſpending each Time 
an Hour about the Work: And indeed 'twas appa- 
rent, with that Succeſs, that the Swelling or Fulneſs 
ſeemed intirely gone. However new Complaints 
ariſing upon his other Arm and both his Legs, 
the Empirick, notwithſtanding his Weakneſs by 
his Sweats, which had brought him ſo low, that 
he could not ſtand without being ſupported ; 
accompanied farthermore with a catarrhous 
Cough, colliquative Loofnets, and other Ap- 
pearances of a ſecondary or ſymptomatical Con- 


| ſumption of the Lungs; overlooking theſe, I 


ſay, or without any Proviſion for what was like 
to happen, he goes to rubbing ſome mercurial 
Ointment about his Limbs, and down the Spine; 
which ſoon turn'd his Diarrhea into a Dj/cater'y, 
and his Cough increaſing, an F/zmoptoe enſu'd. 
But before this, the Quack had taken the Ad- 
vantage of his curing the Arm, and receiv'd 
twenty Guineas (the one half of what the Pa- 
tient had promiſed him, when he was made a 
lound Man) and after finding him in ſome Dan- 
ger (tho? he {till promis'd him a Cure) took his 
Opportunity to moye off, leaving his Wite and 
Child to follow,

Under theſe Straits, I was again ſent for, and 
lifting up the Shirt Sleeve on the lame Arm, 
found the Exo ſtoſis perfectly diſſolved, the Bone 
itſelf, which before was as much as I could do 
to graſp, being now of its natural Dimenſions, 
althoꝰ there was nothing left but dry Membranes 
and the Skin to cover it. 

The poor Wretch looking up, told me, 2; 
well as he could ſpeak, (which was very inward- 
ly and hoarſe) that his new Doctor had cur'd him 
aftcr the Manner of the Horſe that was taught 
to live without his Provender, but dy'd gull up- 
on the Atchievement ; which he now found to 
be his Caſe. Howbeit, he was deſirous to know, 
if any thing could be done to fave his Life: J 
told him plainly, that I could do him no Service, 
nor would I flatter him; for I believ'd he could 
not hold out two Days longer, though he liv'd 
to {ee but one, for he dy'd the next.

Head, which contain'd Matter; and underneath, 
the Cranium felt porous like a Honey-Comb : 
Having clear'd away the looſe Fleſh with the 
Pulv. Angelicus, made weaker than in common, 
that it might create to her the leſs Pain, and got 
the Bone in Sight, I dreſs'd the fame with a Pled- 
git, expreſs'd from the Tinctura Euphorbii, and 
between whiles to haſten the Deſiccation, clap'd 
down through a Cannula, an actual Cautery, by 
which I hoped the ſooner to diſpoſe the Caries 
to ſcale off. Bur lying faſt, and both reſolving 
to make but one Trouble of their Confinement, 
after thus waiting more than a Month, I began 
to anoint them as uſual, the Man twice a Day, 
the Woman only once, for the firſt three Days; 
afterwards the Huſband once a Day, the Wife 
each other Day, for three times more, who be- 
gan to {laver after the fifth Unction, without 
any troubleſome Accident ſupervening : So that 
| had no occaſion to uſe the whole Ounce of 
Quickſilver in the Compoſition : But the Huſ- 
band was not ſo forward at the Fortnight's End, 
or almoſt three Weeks, after the Expence of a 
couble Proportion; and indeed I found it ne- 
ceſſary to vomit him with the Tarpeth. Min. to 
bring it up (to which Medicine I found he was 
no Stranger) for twice, and that in full Doſes ; 
by which time his Chaps were very ſore, tho' 
Ils Spitting was much retarded and kept down 
by a Looſneſs, which put us often under a Ne- 
ceſſity of giving Reſtringents, and ſometimes

etting the Start, was up again by the time hi; 

lux was at the height; which was continued 
upon each of them, near a Month, at the cloſe 
whereof, I perceived the Node reſolved upon the 
Man's Tibia, and ſome {mall Shivers of Bone had 
caſt off inwardly from the Noſtril. After which 
J tried to keep out the ſame by a Cannula con- 
triv'd for that End, whilſt the Ulcer was juſt 
Ikinning over on the Outſide : But the Support 
being gone, and little Expectation of Callus tg 
ſupply its Place; after it had been continued for 
ſome time, he threw it out as troubleſome, and 
ſuffer'd its falling a little lower than it was (he. 
fore the Caries ſeparated) at the beginning of his 
Cure. The Chancres in the Woman's Pudende 
were dry'd up, as likewiſe the Ulceration in her 
Throat, before ſhe enter'd upon her Spitting; 
the Gummi reſolved under the fame, but the (Ca- 
ries in the Craniam being quite through the up- 
per Table in both Places, did not exfoliate til 
tome Weeks after ſhe was got about. Being 
both well purged, ſweated and dieted, they 
were diſmiſs'd their Confinement; and their 
Cures ſtood firm, as I was two Years after in- 
formed by the Wife, who had made ſince that 
Time ſeveral turns ro Holland, and where ihe 
told me (coming purpoſely to viſit me) ſhe had 
lately left her Huſband fat and luſty.

putting him preſently after each anointing into 
a warm Bed, and dilpoſing him to a breathing 
Sweat with a Draught of hot Mace Ale, cover. 

When after 
the third Unction, the Medicine took readily to 
the Glandules about the Fauces, without any 
Looſneſs (for which J had given Directions) or 
other Accident whatever; ſo that ſoon after the 
fourth anointing, he ſlaver'd freely, and which 
we kept up with a little Calomel, given once or 
twice, as it ſeemed to decline, for two or three 
and twenty Days.

Caſe of ſomewhat the like Nature, was 
preſented from a Counſellor of the T-=le, 
who having contracted for a Black to wait on 
him; before he paid his Money, ſent him with 
another of his Servants to have my Opinion of 
a Swelling upon one fide of his Face, which 
they ſaid was only owing to the Tooth-ach : Up- 
on inſpecting the Inſide of his Mouth, I diſco-

Gentleman of a very ſober Life, and 
otherwiſe good Habit of Body, 
from an ill-cur'd Clap, about a do- 
zen Years before, tho? in that Time 

— he had married two Wives, neither 

em in the leaſt tainted, as J could under- 

ſtand, complain'd of a ſtubborn Head- ach; for 
which he had taken diverſe Medicines from his 

Apothecary; had been purged, let Blood, as well 

by the Lancet as Cupping, bliſter'd alſo, but with- 

out Relief, the Cauſe of his Illneſs not being 
ſuſpected. Applying to me, I obſerv'd a little 

Riſing on the upper part of his Forehead, about 

the bigneſs of a ſmall Nut, which gave me the 

firſt Suſpicion of his Diſtemper. I likewiſe took 

Notice of a Stuffing in his Noſtril, that ſome- 

what alter'd the Tone of his Voice, and he blew 

out, as he told me, a large cruſty Scab like Sub- 
ſtance, every Morning, which had been formed: 
in the Night, like a hollow Plug, taking Shape

Yer conſidering the feeble 
State of the Patient, whom we expected daily 
to ſink under a Hectict, I diſſuaded him from di- 
lating, otherwiſe than by dry Doſſils, thruſt up 
to enlarge the Sinus: During this an unexpected 
turn of Affairs fell out; his Pains wearing off, 
his Appetite mended, and his Strength encreaſing, 
he began to walk about; at which lucky Inter- 
val, being impatient at the ſlow Progreſs of the 
Bone exfoliating, and the Surgeon talking of 
making farther Way to the ſame, dreading more 
cutting, burning, or cauſticking, an obſcure Fo- 
reigner, fam'd for a Wonder- working Plaiſter 
to draw away all Pains, was admitted, and con- 
tinuing a Diſcharge on the back Part of the 
Head, in the Nature of the perpetual Bliſter, car- 
ry'd away the Credit of a Cure he had no Man- | 
ner of Right ro : The Patient, as before ob- 
ſerv'd, having weather'd the Point, the Venom 
in great Meaſure diſcharg'd by the Ulcer, and 
his hectical State mended, by the attemperating 
Method he had proſecuted through the whole 
Courſe of our Attendance. But what was ſome- 
what remarkable, and juſtify'd the Obſervation 
of one of the former Phyſicians, was, that this

Upon the whole, I made no Scruple to pro- 
nounce the ſame Yenereal ; yet in private to the 
oung Spark her Spouſe, who readily acknow- 
edg'd he was clapt ſome Months before he mar- 
ried, and was aſſur'd by the Perſon that had him 
under Cure, he was well, and might venture 
without any Hazard : He farther confeſt that in 
few Days after conſummating his Nuptials, ſhe 
complain'd of Heat and Sharpneſs in her Urine, 
and had a Running likewiſe, the former going 

for the Gravel, the latter for the white Flux. 
The Cale being thus put out of all Diſpute, 
the Diſtemper (which was unavoidable) was made 
known by himſelf to her Friends; a Salivation 
propos'd and enterpris'd, yet conſidering her ten- 
der Make, with the weak Condition ſhe was 
brought under by her broken Nights, which 
had already introduced a Hefick, or venereal 
Atrophy, I was ſomewhat fearful of venturing 
the crude Mercury, with the feeble Texture of 
her Nerves, or Ataxy of Spirits, together with 
her infirm Bowels; and therefore began with 
imall Doſes of Calomelanos, repeated once a Day: 
Yet ſuch (as often happens, and will in ſpight, 
as the Folks ſay, of all our Teeth) was the Re- 
pugnancy of the Remedy thereunto, that inſtead 
of mixing with the Lymph, and taking to the 
ſalival Glands, it no ſooner enter'd the Blood, 
but was immediately thrown off, and that with 
exceſſive Gripings, by thoſe of the Inteſtines, in 
a Flux Dyſenterical; fo that we were oblig'd to 
forbear, and endeavour to recruit her with Me's 
Milk, and the Ab/orbentia or Teftacea: But 
whilſt we were thus employ'd in ſoftening and 
3 attempe- 
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attemperating her Blood, and curing her Hegi,, 
her Diſeaſe got Ground, and ſhew'd itſelf more 
manifeſtly in the accumulated Symptoms of two 
very painful Nodes on each Side of the Front, 
reaching as low as the upper Orbit of the Eye; 
a Gummi:on the Arm below the Cubit, with 
a Node alſo on each Tibia; ſo that there was no 
longer palliating a Diſeaſe making. ſuch an Ad- 
vance under the ſame. 

I now propoſed to her Friends the Un#ion, 
however more hazardous, yet practicable with | 
due Caution, as the only Mean* by which we 
might hope to eradicate the Diſtemper, and ha- 
ving fortity'd her Bowels all we could, with re- 


ſtringent Boles, ex Conf. Fracaſt. 3. cum gr. þ. | 


Extr. Thebaic. ac Ol. Cinnamom. gut. j. Night 


and Morning; keeping her to the Rice Decocti- 


on, or that de C. C. C. for her Drink, with a 
few Drops of the /iquid. Laud. (to which, on 
account of her Pains ſhe had before frequent re- 
courſe) between whiles in a ſup or two of burnt 


Day for twice, and then each other, covering 
the Nodes with the Emplaſt. Mercur. 


But notwithſtanding this leiſurely Way of Pro- 
ceeding, and now intermitting ſometimes three 
Days with all our Armour of Reſtringents and 


Opiates, to ward off the ſame, ſo ſoon as the Glo- 
bules of the Quickſilver began to blend them- 


ſelves with the Juices, the Tormina began, molt 
cruelly harraſſing the poor young Gentlewoman, 
and running off with bloody Stools; which how- | 
ever carrying ome Part of the venereal Venom, 
a {light Truce was gain'd, her Pains remitting, 
and ſhe returned to her Mk Diet, with a Sar/a 
Decoction. 


Thus 


Claret, I began rubbing in about 36. of my 
Compoſition upon each Arm and Leg, once | 
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Thus finding my ſelf diſappointed, and not 
knowing what other Method we could take, at 
leaſt for the preſent, I diſcontinued my Atten- 
dance for ſome Time, in which Interyal, when 


ſhe had a little recover'd her Strength, and con- 


tinu'd free from her Gripes and bloody Flux, her 
Pain ſoon after returning with its former Severi- 
ty; her own Father, who was a Country Prac- 
titioner, and uſed at Times, as his Buſineſs would 
permit, to over-look our Proceedings, ſuſpect- 
ing very likely ſome Error might have been com- 
mitted in the Management, attempted himſelf 
to raiſe the Pryaliſin, but as ineffectually as for- 
merly: Her Viſcera not ſuffering the Medicine 
to lodge, or ſublime to the Fauces; however ex- 
cited by vomiting, but running ſtill off by the 
Guts, with racking Pain and Stools, attended 
with a conſtant Teneſmus, and Mucus thereby 
diſcharging, notwithſtanding his vinous, and 
other corroborating Clyſers and Opiates, as before 
remarked 3 fo that now languiſhing under the 
cruel Diſeaſe, and in a Manner deſpairing of Re- 
lief, he thought fit to conſult a certain Gentle- 
man of the College, noted for a ſecret Way of 
curing the ſame: And the ſame Perſon alſo, with 
whom J was concern'd in the Hiſtory foregoing, 


no Matter I think for the Name, and perhaps as 


little for the Secret, which he ſays is an edulco- 
rated red Præcipitate of Mercury, of which, 
though in former Days he had Courage enough 
to give half a Dram for a Doſe; yet finding 
what a tender Subject he had here to deal. with, 
he would not exceed 95. or at molt gr. xij. 

I cannot ſay the Medicine was au e. more 
Medicorum, becauſe the Doctor brought it in his 
Pocket, but it was certainly taken to the great- 
eſt Nicety, in an exact half, neither more or 


leſs 
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which, as ſhe expreſt her ſelf, was all on Fire. 
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leſs (for fear of a Miſcarriage) of a poacht Egg, | 
as the Chicken Water prepar'd S. A. was given | 
at the moſt punctual Diſtance of Time, and by | 
the exacteſt Meaſure, to encourage the Opera- 
tion. | 
The Effect after an Hour, or ſomewhat more, | 
was this, that ſhe grew very Sick, vomited two 
or three times, and had as many Stools. When 
the Ruffle was a little over, ſhe conceited her 
ſelf better, her Pains'going off, and a good Night 
ſucceeding the ſame; inſomuch that the new Me- 
thod began to be highly extol'd, and this ſingle 
Medicine had wrought Wonders: A great Out- 
cry was made nes Salivation in general, and 
particularly the Unction, with ſurprizing Ac- 
counts given of the Efficacy of our Noſirum. 

Encourag'd by this ſeeming Alteration, it was 
concluded we ſhould next Day give a ſecond | 
Doſe, with the Addition of a few ', «a which 
in like Method and Manner, after the uſual 
Time, produced extream Sickneſs, with repeat- 
ed Retchings, and, as after the Uuction, or the 
Exhibition of Calomel. the Tormina ſeized pre- 
ſently on the Iuteſtines; ſo now we had more 
cruel Tortions in the Yentricle or Stomach, 


Upon this we were ſomewhat alarm'd, and as other 
Folks throw Oil thereinto, by no Means to put out, 
but encreaſe the Flame, ſo now the Doctor di- 
rected the ſaid Remedy, and reaſonably too, that 
this might be extinguiſh'd, by ſheathing the 
cauſtic Salts of his ſurly Medicine, and defend- 
ing the pluſhy Coat of the Stomach from being 
farther corroded by the ſame; which was ſeve- 
ral times repeated 3j. or Zij. at a Time; and at 
length, though it was ſome Hours firſt, the Or- F 


gaſenus was allay'd, by the Dotum and its _ 
ote | 
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tidote taking together a turn downwards; the 
Remains of the Poiſon, which had not been 
thrown up in vomiting, now paſling off in 
Stools. 

Being thus reſcu'd from the moſt imminent 
Danger, *twas by no Means reckon'd adviſable 
to proceed farther in this Way, nor indeed could 
we, without the moſt apparent Riſque of Life. 


But that I may give you a farther Speci- | 


men of this learned Man's very ſingular Proceſs 
on theſe Accounts, in the mean Time the follow= 
ing Epithem was order'd to be rubbed in upon 
the Nodes, and other pained Parts, which being 
dry'd, (as it would be inſtantly) this Plaiſter like- 
wiſe was appointed to be laid on.

Being thus foil'd with the grand Arcanum, ra- 


ther than tread the beaten Path of Practice, we 
(for I was all this while, I cannot ſay ſo much in 
Conſultation, as an Overſeer of the new Method) 
took Sanctuary in another, which was a Præci- 
ſitate too, but of a different Colour, viz. a dir- 
ty white or grey, of the ſame corroſive Subli- 
nate, which he calls his Palvis Wurtzii, from 
I's Author; this indeed is not altogether lo great 
n Afcanum, although ſtill deliver'd out by one 
Jof the Doctor's own Apothecaries, being no 
other than a Sablimate difloly'd in fair Water, by 
he help of Halt Armoniac. after precipated _ 
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the Ol. Tart. p. Delig. then waſht, and kept dry 
for Uſe. , 

This Preparation you will find in Monſieur 
Lemery's Courſe. Cloſſæus has the ſame, only 
differing in the Quantity of the Menſtruum, the 
common Water. One of its great Admirers gives 
it the following Encomium, avw xa: xerw, Sed | 
lene operatur.

Another of the Commentators on this laſt Au- 
thor, in deſcribing the Medicine gives this Cha- 
racter thereof.

of like Nature with this is the Præcipitaie of 
the Aqua Phagedenica, or the ſublimate Soluti- 
on in Aqua Calcis, but to go on with our Calc 
of this Precipitate, or Puluis Wurtzij; we gave 
five Grains in a Bole with the Conſ. Cyno/b. for 
three or four times, every, and ſometimes each 
other Morning, as her Strength would allow, 
which though not ſo doggedly, yet workt both th 
Ways, making her intolerably Sick, and throw A; 
ing her into Convulſions, inſomuch that they 
thought her ſeveral times expiring. 

Her Mouth was a little fore after thel 
Experiments, as it had been formerly both b) 
the Calomel. as alſo the Union, but without 
producing any Spitting extraordinary. W he 

perceiving 
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perceiving her no fit Subject, whatever others 
of a ſtronger Make may be, for farther proceed- 
ing with theſe uncertain and hazardous Reme- 
dies, we deſiſted, and left her once more to her 
Sar ſa Diet Drine, and Afe's Milk. All this 
while her Nodes ſtill increafing, rather than ſub- 
ſiding, notwithſtanding the. Topicks uſed thereto, 
her Pains allo by Fits returning as violent as ever, 
having ſeldom any Quiet, unleſs from an Opiate, 
her Friends had too treely indulged, unknown to 
us, through her exceſſive Lamentations. 

After we had dropt her, and that ſhe had again 
recover'd ſome little. Appetite from the Diſcon- 
tinuance of Medicine, her Father, (as I was told) 
being moved with her Complaints, and finding 
her daily pining with a Hectict, attempted once 
more by Calomel. in very ſmall Doſes, gradually 
to excite her Spitting, but as ineffectually as ar 
firſt; her Stools immediately ſucceeding, and 
preventing ſuch deſired Expectation. So that 
under this Dilemma, having ſtill a Veneration for 
chymical Arcana, and uſing himſelf ſuch way of 
Practice, a Gentleman here in Town profeſſing 
that Art, and who had ſupply'd him with them, 
having heard of this unhappy Caſe, offer'd his 


Service with ſome eaſy alterative Remedies, but 


of powerful Efficacy (as generally all ſuch Peo- 
ple's are reported) to reſtore her. 

This Perſon it ſeems, whether profeſſing 
that Science or not I cannot ſay, was a great 
Admirer of the Star's dignifying moſt of his mi- 
neral Preparations with the Epithet of A4ſrums : 
Thus there was an Aſtrum Veneris, Afrum Anti- 
monii, Mercurii, &c. The Property of all 
which, and twenty more, moſt ſpeciouſly enti- 
tled, is to work, as their Author Phraſes it, 
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Quo Natura verget, the uſual Subterfuge of all 


Empiricks. 

Which of theſe Stars was given to our Pa- 
tient I am uncertain, but ſurely not the latter, 
unleſs his Mercury be of the ſupercæleſtial kind, 
and fetcht out of ſome Mine in the lunar Orb, 
at leaſt has receiv'd an Influence therefrom, to 
alter its cuſtomary Property. However, ſeveral 


of theſe were continu'd inoffenſively enough, 


creating her no uneaſineſs for many Weeks, or ] 


think Months; and whether coming after the | 


pocky Virus, might be in ſome Degree brought 
under, though not preſently diſcernable, by the 
ſtrong Revulſion, and evacuated by Vomit or 


Stool, which I rather think, or from ſome rea! 
Virtue in the laſt, ro conquer the ſame, the Pa- | 
tient diſcernably grew better; and in ſome Time 
after, ſhe who before was confin'd, through ex- } 


ceſſive Weakneſs, to her Bed, neither able to 


turn her ſelf therein, appear'd again abroad, 
took her Nouriſhment, and by the help of a 
ſedativum Arcbæi, alas an Opiate, another of the 
Adepts Phraſes, had better Nights than formerly; ? 


her Pains much leſſen'd, and the Nodes, though 
not reſolving altogether, yet leſs in Magnitude, 


and not ſo painful; infomuch that very great 


hopes were entertain'd of here Cure; her Sarſa 
Drink was ſtill approved, which ſhe drank with 
ſome Guttæ Archæum renovantes, a ſort of Tinc- 


tura Metallorum. | 
Bur alas! notwithſtanding theſe noble Titles, 


the fine Chryſtal or flint Glaſſes, the beautiful | 
Tinctures, and the Aid as well of the greater as 


leſſer Luminaries, the Sun and Stars, by that 
Time three lunar Faces more were paſt, the lurk- 
ing Venom ſhew'd itſelf anew, and I was again 


conſulted; when J perceiy'd the Nodes ay” 
the 
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the Orbite Oculorum, much enlarged, lying high, 
almoſt of the bigneſs of a ſmall Hen's " with 
a perceptible Fluctuation of Matter therein; that 
likewiſe on the outſide of the Ulna fo exceed- 
ing painful, that ſhe could not bear the Impreſſi - 
on, however gentle, of my Finger. Thoſe on 
the Shins, more particularly one of them, much 
riſen alſo, and more painful than ever. I was 
now too well acquainted with the Subject and 
the Operation of Mercurials upon the ſame, to 
think in any wile thereof: And therefore telling 
her Father theſe Nodes ſhould be all open'd, and 
the Bones, which I doubted not were carious un- 
derneath, exfoliated; I perſuaded him firſt of all 
to take the Opinion of Mr. Palmer, whom I met 
next Day, and we concluded that a Canſiick 
ſhould forthwith be apply'd upon them all, in 
order to the de/quaming as aforeſaid; and after 
that, no more Mercurials to be given, but the 
Milk Diet purſu'd *rill further Directions, and 
Nature left in the mean Time to her ſelf. 
Accordingly two or three Days after, the E/- 
charotic was laid on thoſe above the Brows, and 
a crude Matter, as uſual, when the E/chars were 
pierced, diſcharg'd: The Bone in each, for a 
conſiderable Compaſs being diſcover'd rotten, 
which together with the reſt ſince open'd allo, 
and in like Condition, have been dreſt by her 
Father, and ſeveral Fragments from thoſe on the 
Front, already thrown off. Since theſe Nodes 
have been open'd, her Pains have again ceaſed, 
and her Appetite mended; what the Iſſue may 
be, is uncertain: Though I think truly after all 
the Severity ſhe has N ſo far as I can 
take the State of her Caſe, the being at this pre- 
ſent under Cure, ſeems more likely ro overcome, 
than to be overcome of this formidable Diſeaſe. 
Y 3 I have 
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I have been more particular in reciting of this 


Caſe, that I might appriſe my Reader how lit- 


tle Regard is to be had to Noſtrums; how ha- 
zardous ſome of them may prove to weak Pati- 
ents, and how trifling or inſignificant many others 
of them are found to be. In a Word, when 


we fee our ſelves diſappointed by the common 
Method of Practice, which through ſome Adio- 


ſyncraſy's in Nature (who if ſhe will not lead 


muſt not be drove) will oftentimes fall out, we 
ſhall ſcarcely effect any great Matters by the out 


of the Way Preparations of theſe Pretenders to 


Secrets, which ſo long as countenanc'd by ſome 
of good Fortune, Learning, and Art, no Won- 
der, as I have formerly noticed, that ſuch as are 


deſtitute of all three, Men of broken Eſtates in | 
ſome former mechanick Employments, gro/ly 1g- | 
norant, but vilely Impudent, ſhould take Refuge 
more particularly in this Part of Practice, and | 
boaſt of ſome Arcanum, with which to cure 


the ſame. | 


As Mercury ſeems to be the only anti/ſyphylic 
Remedy, at leaſt with which we are yet poſſeſt 


or know of; ſo doubtleſs the Preparations there- 


of, may be one preferable to another; and if 
one will as effectually root out the venereal Pol- 
ſon by any Manner of Evacuation, ſenſible or 


inſenſible, with more Eaſe and Safety, we ſhould | 
doubtleſs give that the Preference; and finding | 


that the common Preparation of this Mineral, 
called dulcify'd or ſweet Mercury, or being ftill 
farther ſublim'd and diveſted of its Salts, Calo- 
melanos is the ſafeſt and ſureſt of theſe Preparati- 
ons, in the lighter Pollutions of the Blood from 


this Diſtemper; or when got into the Bones, 


and rotting their outward Lamine, the crude 


Quickſilver, there is no Reaſon, as I have _ 
ni 
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niſh*d-you in my Preface, why you ſhould fa- 
tigue your Patients by ſome other dogged Prepa- 
rations thereof, by which I know ſome People 
have loſt their Lives. 

Were we indeed Maſters of any Medicine, 
that would diſpoſe the Humours to this particu- 
lar Putrefaction, ſo neceſſary in theſe Cures, or 
colliquate the glandulous Liquor, ſo as to run 
off together with the Poiſon, by the ſalival Dutts, 
and that with more Eaſe and leſs Prejudice to 
the nervous Syſiem, I ſhould decry the Uſe of 
Mercury upon theſe Occaſions, in any Form 
whatever: But ſince we are not in Poſſeſſion of 
any ſuch, and that theſe Gentlemen's Remedies 


have the ſame Tendency to make the Chaps ſore, 


if repeated or not purg'd off; nay often in ſpight 
of all their Endeavours to prevent it, a plenti- 
ful drivelling falling out, as I have more than 


once been an Eye: Witneſs: I cannot ſee for 


what Reaſon they ſhould be regarded more than 
others in the ſame Claſs; nor what Credit can 
be given to them, when they tell us, as I heard 
one of them my ſelf, that the Pox is not to be 
ſubdu'd by a Salivation; nor is the Union the 
true Way of Cure: With the like Confidence 
they may endeavour to perſuade us, that a Pleu- 
riſy was never taken off by bleeding; an Intermit- 
tent put by with the Cortex; or a Chloroſis re- 
moy'd by the Help of Chalybiates : But if they 
will be pleas'd to give us but one Inſtance of a 
Recovery of Moment, wrought by any of their 
Noſtrums, without a Pryaliſin, ] will engage to 
produce a Score, who by the Union having a 
Salivation rais d upon them, aſſiſted by the after 
Regimen, have from the moſt deplorable Circum- 
ſtances (of which Number ſurely are ſome of 
the foregoing) Tap as to a ſound Health; 
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or if ſuch Regimen be objected, as the Means of ] 
their Cure, I could produce ſome hundreds, 1 
where the ſame has been altogether neglected, \ 
and which, if we may believe our famous Sden- t 
ham, there is no need of, yet their Cures ſtood a 
firm. p

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HISTORY XXX. 
A Caries overſpreading almoſt all the Skull. 


MN unfortunate Tradeſman, in his 
younger Days, meeting with a Miſ- 
Af chance, and falling firſt of all into 

ill Hands, with a ſimple Running; 
the ſame being too haſtily got out 


Complaint of violent Pains of his Head ; for. 
which, the Cauſe (it being ſome Years ſince) 
being over-look'd or not ſuſpected, he was let 
Blood in the Neck, purged, bliſter'd, cupp'd, 
had a Flammula ſub Nucha, and afterwards Fon- 
zanels inter Scapulas, beſides his taking inwardly 
cephalick Preſcriptions of all Sorts : Whence 


R. B. his Caſe being farther examined, he again 
took Mercurials, purging them off, at proper 
Diſtances, 
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Diſtances, with ſome light Advantage. But hay- 
ing no other Symptoms beſides the Cephalea, he 
was bardly perſuaded it could be Venereal; till 
the Pains ſeizing alſo his Shins and Shoulders, 
and keeping him awake in the Night, he com- 
plied, and was ſalivated by that Phyſician's Di- 
rection. Vet notwithſtanding the moſt exact 
Conformity to the Rules preſcribed, both inand 
out of his ſpitting Courſe; which was managed 
with ſome Difficulty to keep it up, the Truce 
held but a little while, before his Pains return- 
ed, | agg waned on the Vertex or Top of his 
Head; about which Time I was firſt conſulted, 
and propoſed an Epiſpaſtick all over the Scalp, 
which he wore as a Cap for a Fortnight. And 
during the Diſcharge of the Serum all the 
time dripping down on each fide of his Head, 
made no Complaint of his former Pain; yet up- 
on healing the Veſications, which were kept 
open as long as we could, the ſame reviv'd. 
Wherefore I applied a Cauſtick on the Top of 
the Head, ar the Joining of the Sagizial with 
the Coronal Future; and cutting thro' the Eſchar, 


W© forced in a good large Pea, continuing the fame 


8 a Fontanel with great Advantage, for near a 
Twelve- month, pretcribing Calomelanos ſome- 
times, and keeping it under by Purgation. On 
the intermediate Days he took alſo a Bole of the 
Cinnabaris Antimonit z at other times the Athiops 
Min. But diſcontinuing this Method ſome 
Months, his Pains returned ; nor could he reſt 
in the Night without an Opiate, which he took 
often unknown to me; having a Preparation 
thereof always by him, given by a Friend, which 
was, as I ſuppoſed, Mathews's Pill. His Iſſue 
had now been continued ſo long that the ſharp 


khor falling thereupon, had eroded the Pericra- 
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nium, and laid the Cranium bare; ſo that I wy 
forced to throw out the Pea, dreſſing up the 
Bone dry, and the Caries ſpreading till farther, 
I cut away the Fungus and callous Lips of the 
Ulcer, and laid all in View, in order to exfo- 
liate. About this Time the Pains of his Limbs 
returning with great Violence, ſo ſoon as ever 
he was warm in his Bed, and ſuſpecting greater 
Miſchief, I reſolved to attempt a Salivation by 
Unction; and being prepared for Accidents, 
rubb'd in a ſmall Quantity of the ſame, with m 
own Hands, well armed with a Bladder ty'd a. 
bout my Wriſt, at firſt every ſecond Day, in 
Conſideration of his great Weakneſs ; but after 
the third time, he began to be griped, and was 
troubled with a great many — Stools, quick- 
ly ending in a Dyſentery So that they were 
forced to call me up: He had above thirty Stools, 
moſt of them bloody, and the laſt a bloody Ma- 
cus only. Coming to the Bed-fide I found him 
fainting with cold Sweats, and in a Manner ex- 
piring his laſt; his Eyes wide open, yet he could 
not ſpeak ſo as to be heard. She told me ſhe had 
injected a couple of Clyſters in the Night, e ne 
Decofto albo cum Ovor. Vitellis & 3g. Theriae. Ml pg 
Hndrom. (always in Readineſs) which forced ſoon 
away with his Stools. I immediately call'd for 
a Cup of his burnt Claret, and whilſt that was 
getting ready, with warm Napkins cauſed him 
to be well rubb'd ; bathing his Temples and his 
upper Lip with the Ag. Regin. Hung. & Spir. bee 
Lavend. whilſt another Servant held an open he 
Phial of the Spir. Sal. Armon. cum Calce viva ane 
deſtillat. under his Noſtrils, that quickly rous di 
him, and brought him to his Senſes. I chen in- 
ſtilling twenty Drops of the Laud. Liquid. Cydon: 
into the burnt Wine (finding his Pulſe return 
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ave it him to drink. At the ſame time I di- 
rected a Pint of red Wine to be ſet over the Fire, 
and made boiling hot, out of which (having 
lifted him up from the Bed-pan) Flannel Cloths 
were wrung hot, and applied to his Fundament 
to take off his Teneſinus. I farther ordered them 
to quench a Heater ſeveral times in Spring- Wa- 
ter, and (ſending for them whilſt I ſtay d) di- 
rected to infuſe therein boiling hot, the Fol. 
Roſ. rub. Mg. Flores Balauſt. p. j. Cort. Gra- 
nat. 36. taking Ziv. of the ſtrained Liquor, and 
adding half an Ounce of the Diaſcord. fine Melle, 
mixt up with the Volk of an Egg and a Gill of 
Sack; which was to be thrown up as a Clyſter, 
or rather as a Fomentation for his Bowels. Laſt- 
ly, I preſcribed to his Apothecary, the Infuſio 
Conf. Fracaſt. as it is ſet down in the Method 
for correcting this Accident, to be given two 
Spoonfuls afrer every looſe Stool z and if his 
Gripes or Reſtleſsneſs continu'd, ten Drops of 
the Laudanum in ſome more of his burnt Wine: 
Which were ſtill farther to be repeated at a = 
per Diſtance, as the Urgency of his Complaint 
ſhould happen to require : Only obſerving the 
Effect of one, before another Doſe thereof ſhould 
be given him. However, what I had now done 
took off the Grievance ; and the laſt Clyfter 
came not away till the Evening : Nor had we 
any more Stools for two or three Days. His 
Mouth alſo (which was more than I expected) 
began to be fore, and to ſmell ſtrong, though 
he ſpit little as yet: So that after three Days I 
anointed him again over Night, and before Morn- 


Ing his Gripes diſturb'd him; but immediately 


giving him Gut. xy. of his Laudanum, and in- 
jecting ſuch another Clyſter as the laſt, this Hur-

Wine and good Broths; alſo his Sack Clyſters 


and the Volks of Eggs: Tho' it was with ſome 
Difficulty we got him thro', and upon finiſhing 
this Courſe, put him into another of Aſſe's Milk 


with a China Decoction, in order to recruit him. 


During all this, the Caries would not ſtir, nor 
offer to ſeparate: The Ulcer indeed was not ſo 
conſtantly inſpected during his exceeding Weak- 
neſs, for fear of his taking cold by the frequent 
opening; but was now daily look'd after, and 


dreſs'd with a Tinctura Myrrh. Aloes & Euphorb. 


with ſome of the latter ſprinkled thereon: When 
being pretty free from his Pains, yet much 
emaciated, I preſcribed the fam'd Antibefick of 
Poterius, which he took for a conſiderable time, 
J cannot ſay with any ſenſible Relief, in any re-

| had try'd it under the like Circumſtances ) 
wherefore having inſtructed his Servant in the 
Dreſſing of the rotten Skull, he removed into the 
Air, keeping ſtrictly to the Milk Diet for about 
fx Weeks or two Months; and returned as the 
cold Weather approached, with little or no Im- 
provement. 

There had been ſome ſmall Fragments caſt off 
from the Cranium, but the main Part lay hard 
and faſt, appearing black as a Coal, having gone 
beyond the Diploe, by a Cleft diſcernable on one 
Side thereof; and before the Spring following 
was far advanced, he began to make freſn Com- 
plaints upon other Parts of his Head, where 
ſoon after appeared other nodous Tumours: So 
that now deſpairing of his Cure, he threw off 
his Buſineſs, having a Competency to ſubſiſt his 
little Family, viz. his Wife and himſelf. Upon 
theſe new Appearances, I thought convenient 
more particularly to enquire into the State of her 
Health, who all this time was utterly ignorant 


of the Cauſe of his Illneſs; and though other- 


wile a poor infirm hyſterical Woman, yet I per- 
ceived perfectly clear of any Symptom of the 
Lues Nor was there much Likelihood, eſpe- 
cially of late Years, ſhe ſhould be infected there- 
with; ſince he had been fo conſtantly indiſpoſed 
for about fifteen Years they had cohabited. Adeo 
ut nunguam ex multis Annis præteritis rem habuif- 
ſet cum illa, ut mihi bonus Vir ac vere religioſus 
(utcungue olim infortunatus) ſæpe juratus eſs.

Wherefore, t wh 
Summer following he went again into the Coum ® S 
try, about twenty Miles from London, taking 1 
long with him a Servant well inſtructed to dre 
him, and Medicines for that Purpoſe; and 1 
turned the Winter following much in the ſame 


State he went: Where after he had taken * 
| | 
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beſt phyſical and chirurgic Advice he could have, 
in divers Conſultations with Men eminent in both 
Profeſſions, he paid me civilly for what I had al- 
ready done, and contracted with me to dreſs him 
for fifty Pounds a Year, every Day at my own 
Houſe z and ſome time after growing feeble, and 
unable to come out, I attended for the ſame Sti- 
pend every other Day, at his: But after about 
a Year and a half more Nodes appearing, and 
finding his Expence too great for his Income; 
when I had alſo open'd theſe, and fitted them for 
his Servant's Management, I agreed for forty to 
dreſs him twice a Week. During which he had 
two or three Epileptick Paroxy/ms, ſome Matter, 
as I ſuſpected, falling in, and offending the Mem- 
branes underneath; to prevent which ſor the fu- 
ture, ſo far as I could, I laid open ſeveral Sinuo- 
ities, and other Ulcers communicating, into one; 
dreſſing up as formerly to correct the Putrefacti-

A foul and moſt offenſive Work, the Stench 
ſo inſinuating all about me, into my very Cloaths, 
(and yet I touch'd no Part but with an Inſtru- 


ment) that nobody cared to come near me for an 


Hour after; nor into the Surgery, when he 
came to me (though the ſame was always 
tumed after he was gone) for longer Time, with- 
out great Offence. I once call'd in Mr. Samuel 
Palmer, at another time Mr. Richard Blundell, 
who thought himſelf as well able to encounter 
a Stink as another; but declar'd upon his coming 
out of the Chamber, that he had never met with 
the like, and that the Salary was too ſmall for 
the Work. 

This Gentleman being the laſt Perſon I attend- 
ed, as a chyrurgic Patient, and having received 


a large 
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a large Sum of his Money, I was willing to ; 


ſerve him after in what I could; and (upon | 
coming into the College) accordingly at his laſt 
quarterly Payment, when I took my Leave, pro- | 
mis'd him upon any freſh Emergency to give 
him my Advice gratis In the mean Time I had 
inſtructed his Barber, (who lived juſt by him, 


and for a ſmall Gratuity had undertaken the 


Poſt) how to manage it. But upon my with- 


drawing, ſome of his Friends recommended an- 
other Perſon of the Profeſſion, who it ſeemed 
(as I was told) had given more Encouragement 
than Iever pretended to, under whoſe Hands he ne- 
vertheleſs deceas'd, about a quarter of a Year after. 

Some Years before his Death, he had Nodes 
upon each Tibia, which ſometimes reſolved un- 


der his Salivation; and were ſo kept under at 
all times, by the Emplaſt. de Ranis cum Merc. as 


to give him little or no Diſturbance: But had 
the Scalp, (I mean what was left of it) been

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SI ſent to the Preſs, I recciv'd from 
my Bookſeller a Pamphlet with the 
Title aboveſaid; in the dedicatory 
Addreſs whereof, I find, leſt we 
ſhould have drawn in all the Hoſpi- 
tal-Surgeons by their Heads and Shoulders, the 
Editor has endeavour'd to ſecure One : In whoſe 
Hands leaving the great Diſcovery, back'd with 
his repeated ſucceſsful Practice to thrive and re- 
ceive Improvement, I ſhall proceed to his Adver- 
tiſement, which is to ſupply the Place of a Pre- 
face, and which I intend to inſert with a Para- 
phraſe on the ſame, in manner following.

we make our Application; (but the Miſchief is 
we are not much regarded) Men of too extenſive 
Thought (reaching the ultra-mundane Space) to 
be pinn'd down (ſurely a good Tenpenny Nail would 
have made them faſter) by Prejudice: Whoſe 
Underſtandings fit looſe (or indifferent on which 
Side the Truth lies) or unembarraſt with popular 
Opinions, (you ſee Pm right, one that regards not 
either fide of the Queſtion, or what the People opine 
of the Matter) who have no Intereſt inconſiſtent 
with thoſe of their Patients, (unleſs taking a Gui- 
nea of a rich Miſer for a Fee, ſhould by the ſaid 
Miſer be ſo accounted) and only viſit the Sick 
(taking none at all, no not for the World) toreco- 
ver him with all the Eaſe (without Cauterys to be 
ſure) and Safety they can : With ſuch the fol- 
lowing Piece will have its Weight, (for ſurely 
none of thoſe who have been thus careſt with rhe 
Few, Honeſt, Ingenious, Diſcerning, Men of Ap- 
plication, extenſive Thought, looſe Underſtandings, 
unembarraſt, inconſiſtent Intereſts, and the like, will 
ever attempt to put this Piece in the Scale, or ſo 
much as queſtion the Standard Weight thereof.) 

Having now done with our Deſcription of 
the Performance, we come to diſplay the Ope- 
rator in like Manner.

Purpoſe) Nor mutt it be omitted, (well thought 


of on my Word) that the Perſon they have re- 


courſe to is our very Author (prodigious “) Mon- 


ſieur Chicoyneau ( ſurely it muſt be worth while to 


take Ming to Montpellier, to ſee ſo wonderful a 
Man who underſtands ſo well not only when the 
ſame is neceſſary, as you will find preſently by the 
znvincible Experiments, but alſo how to rub ibe 
mercurial Ointment upon the Skin of the Patient, 
fo that they ſhall never Salivate). If People can 
be content to have Experience, without paying 
dearly for it, (for though the Operator is never ſo 
kind to our People, yet the People at Montpellier, 
he tells you plainly, will make you Pay, and dearly 
too, for every thing elſe) 'tis here offer'd them 4 
bon Marche (exceſſively civil, if he had not con- 


founded our People with theſe two hard Words, 


brought overs; 1 ſuppoſe, when he laſt took Wing 


from that wonder-working Place, the City of Mont- 


pellier). Heſhews them how to ſave the Fatigue 
of a Voyage (juſt before it was a Flight) to Mont- 


pellier, and the Torture of a Salivation at Home; 


(For you muſs know they never have ſore Chaps at 
that City, as you may ſee in the undeniable Expe- 
riments here following.) 

We are now got towards the Concluſion, and is 


ſurely Time, though ſome of the greateſt Blunders 


and Abſurdities are yet behind. 
What 
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W har he here publiſhes, is only the Practice 
of a ſingle Perſon (with nine more in Company) 
and a fingle Year, among a Number of each, 
equally ſucceſsful (unleſs that ſome were cur'd per- 
fettly, others imperfettly, one died, and many were 
never the better), From the Notes (which are 
the Editor's) it will appear, that the Method re- 
commended is no local one, (howbeit Ointments 
and Plaiſters too have been ever ſo denominated; 


but to ſet us right here, we are told what is ſtill 


more ſurprizing ſurely) that the Change of Air 
and Climate make no Alteration in its Effects, 
and that it ſucceeds every whit as well at London 
as at Montpellier, (that is, in ſpigbt of your Teeth 
ſometimes, there may happen a ſore Mouth, and 
ſiavering in both Places.) 

Before we come to our Author's Experiments, 
it may be needful we make ſome Remarks upon 
his Introduction, though not in the Way of De- 


ſcant, as in the Editor's Advertiſement; yet other- 


wiſe, as the Matter thereof requires, and which 
we will anſwer Paragraphically, as they ſtand in- 
ſerted.

Though mercurial Salivation be almoſt aui 
verſally allow'd the only Cure for a confirm'd 
Lues; yet if Reaſon, Facts, and Experience, may

ous therein. 

Remark. This I think ſo bold an Advance, that 
0 Man who had not the utmoſt Aſſurance of Truth 
being on his Side, would have offer'd to the World, 
much leſs in Oppoſition to that Reaſon, thoſe Facts, 
and that Experience he calls upon to umpire, as 
will be manifeſt, 1 doubt, not preſently. . 

To begin the Proof of this Aſſertion with 
Matters of Fact. FA 
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r. If a Perſon free from a venereal Taint, be 
falivated in the common Method, the Saliva he 
evacuates is as fetid, and its Quantity as large, as 
if he were infected: FHypochondriacks have af- 
forded too many Inſtances hereof: *Tis there- 
fore a vulgar Prejudice to ſuppoſe that a copious 
Evacuation of fetid Saliva, argues the V irulen- 
cy of the venereal Infection; both the Quantity 
and ill Scent are otherwiſe ſatisfactorily account- 
ed for. The Quantity proceeds from the vehe- 
ment ſtimulating Motion of the weighty mercuz 
rial Particles admitted into the Blood; whereby 
the Saliva 1s rarify'd, its Secretion promoted 
ſome of the Veſſels it paſſes through are diſtend- 
ed, burſt and dilacerated, and conſequently others 
are forcibly ſqueez d, and oblig'd to give out 
their Contents. The ill Scent ariſes from the 
Stoppage of other Secretions, and a Retention 
of the Excrements. Part whereof the Blood, 
in its nimble and diſorder'd Circulation, muſt ne- 
ceſſarily take up and diſcharge where the Out- 
lets are open. This is certainly more Rational 
than to ſuppoſe the Infection, whoſe Scent re- 
_ utterly unknown, to be the Cauſe there- 
of. | 

Remark. As to the Saliva evacuated, either in 
the ſound or the diſeaſed State, we have taken No- 
tice in our Preface to the Practical Diſſertation 
aforegoing But ſurely it may be made a Queſtion, 
whether the Duickſilver, as merely ſuch, acts other- | 
wiſe than by its Pondus, as I have there alſo ob- 


uw 


ſerv'd : The Stimulus being owing to the Spicula of 


the Salts, with which its Globules are ſurrounded | 
in their paſſing the Juices of the Blood, much af- 
ter the Manner as when blended therewith, in the 
artificial Preparations of that Mineral- M hence 
they put ou a Cauſtick Duality, ver) — In 

| few 
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their Effects upon the Parts of the Mouth; and by 
whoſe Stimuli, the glandulous Liquor or Lymph is 
there ſecreted. The ill Scent of which is by no 
means owing to the Retention of Excrements of any 
kind, ſince very frequently through the whole Courſe 
of Salivation, we have more Stools than at another 
Time, great Quantity alſo of Urine, and a free 
Perſpiration. According to this Gentleman's Phi- 
loſophy, we ſhould conceive our Patients at theſe 
times under the State of a Miſerere; but although 
their Mouths, it muſt be own'd, flink worſe than 
4 Sir., yet, ſaving his Preſence, tis quite 
different ; ariſing ſolely from the Putrefaction of the 
Parts of the Mouth, a Conſequence of the Cauſtick 
Salts before obſerved, preying upon the ſame, and 
inducing that peculiar Rottenneſs therein, the Source 
and Original of that fetid Smell, which he might 
have obſerved to enſue upon Mortifications on the 
ſame Parts; where till the putrid Sloughs are di- 
geſted off, and the Ulcers mundify'd, the Gleet, as 
the Surgeons call it, here running off, is imbued 


with the like offenſive Stench, and the Mouths of

be ſo great without ſalivating, why may not a 
proper Continuance of it in this Manner com- 
pleat a Cure?

I think the Interrogatory may be fairly retorted, bis

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Query ſtanding thus in his firſt Words : If the Ef- 
feats of Mercury are ſo great, even before the Sa- 
vation is at its intended Height; what might we 
not expect by proſecuting the ſaid Method, when not 
only theſe Symptoms enumerated, but all others, the 
Attendants upon that Diſeaſe, notwithſtanding all 
our Author”s invincible Arguments to prove the ſame 
uſeleſs and detrimental, are generally vanquiſht ? 

4. On the other Hand, the fame Symptoms 
will ſometimes remain after a profuſe Salivation 
has been obtain'd; in which Caſe it is certain, 
that the venereal Taint is not all carry'd off with 
the Saliva. 

Remark. The Amount of all this is only that 
there are ſome Inſtances, which no body that I know 
of ever diſputed; wherein, neither this, nor any 
other Method, will avail, not even his own dear 
darling Frictions without Salivation; and we rea- 
dily join Iſſue, that ſuch as are not cur'd, have not 
receiv'd their Cure, whether they ſpit or not. 

7. When a Salivation proves ineffectual (here 
we have a tacit Conſent that at ſometimes it is ef- 
feftual, though juſt before it was always detrimen- 
. % and uſeleſs in this Diſtemper) the moſt judici- 

J ous Practice orders the Patient, after the Reco- 
very of his Strength, to apply the mercurial Un- 
guent in {mall Quantities, at proper Intervals, ſo 
J Iss to prevent a ſecond Flux at the Mouth; and 

FJ this with very good Succeſs. The moſt experi- 
enc'd Phyſicians are therefore ſenſible, that Sa- 
1 vation not only ſometimes fails to eradicate the 

Lues, but alſo that this grand Evacuation ought 
to be guarded againſt, in future Attempts to cure 
It, 

Remark. Here likewiſe, as before, we have 
bot and cold in the ſame Blaſt; Salivation cures, 
put it does not cure; or when Mercury daes not 

I cure 
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cure by ſpitting, -we muſs try what it will do with« | 
out. Me have already own'd that at ſome times the 
Diſeaſe is too powerful for Salivation ; but let the | 
Doctor give us but one Inſtance of a profound Infec- 
tion (of which none ſuch appears among his forty © 
Experiments) as Gummi, Nodes, Exoſtoſes, or Ca- 


rioſity, inſtead of Scabies, Chancres, or Serpigines, 
with uncertain Pains, whether Scorbutick or Rheu- 
mnatick, as likely as Venereal, removed without a 
Salivation; I will engage to produce half a Score 
of that kind, for each ſingle Example, reſtor'd to 
perfect Health thereby. Some of them, where his 
Frictious, as he has inſinuated on the other Side, 
had been divers Times undergone, the Patient grom- 
ing ſtill more diſeaſed than before; and in Juſtice 
farely, he ſhould have told us who his experienc'd 


Phyſicians were, as well as given us better Proofs | 


than we can find here, to juſtify that Practice. 
6. Salivation, becauſe of the great Danger 
that attends it, is never practis'd upon very an- 


cient or worn out Perſons, Infants, pregnant - 


men, heftick, highly ſcrofulous, or ſcorbutick Pati- 
ents; but the Cure of theſe, when infected 
with the Lues, is happily committed to the pru- 
dent Uſe of mercurial Frictions, ſo as to prevent 
the leaſt ſalival Flux. But if the Lues be thus 


curable in tender and ſhatter'd Conſtitutions, 


why not alſo in ſtrong and robuſt Bodies? 


Remark. Wie have here an Account of the Sub- 
jects not fit to undergo the Remedy; yet ſuch as 


theſe we ſee his own Experiments are made upon. 
Fit be anſwer'd, without a Deſign of ſalivating, 
it may be reply'd, that no Man uſing the Friction 
in this Manner, can abſolutely warrant the ſame 
ſhall not enſue; as you will ſee happen d in his fert 
Experiment, as alſo in ſeveral of the reſt. Not 
ſurely, I think, would any experienced Artifs but 
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himſelf, have rub'd a Duickfilver Ointment into 
the Body of a Man ſeventy Years of Age, whe- 
ther with Intention of Spitting or not. As for the 
Succeſs with the ſtronger, where it will anſwer in 
the weaker, I think this is out of the Queſtion; 
unleſs be believes any Man can be ſo filly, as to 


ſuppoſe what is ſafe and harmleſs to an Infant, 
ſhould be hurtful to the Adult. 


7. Perſons of the largeſt Experience in venere- 
al Cafes, from duly reflecting upon their own 
Practice, have ingenuouſly acknowledg'd, that 
Salivation contributes nothing to the Cure of 
the Lues; and wiſhed to perform it by a leſs ha- 
zardous, painful, and — — Means; declaring 
themſelves willing to abandon the old Method, 
and make uſe of this, would the groundleſs Pre- 
judice of their Patients allow them. 

Remark. This is the moſt jejune Argument of 
all; there being none certainly ſo prejudiced againſt 
an eaſy Cure, could the ſame be aſcertain'd from 
Reaſon and Experience, eſpecially ſo large : Nor 
have 1 heard yet of any one in his Senſes, who de- 
fir'd bis Surgeon to cut off his Arm or Leg, when 
he was well inform'd, that with much Eaſe and 
Safety, the ſame might be preſerv'd by a long expe- 
rienc d Remedy. It is much he would not inform 
us, of theſe Perſons of large Experience, who have 
thus expos*d themſelves, to continue a dangerous and 
painful Method, merely in compliance with the Pre- 
judice of their Patients, and contrary to their own 
better Judgment, or Knowledge of an eaſier and ſafer 
Way. IT am perſuaded the City of London can 
furniſh Gentlemen of as large Experience in theſe 
Caſes, as any in France, not excepting Monſieur 
Chicoyneau himſelf, or thoſe of the ſame Faculty 
in Montpellier: And notwithſtanding his Editor's 
Suggeſtion, I know not one of the whole —

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but would readily come into any eaſier Method than 
that practiſed at preſent, which they ſhould find. 
upon Experience would anſwer their Expectation. 

8. Upon a careful Examination of the whole 
Matter, I was firmly perſuaded, that the uſual 
Method of Salivating for the Lues, was not on- 
ly inſignificant, but prejudicial to the Cure. I 
therefore reſolv'd to purſue a more gentle Means, 
and laſt Year made uſe of mercurial Friftions, at 
convenient Intervals, to forty Patients, whonot- 
withſtanding the vulgar Prejudice, were many 
of them feartul leſt a Salivation ſhould riſe upon 
them.

Do we not give Vomits 
in ſome, and after previous Preparation of the mor- 
bific Matter, Diaphoreticks in others, Diureticks 
again in others, with Catharticts after all, to car- | 
ry off the Illuvies yet remaining, by the common 
Shoar of the Inteſtines? And all founded upon the 

Obſervation, that Nature ſeveral Ways oppreſt, 
endeavours diverſely to acquit herſelf thereof; and th 
under which Oppreſſion ſhe muſs ſtill groan, if ſuch eit 
Paſſages happen to be ſhut up, or Entrance deny d fo 
for throwing off the ſame. It was, I make 10 bu

Antiquary; that from rubbing the Sores of theſe, : 
and others the grieved Parts, with ſome Ouickſilver|

in the Skin, and obſerving the ſore Mouths attend- 


ment, diſappearing, not only Ulcers drying up, but 
the Pains ceaſing, they after deſignedly try'd the 
like Experiments, by which to overcome the like, 
in a Way perhaps more cautiouſly, and by Degrees, 
methodically alſo, "till it came to be praftis'd in the 

| Manne. 
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Manner now a Days with us. Evacuations by 
bleeding and purging have both their Uſe and Abuſe, 
as well in ſmaller as the larger Quantity; none be- 
ing too large, whilſt the Patient is rather ſtrength- 
ened than weakened thereby; the Spirits, before op- 
reſt, enliven'd, and the morbific Matter, offending 
either in Quantity or Quality, by Plethora or Ca- 
cochymia, is unloading. With almoſt, if not alto- 
gether, the ſame Reaſon, might this Author deny 
the Benefit or Advantage of that ſpontaneous Pty- 
aliſm, ſo truly critical in ſome Fevers; particular- 


ly the confluent Small-Pox of the Adult, as this of 


the Salivation raiſed by Mercury: The former be- 
ing depuratory to the Blood, and deriving ſuch Part 
of the variolous Matter by thoſe of the Mouth, as 
cannot be diſcharged by the Glandules of the Skin : 
the latter,. that of the venereal Poiſon, thus link- 
ed with itſelf, and freeing the Blood, as well there- 
of as of itſelf, by the ſame Paſſages. 

9. Moſt of the forty Patients mention'd, went 
through a gentle Courſe of Frictions, in between 
eighteen and twenty five Days, the uſual Term 
for actual Salivating in the common Method; 
but the Time that is ſpent to prepare for a Sali- 
vation, and the Time requir'd for Recovery after 
it, are ſav'd in our Method; which conſequent- 
ly leſſens, as well the Expence and Duration, as 
the uncaſineſs of a Cure. 

Remark. What Time they take up in France 
in this uſeleſs Preparation, I cannot ſay, though J 
have been told of one longer continued than the Sa- 
livation itſelf z which, our wiſer Engliſh Artiſts, 
upon Experience, finding unneceſſary, have many 
Years diſcarded : Though the Editor of this Trea- 
tiſe ſuppoſes this Neglect the Reaſon why ſome have 
been diſappointed, not conſidering the [dioſyncraſy, 


or Peculiarity of Temperament; whence all the Pre- 
| Aa 3 paratives 
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paratives in the World, will not render ſome Bo- 
dies ſuſceptible of this particular Secretion, fo na- 


tural to others : And therefore though bathing a 


few Days before with warm Water, may ſuit with 
(ome thin Habits ; bleeding in the plethoric, and 
parging, eſpecially by Lenients, for over coſtive Bo- 
dies, together with the Abſtinence I have already 
preſcribed in the preceding Diſcourſe, yet is the reſt 
of the Apparatus a dirett Amuſement, a Cheat up- 
on the Phancy of the Patient, and an unneceſſary 
Procraſiination of his intended Cure. Nor will 
the Method of Friction be leſs tedious, ſome having 
. requird a Month, then ſtopt by Reaſon of ſore 
Chaps, and to't again, as 1 have known it, and all 
to no purpoſe, unleſs by the Delay of ſpitting, the 
Symptoms encreaſing, the Patient has been in Dan- 


ger of being thus fool'd out of his Life., So that 


the Sum of all ſeems now reduc'd to this ſhort Que- 


ry, notwithſtanding the Chicaury of Monſieur Chi- |

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And firſt of the eight Patients with M. Barancy. 


One of them was ſcorbutick, with ſwell'd 


Gums, and ſtinking Breath; but having had a 
Gonorrhœa formerly, (which find is ſufficient 
to ſend any Man to the Greaſe-Pot, whatever Com- 
plaints, he may happen to make after) he was anoint- 
ed five times in ten Days, and (no wonder, tho? 
contrary doubtleſs to the Operator's Intention) (a- 
livated from the twelfth to the twenty fifth, and 
was cur'd; .(but of what no Man can tell, unleſs 
of his Salivation) for his Gums were ſtill ſpongy, 
and the tungous Fleſh. afrerwards taken off. 

The ſecond had a Pain in his Limbs; but whe- 
ther ſcorbutic, rheumatic, or venereal, ſeems un- 
certain: He too had formerly been in for't, and ſo 
was condemn'd to the Frictions. Being anointed 
five times in fifteen Days, and ſo got rid of a 
Cough, without ſpitting too, which was the Cream 


of the Jeſt. 


The third, a luſty Girl, having a ſore Noſe, 
born with the Diſtemper; ſhe had a Diſcharge 
of a purulent Serum from the Pudendum : (an 
odd Symptom of an hereditary Taint) ſhe was a- 
nointed ſeven times, never ſpitting ; got well of 
her Noſe, but not of the ouzing from the Pa- 
dendum, till ſome Time after. She had allo 
(which 1 had like to have forgot) a ſtubborn Oph- 
thalmia removed at the ſame Time. 

The fourth, this Girl's Mother, with Ulcers 
and venereal Puſtules in her private Parts; allo 
Pains in her Limbs; three Frictions raiſed a Sa- 


livation, and (doubtleſs thereby) in twenty five 
Days ſhe was well. 


The fifth, a Man of forty (though clapt per- 
haps at twenty) having got ſome callous Ulcers 
 Aa4 on 
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on his Thighs; (of one kind or other) he was five 
times anointed in twelve Days, proper Care it 
ſeems being taken of his Ulcers, and towards the 
30th Day the ſame were cicatrized. (Query, Yhe- 
ther by the proper Care or the Unction?) He did 
not ſpit through the whole Time. 
NB. Three out of theſe eight remain'd un- 
cur'd; (that is, half lacking one) one a young 
| Woman, /crofulous from her Infancy. The ſe— 
4 cond, a Youth deaf after a malignant Fever, 
bur ſuppos'd venereal; for that two Years be- 
fore (when he was neither a Child, nor yet a Man) 
he had a Gonorrhæa and a Bubo.

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According to his own reckoning, there are 
twenty ſeven cur'd out of thirty nine, one dying 
ſome Time after, though poſſibly not of the 
Frictions, but of an incurable Diſtemper yet, by 
the Way, only ten without Salivation, ſixteen 
being cur'd by ſpitting, atleaſt did ſpit, ſome ve- 
ry freely too, others gently. Six of the remain- 
ing twelve were. partially cur'd, (a new Phraſe, 
I fuppole, in France for palliating) fix remain'd as 
they were; which, with the partial ones, makes 
twelve again; almoſt one third being fruſtrated 
in their Expectation. 

But if we more narrowly ſcrutinize the Mat- 
ter, to come at the real and impartial Truth, we 
ſhall find the Account ſtand thus, viz. 

Twenty of the forty were uncertain as to the 
Diſeaſe being venereal or not; and that near u 
on the ſame Number, i. e. half, did ſalivate; 
though perhaps leſs than in the common Way, 
where we encourage the ſame, at leaſt do not en- 
deavour to ſtop it. That five of the ſix laſt, 
particularly (the principal of the venereal Caſes) 
obtain'd their Cure in all likelihood thereby. 
As to the Miſcarriages we find three out of eight, 
four out of eleven; three more out of eight, 
and one out of two, beſides one that out of three 
deceas'd : So that here are twelve, as above, 
miſſing their Aim out of his forty Patients. I 
wiſh ſome of them were not much worſted, as 
we ſay, by the raſh undertaking ; nor among 
them all will you find one inſtance. of a profound

With reſpe& to the uſe of this Remedy, whe- 
ther intending Salivation or not, in the hyſeeric, 
bypochondriacal, or melancholy, in the ſcrofu- 
lous, in antient People, and above all, in thoſe who 
are paralytical, I think the Doctor ſtands by him- 
ſelf : I am ſure the Generality of Phyſicians will 
declare againſt it, as utterly pernicious and de- 
trimental; ſo that from any of his Premiſes, I 
cannot for my own Part, conclude this Method 
ſo valuable as he repreſents it; nor that Saliva- 
tion ſhould be diſcontinued in the Cure of the 
Lues; though I heartily agree, that all Phyſi- 
cians and Surgeons ſhould commnnicate their Ob- 
ſervations, not only on this, but any other, b 
which Mankind may be benefited, and Phyſick 
advanced; having long fince borrowed for m 
own Motto, that of the moſt learned and illuſ- 


trious Body in Europe, viz. Nullius in Verba; and

Some 
whereof giving their Opinions, that each Miſ- 
carriage of this kind, perpetrated on the Son, 
is Filicide in the Parent, Suicide in the Adult, 
and in the Qagpaxeurys Homicide : Are they ſure 
the new Method of engrafting the poiſonous 
Fruit, 1s abſolutely preventive of a ſecond Crop ? 
If ſo, may it thrive and proſper (which I know 
to be Dr. V 's Opinion as well as my 
own, notwithſtanding a ludicrous Play of a cer- 
tain Gentleman, with a borrow'd Name, upon 
his Words) but let it be under proper Culture, 
and in grounds encloſed: Let us not thus madly 
10 on to ſow the venomous Weed among our 

anding Corn, by which the fame may happen 
to be, and by the noxious Exhalation, 1s tre- 
quently blited. 

Are we not all agreed the Diſeaſe to be con- 
tagious? And in ſome Conſtitutions, as well of 
Seaſons as Bodies, favouring the ſame, like a Peſt 
deſtroying our Inhabitants ? Have we not en- 
joyn'd Quarentines, prohibited Commerce or Com- 
munication with the infected of another ſort, 
upon the pains of Death?

Experiment of this Moment, was ſurely never 


made before, by the Countenance of one or two, 
how great ſoever, without a deliberate Conſul- 
tation with the reſt, at leaſt a Committee ap- 
pointed for that End, out of the Faculty; up- 
on whole Report, the Legiſlature, who have 
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been ſo careful to guard us againſt a Peſt Abroad, 
with leſs Expence, had the ſame been under Con- 
ſideration, might at ſuch times have ſecur'd us 
from this Home; I mean thus propagated from 
the wilfully infected to the ſound, who live near 
them, exceedingly fearful many of them of the 
Diſtemper, and conſequently more likely both 
to be infected and deſtroyed thereby; yet at pre- 


ſent have no other Way to help themſelves, than 
by quitting their Buſineſs with their Habitations, 
which ſeems an unreaſonable Hardſhip upon an

Mouth, they forbore, ſuffering the Medicine to 
take its Courſe. Three Months after this, the | 
Diſeaſe increaſing, and appearing with new Symp- . 
toms, the like were again uſed, at a longer Diſ- | 
tance, but to as little Purpoſe as the former. (| 
Some Weeks before he came to me, he had la- 
bour'd with a Diarrhea, which had brought him 
bo low, that his Friends began to deſpond as to 
his Recovery. I found him with a Node upon 
each of the 77bia's, another on the right Bregma, 
with a large Gummi on the outſide of the Arm, 


above the Cubit: In all which there was a ma- 
nifeſt Fluctuation of Matter, collected under- 
TY neath.

els, though he had ſeveral looſe Stools, which 
ceaſing, I renew'd the Unction, on his Arms 
from the Wriſt to the Shoulder, and on the 
Legs from the Ankles all around the Ulcers, and 
ſo up his Thighs.

pals of a Shilling, which is now almoſt three 
Years paſt, the Patient continuing ſound and in

An elderly Gentleman, long time ſeverely af- 
ficted with venereal Ulcers in diverſe Parts of his 
Body, together with the sc , or nocturnal 
Dolours, from the Shoulders and Shins, had been 
through exceſſive Weaknels, confin'd to his 
Bed for ſome Months paſt, great Part of which 
Time he ſuffer'd under a Dy/enterick Flux; which 


Vith the Tormina of the Bowels, had ſo exhauſt- 
ed him, as to leave but little more than the bony 


Compages, cloathed with the common Tegu- 
ments; the Muſcles being ſhrivel'd up from 
their Juices, thus drain'd off, his Throat was 


all of ſordid Ulcers, by which he was render'd 


eſs able to get down his Nouriſhment. ; 

In this Condition I found him, and, as may 
be imagin'd, could ſee little Expectation of Suc- 
cels, to attend any Method taken for his Re- 
lief. Enquiring what had been done, they told 


Ine, that a Gentleman, much fam'd for a ſingu- 


lar Way of Practice, as well in the firſt as ſecond 


Infection, had order'd his being greaſed ſeveral 


times, and ſo ſoon as ever his Chaps began to 


Jsrow ſore, deſiſted, chooſing rather to purge 
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off, than to ſuffer a Ptyaliſmus. In this Man- 
ner they went on for ſome Months, the Ulcers 


ſill ſpreading, and the Looſneſs (in order to 
keep under a Salivation, rather encreaſed than 
ſuppreſt, by repeated Purgatives) had ſo enfee- 
bled the Tone of his Bowels, and ſcoured off 
their Lining; that inſtead of being excrementi- 
tious, there appeared only mucous Dejections, and 
ſometimes large Quantities of pure Blood: I was 
deſired to ſerve him ſo far as I was able, and in 
order to palliate, began by fuming his Throat, 
as his weak Condition would allow; which in 
few Days made his Mouth tender, ſo eaſily 
would the Remedy, formerly apply'd, have taken 
Place, had it not been thus unaccountably kept un- 
der, and ſtill turn'd downwards by the repeated 
purging, after the Frictions. 

But although we got ground upon theſe Ul- 
cers on the Fauces, yet was it not poſſible to re- 
move the other Symptoms hereby, nor conſider- 
ing his exceeding Weakneſs, durſt we go on far- 
ther at preſent: So that being render'd eaſier in 


his Throat, and better able to ſwallow his Food, 


our Endeavours were to recruit his Strength, to 
take off his Gripes, and check his Flux; for 
which end, I gave him a Dram of the Conf. 
Fracaſt. ſ. m. Jſ. of the Rad. Rhei coram igue 
exiccat. & pul. cum gut. j. Ol. Cinnamomi chm. 
deri, Morning and Afternoon, with a Draught 
of the Decoct. Alb. likewiſe a Julap when faint, 
well loaded with zeftaceous Powders ; Sack Clyſiers 
with Yolks of Eggs, and ſometimes the faid De- 
coction with Theriaca, were thrown up daily; 
an an0dyne Hauſtus, with a Grain of Laudanum at 
the Hour of Reſt. After ſome few Days, this 
Complaint being moderated, he drank Goats 
Milk, with a Morſel of an Electuary ex Conl.

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Roſar. Pulv. Coral. Spec. Diatrag. fr. as com- 
monly preſcribed for other Hecticks: And having 
proſecuted this Courſe for ſome Weeks, with 
Advantage, as to what was thence expected, I 
order'd a ſmaller Quantity than is common, of 
the mercurial Ointment, to be rub'd upon his 
Arms and Legs interchangeably, each other Day 
proceeding in this eaſy and gentle Manner, to ob- 
viate, if poſſible, the Diarrhea : Vet neverthe- 
leſs the ſame ſtill return'd upon us, ſo ſoon as the 
Mercury mixed with the Blood, and we were 
forced to lie by; being farther put to't, to re- 
trieve him at ſome times, under the recurring 
Syncope's or Faintings. After ſeveral Eſſays made 
in this Manner, ſupporting him with Cordial 
Medicines, and good Broths between, we at 
length got up a Salivation ; the Looſneſs ceaſing, 
and keeping up his Spitting between three Weeks 
and a Month, his Pains wore off, and his Ulcers 
healed. Upon the cloſe whereof, we return'd 
him to his Goats Milk twice a Day, and at other 
times a China Decoction with Milk; alſo the 
Decott. Hord. cum Rad. Eryng. drank after the 
ſame Manner, which he kept to orderly for 
many Weeks after, when he appear'd again 
Abroad, who had been ſeveral times reported to 
be dead, and in much better plight alſo than he had 
been for twenty Years paſt, the greater Part of 
which he had ſpent under Courſes of Phyſick, 
both at Home and Abroad, but till now, diſap- 
pointed of his Cure; partly, perhaps, through 
his own Indiſcretion formerly, as living too free- 
ly, and partly by that of the late Enterprize 
thereof; without ſullying the Character, I may 
apply to him the cloſe of an old Song.

He was (and a brave one too) an old Soldier of the 
and the King's old Soldier. 


I could give another Inſtance of a Gentle- 
woman, ſtrong and vigorous before, who on the 
Account of ſome venereal Symptoms, chiefly 
Pains in her Limbs, very lately underwent the 
Friftions, which without ſenfible Evacuation of 
any kind, have left her with ſuch entire Reſo- 
lution of the Nerves, and Loſs of the locomotive 
Faculty, that ſhe is no more in Condition to help 
her (elf, than in her Infant State: But for the

The Original I read over two Years ago at the 
Deſire of a Friend, whom I told, ſome of the 
Symptoms 
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Symptoms there related, were in themſelves ſo 
trivial, that a few Doſes of Calomel would have 
done as much, and that ſome other of his Caſes 
did not appear to me to be Yenereal. 

It is my Opinion, the Method propos'd by 
him will not anſwer the deſigned End, which 
I amthe more confirm'd in, having known one 
very little differing from this, not many years 
{ince practis'd in England without Succels. 

The following Caſe will in ſome meaſure 
demonſtrate the Uncertainty of it. 

About the latter End of Auguſt, or the Begin-

Two others of the ſame kind upon her Head, 
with a Caries of the Bone under each Ulcer: A 
Node upon each Ulua, with ſeveral Serpiginous 
Ulcuſcula upon her Arms: Another Node upon 
each Tibia, and ſo much emaciated, that the ap- 
pear'd like a Skeleton, cover'd with a looſe Skin. 

As to your Deſire of knowing how many Pa- 
tients might annually be-taken into the Loct- 
Hoſpital, SourbwFh, here ſend you an exact 
Account of thoſe that were admitted and diſ- 
charged from that Houle, in 1720. which was 
the laſt Year they were under my Direction.
